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SPAIN MUST YIELD 
TO OUR DEMANDS 


Her Position Is That of a Con- 
quered Nation. 


OUR REPLY EXPECTED TO-DAY 


President McKinley's Answer Will 
Not Be an Ultimatum. 


Terms as to Cuba and Puerto Rico Al- 
ready Decided—The Philippines 
Question Still in Doubt. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—It will be use- 
less for Spain to approach the Adminis- 
tration to talk about peace unless that Gov- 
ernment is prepared to regard the United 
States as having conquered Spain and 
gained the right, undisputed in international 
law, to prescribe terms upon which peace 
shall be granted. It is assumed by the 
Administration that in making advances 
through Ambassador Cambon the Spanish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs recognized this 
world-wide principle, and that the invita- 
tion to discuss the matter was grounded 
upon the admission that war had been dis- 
covered to be futile to sustain Spain’s con- 
tention and its conduct in inviting war 
when it broke off diplomatic relations in 
April, 

The sincer.ty of the Spanish Ministry is 
likely tc be tested to-morrow, when the 
answer to Ambassador Cambon’s inquiry is 
made by the President. While it is ascer- 
tained that the President is prepared to 
indicate broadly upon what lines the United 
States will accept peaceful overtures, there 
will be no “ ultimatum,” as diplomatic per- 
sons say that the ultimatum is a stage not 
to be reached in the present controversy. 
Spain willbe told that peace may be ob- 
tained by abandoning Cuba, without reserva- 
tion or privilege of indicating what its 
government shall be after the evacuation 
to be insisted upon. Puerto Rico is to be 
expressly ceded to the United States, to 
become a part of the territory of this 
Nation. 

Disposition of the Philippines, 


The President would scarcely be able to 
Say, and is not expected to say, to-morrow 
what the future of the Philippines is to be, 
or whether the United States proposes to 
retain control of that conquered territory 
after the war is over. He is endeavoring to 
reach a conclusion after hearing the advice 
of those who are giving the subject calm 
and patriotic consideration. That the in- 
clination to hold on to the islands is strong 
he is perfectly aware. That the United 
States has, in a sense, led the world to ex- 
pect that the Philippines shall not be re- 
turned to Spanish dominion and misgovern- 
ment he is fully aware. He is not doubtful 
of the ability of the Government to rule 
the islands with ‘greater advantage to the 
inhabitants than Spain has ruled them, and 
he is conscious of little anxiety about what 
other countries will do if the United States 
shall assert its undoubted right to say what 
shall be done with territory that it has con- 
quered and over which Spain can no longer 
pretend to assert authority. 

Some uncertainty is admitted by the Ad- 
ministration as to what will follow if it is 
determined that Spain shall not regain the 
Philippines, but that the United States 
shall also not acquire them. The suggestion 
of joint control is distasteful to the Admin- 
istration. The only instance of joint control 
in recent years is the agreement with Great 
Britain and Germany for the centrol of 
Samoa, and this experience has not been one 
to promote further experiments of a simi- 
lar kind, 

The National tradition of avoidance of 
foreign alliances will be quoted, perhaps, 
with less vigor since Mr. Olney has promul- 
gated the idea of international neighborli- 
uess for the United States. The Adminis- 
tration is not sure that an agreement be- 
tween the United States, Great Britain, and 
Japan would provoke irritation, but the 
force assumed to be behind such an agree- 
ment, it is believed, would deter any imme- 
diate manifestation of armed Opposition 
to it. 

No Quibbling to be Tolerated. 

The overtures for peace will end in noth- 
ing whatever if there is at the meeting to- 
morrow with the French Ambassador any 
exhibition of the quibbling disposition re- 
ported as having been manifested by Sa- 
gasta in Madrid. The United States Govy- 
ernment kas given no guarantees to stop 
the war, and there is no feeling of obliga- 
tion to do so. Spain must make it appar- 
ent beyond doubt that the offer of peace is 
to be met by an honest and fair foe, and 
not employed merely to illustrate belated 
and futile protests to keep up Spanish con- 
fidence. Spain can make no _ conditions. 
She has earned only the privilege of wait- 
ing to receive the terms that may be of- 
fered. 

The Administration is perfectly clear 
about what it will demand in settlement, 
excepting only in the matter of the Philip- 
pines. It’ was the desire of the Adminis- 
tration to be able to judge of the feeling 
of the country by newspaper comment on 
the subject. But sufficient time has not yet 
elapsed since the proposition for peace was 
submitted to afford opportunity for full and 
careful consideration of the question. The 
diversity of opinion in his own party does 
not help the President. The preponderance 
of inclination to retain the Philippines, even 
at the risk of appearing to throw over the 
Monroe doctrine, will make it difficult to 
decide to give up the conquest. 


America’s Right to Push the Puerto 
Rican Campaign Declared to be 
Beyond Question. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—It can be stat- 
ed on the authority of the State Depart- 
ment and the foreign embassies here that 
there were no overtures in behalf of Spain 
for peace or a cessation of hostilities until 
the French Ambassador last Tuesday after- 
noon presented his note to the President. 

This statement is made with full knowl- 
edge of European denials, and must be ac- 
cepted as that of the Government of the 
United States. Therefore all of the talk 
about bad faith shown by our Government 
in pressing the Puerto Rican campaign dur- 
ing the last few days is absolutely without 
foundation, and our Government has done 
nothing that can subject it to criticism on 
this score. 

In addition to the representatives of the 
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United States Government, the persons 
qualified to speak for the Government of 
Spain in this country make an exactly simi- 
lar statement, and the alleged charges of 
bad faith against the United States attrib- 
uted to Premier Sagasta are discredited as 
inventions, designed to prejudice. the suc- 
cessful progress of the present peace move- 
ment, 


Rules of International Law. 


Even supposing there had been peace 
overtures, which there had not been, mili- 
tary authorities regard Premier Sagasta’s 
alleged statement that peace overtures 
operate to stay the course of military opera- 
tions as directly contrary not only to the 
military law of the United Statgs, but to 
the recognized principles of international 
law. In general, the writers agree that mili- 
tary operetions stop only when a truce or 
an armistice is actually concluded, and that 
this truce or armistice must be in writing. 
Until then the mere preliminary overture 
toward a suspension of hostilities is not 
regarded as any warrant for stopping the 
war. This is expressed in the United States 
instructions for the government of armies 
in the field as follows: 

“ Article 147—Belligerents sometimes in- 
clude an armistice while their plenipoten- 
tiarles are discussing the conditions of a 
treaty of peace; but plenipotentiaries may 
meet without a preliminary armistice; in 
the latter case, the war is carried on with- 
out any abatement.” 

Azother section of the regulation is as fol- 
lows: 

“ Article 142.—An armistice is not a par- 
tial or a temporary peace; it is only the sus- 
pension of military operations to the extent 
agreed upon by the parties.”’ 

The military authorities, as well as the 
specific regulations of the United States, 
hold that there is no suspension of hostili- 
ties prior to the agreement to suspend mili- 
tary operations. Even then the agreement 
is binding on military commanders only 
from the time they receive actual notice of 
it. In the meantime, military commanders 
have the right to push forward and hold 
such territory as they occupy. 


Effect of an Armistice. 


The need for limiting this cessation of hos- 
tilities is obvious; for, until a signed agree- 
ment is made, there is no knowledge of the 
extent of the armistice. In the present case 
an armistice might include or exclude the 
Philippines or Puerto Rico, as the two par- 
ties might agree, but, until they agree, there 
will be no obligation to abate military oper- 
ations in any field of operations. After the 
signing of the armistice preliminary to 
peace, a status quo is established, and all 
military operations come to a halt at the 
points designated, and at points not desig- 
nated the military operations proceed. 

In the present case, if the truce were 
general. Gen. Shafter, Gen. Miles, and Ad- 


-miral Dewey would simply retain the pos- 


sessions they now occupy and a moral ob- 
ligation would be impossed not to strength- 
en these positions or to make secret prep- 
arations for a more effective continuance of 
the war hereafter. The military authorities 
agree that the only qualification for this 
rule is that reinforcements may be sent 
forward and that defensive, but not offen- 
sive, operations may be continued. 

Under such a rule Spain coulé continue 
her preparations for defending the coast of 
Spain even after a suspension of hostilities, 
and, at the same time, the United States 

puld send forward reinforcements to Gen. 
Miles and Admiral Dewey, but all offensive 
operations would cease. 


NO EXCITEMENT IN .SPAIN. 


Feeling of Satisfaction There that Steps 
Have Been Taken to End 


the War. 


MADRID, July 28.—At the close of the 
Cabinet Council to-day, the following semi- 
official note was issued: 

“The French Ambassador at Washing- 
ton, the afternoon of July 26, presented in 
behalf of the Spanish Government a mes- 
sage to President McKinley, with the view 
of bringing the war to an end and making 
known the conditions of peace, 

“The Government has received informa- 
tior. Yhat the message has been handed to 
President McKinley, who replied that he 
would consu:t with his Council of Minis- 
ters, and requested M. Cambon to come to 
the White House again to confer with him.” 

The Spanish officials declare that the pub- 
lished extracts from the note are incorrect. 

With the understanding that no indemnity 
will be demanded and that Spanish sover- 
eignty in the Philippine Islands will be re- 
spected, the newspapers here consider the 
terms of peace attributed to President Mc- 
Kinley as being acceptable. 

The newspapers, however, protest against 
the continuance of hostilities by the United 
States after Spain has sued for peace. 


LONDON, July 29.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail, remarking the 
“ feeling of satisfaction and relief the peace 
overtures have produced,”’ says: ** There is 
little probability of poular discontent, and 
none at all if Spain is allowed to retain 
the Philippines and is not compelled to pay 
indemnity.” 

The Madrid corresopndent of The Daily 
Telegraph says: ‘‘ However unpalatable the 
terms of peace may be, they will not pro- 
voke the slightest disturbance in Spain,: 
where listless indifference is predominant.” 

A special dispatch from Madrid says: 
“The Government does not conceal that it 
hesitated for some days to go beyond an 
unofficial exploration at Washington be- 
cause the diplomatic agents employed to 
make the soundings gave conflicting ac- 
counts of President McKinley’s disposition. 
One represented him as eager to terminate 
the war on moderate conditions, the other 
that the most onerous conditions would be 
imposed, so much so that the Madrid Govy- 
ernment thought it useless to sue officially. 

“When, however, it was seen that the 
American war preparations continued, Duke 
Almodovar de Rio, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, was instructed to send the note. The 
Cabinet met Wednesday evening to deliber- 
ate as to the best means and channel of 
negotiation. Paris and London were both 
discussed. No decision was arrived at, but 
a majority favored sending Sefior Moret, 
former Minister of the Colonies, on a spe- 
cial mission to London to negotiate the 
treaty of peace with Ambassador Hay. 

“ Official feeling favors direct negotia- 
tions, without interference from outsiders, 
even with regard to the Philippines. There 
is little doubt that, if President McKin- 
ley’s reply proves an acceptable basis, the 
negot.ations will not be protracted, since 
Spain, for many reasons, is desirous of a 
speedy settlement, and not least so be- 
cause at the present moment public opinion 
is calm. 

“After to-day’s Cabinet council Sefior 
Sagasta, the Premier, said he had grounds 
for hoping that an understanding might be 
arrived at; but he could say nothing 
definite. Duke Almodovar de Rio said the 
European Cabinets had been informed of 
the step Spain had taken, but not as to the 
text of the note sent to President McKin- 
ley. The Cabinet council will not meet 

A 


again until Friday evening, by which time 
President McKinley’s reply is expected. 

“The Ministerial El Correo says the Gov- 
ernment communicated to the Queen Regent 
in council a dispatch intimating that Presi- 
dent McKinley, in principle, assented to the 
opening of negotiations.” 


THE COMMENT OF BERLIN. 


LONDON, July 29.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says: 

“The terms of peace which America im- 
poses occasions surprise here as much too 
hard. The Nacional Gazette remarks that 
the United States has not won a victory 
signal enough to warrant such hard terms 
and expresses the opinion that the pros- 
pects of peace are, in consequence, gloomy.” 

The Times, commenting editorially upon 
the suggestion of The National Gazette 
that the United States have not won a vic- 
tory signal enough to warrant the hard 
terms they would impose, says: 

“This suggestion from would-be friends 
of Spain merely shows that these critics en- 
tirely fail to grasp the military significance 
of America’s sea power. 

“Only by prompt and straightforward 
dealings with President McKinley can Spain 
hope to prevent the fruition of American 
imperial policy in the Pacific, the advan- 
tages of which even peace-loving, moderate 
Americans cannot ignore.” 


Frenchmen May Object. 


LONDON, July 29.—The Daily Graphic 
this morning points out that there is a prob- 
ability of an international question arising 
over the difficulty of dealing with the Cu- 
ban debt, since a majority of the holders of 
Spanish bonds are Frenchmen. 


POWERS HOLD ALOOF. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Not the faintest 
disposition is shown by the representatives 
of the European powers in Washington to 
bring combined influence upon the Govern- 
ment of the United States to secure better 
terms for Spain than might be expected 
otherwise. 

The resident diplomats have so far ac- 
quired a knowledge of American character 
and Governmental methods as to realize 
that the immediate effect of any such in- 
terference as that proposed would be di- 
rectly resented, would arouse the spirit of 
resistance of the American people, and 
would have exactly the contrary effect to 
that intended, 


DEWEY NOT CONSULTED. 


Report that He Would Figure in Peace 
Terms Denied. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Secretary Long 
said to-day that so far as he knew no 
cable request has been sent to Admiral 
Dewey to give his views on the political 
future of the Philippines, as was stated in 
some publications to-day. The Secretary of 
the Navy would be cognizant of any in- 
quiries of this character directed to Ad- 
miral Dewey. 

Moreover, the suggestion that the Admin- 
istration desired the advice of Admiral 
Dewey as a preliminary to the answer to 
Spain’s peace proposal is regarded as 
manifestly improbable, as it would take 
four or five days for a dispatch boat to get 
the Government’s message from Hongkong 
to Admiral Dewey at Manila, and as much 
longer to get back the reply, whereas the 
Government’s answer to Spain’s proposal 
will be made within the next day or two. 


DOUBT AS TO THE CARLISTS. 


LONDON, July 29.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says: wt 

“The attitude of the people makes the 
chances of Don Carlos small. Moreover, the 
Carlists are said to disagree about the ad- 
visability of rising, the Marquis de Cor- 
ralbo and other leaders opposing the step. 
Nevertheless, it is feared that Don Carlos 
will insist upon it.” 

A special dispatch from Madrid says: 

“El Imparcial savs that the Carlists’ 
agitation, which at first appeared to be 
trampled out. has recommenced in_ the 
Province of Cuenca and in parts of Na- 
varre. A Carlist bricklayer has been ar- 
rested for trying to enlist adherents. He 
fought on the Carlist side in the last civil 
war. Probably he will be court-martialed.”’ 


GOVERNMENT OF THE TROPICS. 


Important Economic Questions In- 


volved in the Ultimate Settlement 
of the Hispano-American War. 


LONDON, July 29.—The Times publishes 
an article this morning from the pen of 
Benajmin Kidd, author of ‘“ Social Evolu- 
tion,’’ which deals in a comprehensive sta- 
tistical manner with the immense trade of 
England and the United States with trop- 
ical and sub-tropical regions. 

Mr. Kidd asserts that during the year 
1896 this trade amounted, in the case of 
England, approximately, to  £138,000,000, 
($690,000,000,) and in the case of the United 
States, to £70,000,000, ($350,000,000.) He 
dwells upon the importance of the control 
over these regions, and says: 

“The present war involves the future 
government of two Of the richest portions 
of these territories and some of the richest 
on the earth’s surface;.yet, for the most 
part, they are practically undeveloped and 
largely in a state of anarchy or primitive 
savagery, preyenting the development of 
their natural resources.” 

Mr. Kidd thinks the question one of the 
highest importance to both England and 
America. 

WHAT CUBANS THINK OF IT, 


Those in This City Say Spain Is Grow- 
ing Desperate, 


Cubans in this city regard the action of 
Spain in reference to peace negotiations as 
an indication of desperation. Horatio S. 
Rubens, counsel for the Junta, said yester- 
day: 

“While the peace proposition is gratify- 
ing, there is no doubt that Spain is forced 
to take a conciliatory position in sheer des- 
peration. Havana cannot hold out much 
longer, as there is a lack of provisions in 
the city, and, as a result, there is the great- 
est suffering. , There have been only one or 
two steamers that have been able to run the 
blockade and land supplies for the 200,000 
inhabitants and the 50,000 soldiers quartered 
there. 

“ Puerto Rico is in no position to make a 
determined resistance to the American 
forces. Again the fall of Manila is sure. 
Is it to be wondered that Spain is ready to 
make peace? She does not want to confess 
her weakness, and so she seeks a cessation 
of hostilities before Gen. Miles can carry out 
his plan of campaign or Gen. Merritt can 
take Manila. This is certainly a very good 
time for Spain to call a halt.” 


Spain’s Voluntary War Fund. 
LONDON, July 29.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times says: ‘The Na- 
tional Voluntary War Fund now exceeds 
25.000.000 pesetas.”’ 


GEN. MILES 1S il 
OWN MASTER NOW 


He Is So Far from a Cable Wash- 
ington Cannot Interfere. 


ISOLATION MAY AID SUCCESS 


Guanica Is to Remain the American 
Base in Puerto Rico. 


Naval Officials Particularly Well 
Pleased with the Selection on Ac- 
count of the Excellent Harbor. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Beyond the an- 
nouncement of the sailing of Major Gen. 
Brooke and a portion of his expedition from 
Newport News, the War Department was 
without news of the Puerto Rico movement 
up to the close of the official day. 

In view of the fact that Guanica, the port 
seized and occupied by Gen. Miles, is a 
day’s sail from the cable station at St. 
Thomas, there was no surprise at the fail- 
ure to hear from him during the day. More- 
over, Gen. Miles, by taking the selection of 
a landing place into his own hands and go- 
ing to a point us far removed from that 
agreed upon as possible, has practically se- 
cured control of the campaign free from 
department supervision, since the impossi- 
bility of directing his movements in detail 
from: Washington when he is twenty-four 
hours from the cable is recognized even by 
the Secretary of War himself, 

In consequence the War Department finds 
itself with nothing to do with the expedition 


but carry out the requests preferred by the 
General commanding the army, the General 
having discarded the programme with which 
the department had familiarized itself. Each 
new step to be taken here must perforce be 
on information received from him. 

The result is to make Gen. Miles much 
more the master of his own movements un- 
hampered by department red tape than was 
Shafter at Santiago. Among those who 
know Gen. Miles there is not the slightest 
doubt that the comparative isolation which 
the remoteness of cable communication as- 
sures him is far from irksome, and there 
are many competent observers who count 
it as one of the guarantees of the success 
of the movement that it is to be thus re- 
lieved of the danger of untimely and unin- 
formed interference from Washington. 


Wisdom of Miles’s Course Conceded. 


There is very general assent to the propo- 
sition that in using his own judgment in- 


stead of adhering to ready-made instruc-- 


tions about a landing place, Gen. Miles 
acted with wisdom. It cannot fail to be of 
advantage to the expedition, it is pointed 
out, for it to have the best harbor on the 
island’s entire coast line as its base, and 
that this should {mwolve a long march di- 
rectly across the province is deemed an ad- 
vantage ra.cuer than a drawback, since it 
will make the conquest just that much more 
complete when the capital is finally taken. 

Naval officials are particularly pleased 
with the selection of Guanica as the base. 
The season of hurricanes and _ tropical 
storms is fast coming on, during which 
neither the transports nor the warships 
swould be safe anywhere but in one of the 
havens on the south coast, and nowhere 
would they be so perfectly protected as in 
the land-locked and hill-guarded Bay cf 
Guanica. There the entire fleet can coal 
and repair at its leisure, and there the 
blockading ships can take refuge when the 
stress of weather drives them in. The ex- 
tent to which the War Department has 
turned over the direction of the expedition 
to Gen. Miles is shown by the orders issued 
to Gen. Brooke before he left for Puerto 
Rico. He was instructed to proceed to Fa- 
jardo, in accordance with his original in- 
structions, but was told that he might be 
intercepted before or after his arrival there 
by a vessel bringing other orders. This 
vessel, it is presumed, would be sent by 
Gen. Miles. 


Guanica to be the Base, 


There is absolutely no doubt of the de- 
termination, in deference to Gén. Miles’s 
judgment, te make Guanica the American 
ba3ze for the Puerto Rico campaign at least 
until San Juan is captured. The Quarter- 
master’s Department is arranging to dis- 
patch an officer on one of the transports 
leaving Tampa, whose business will be to 
take along Quartermaster’s supplies, tar- 
paulins, and clerks, preparatory to establish- 
ing a general supply depot at that point. 
From row until the island is captured or 
peace interrupts the movement, all roads 
will lead to Guanica for the American trans- 
port and supply ships. 

In addition to Ernst’s brigade, which has 
already joined him, Gen. Miles, according 
to calculations made at the War Depart- 
ment, probably has also been reinforced by 
Brig. Gen. Schwan’s expedition, which sailed 
from Tampa on Saturday and Sunday last. 
Gen, Schwan had with him the Eleventh 
and Nineteenth Regular Infantry, Troop B 
of the Second Cavalry, and Batteries C and 
M of the Seventh Artillery, in all about 
8,000 men. When *Gen. Brooke arrives on 
the scene the combined force will be as fol- 
iows: 

Second and Third Wisconsin, Third and 
Sixth Illinois, Fourth Ohio, Fourth and Six- 
teenth Pennsylvania, Sixth Massachusetts, 
Seventh United States Infantry, Nineteenth 
United States Infantry, one battery of 
heavy artillery, six batteries of regular 
light artillery, six batteries of volunteer 
light artillery, one troop of regular cavalry, 
five troop3 o1 volunteer cavalry, and 275 
recruits—a total of about 18,000 men. 

Then will follow, as soon as they can be 
leaded on transports, the Fifth Regular 
Cavalry, the First Florida, Second Georgia, 
and Fifth Maryland, and the artillery siege 
train from Tampa and Gen. Grant’s brigade, 
including the First and Third Kentucky 
and One Hundred and Sixtieth Indiana, from 
Newport News. That still other troops will 
yet be added is not doubted, but so far no 
orders nave been issued for their movement.

While the War Department Has No

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Up to midnigh 
the War Department had received no jn- 
formation from Gen. Miles or any part of 
his command in Puerto Rico. Throughout 
the day the officials have been expecting mo- 
mentarily to receive news of the landing 
of Gen. Wilson’s expedition. No uneasiness 
is felt, however, because Gen. Miles has 
not communicated with the department fur- 
ther than to announce his landing at 
Guanica, 


SAYS PUERTO RICO PROTESTS. 


Berlin Paper Alleges that the Island 
Legislature Objects to the 
American Invasion. 


LONDON, July 29.—According to a dis- 
patch from Berlin, a newspaper there pro- 
fesses to know that the Puerto Rican Co- 
lonial Legislature has adopted autonomy 
and has resolved to protest against Ameri- 
can occupation of the island as a violation 
of the principles the United States went to 
war to enforce. 


WOES OF THE FIFTH ILLINOIS. 


Politics, Not Col. Culver’s Influence, 
Said to Have Kept the Reg- 
iment at Home. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The disposition 
of the War Department to make State 
clamor and political influence the basis of 
selection for troops to go to the front, has 
led to an unfortunate complication at Chick- 
amauga. The Third Brigade of the First 
Division, First Corps, commanded by Brig. 
Gen. Grant, was made up of the First and 
Third Kentucky and Fifth Illinois Regi- 
ments. It had long been understood at the 
camp that the brigade was to be sent to 
Puerto Rico, and when the order for it to 
proceed to Newport News for embarkation 
was given, there was the usual rejoicing 
among the men of the three regiments. 

The men of the Fifth Iiinois broke camp 
at’ Chickamauga yesterday, and marched 
five miles through Georgia red mud to the 
station, only to be ordered back as they 
were boarding the trains, and told that 
word had come from Washington that they 
were not to go; and that the One Hundred 
and Sixtieth Indiana was to take their 
place. It is said that the disappointment 
completely crushed the morale of the men, 
and spread a mut{nous spirit among them, 
which resulted in a hundred or more break- 
ing camp without leave. The men, it ap- 
pears, having no explanation made of their 
summary recall, blamed their commanding 
officer, Col. Culver, charging him with se- 
cretly manoeuvring to keep them back. 

The truth of the matter is that the trouble 
all arose from the desire of the Secretary 
of War to please everybody. Just about 
the time the brigade under Gen. Grant was 
ordered forward it happened that a great 
clamor was raised by the Indiana people be- 
cause none of the several well-equipped 
regiments from that State was called into 
active service. The Indiana Congressmen 
and Senators called at the War Department 
and telegraphed in protest and Secretary 
Alger instructed Adjt. Gen. Corbin to get an 
Indiana regiment into the Puerto Rico ex- 
pedition in some way, 

Gen. Grant's Brigade offered the only op- 
portunity. It included the Fifth Illinois, 
but it was recalled that Illinois already had 
two regiments at the front, the Third and 
Sixth. As sending a third would be giving 
her more than her share, it was determined 
to send one of the Indiana regiments in 
place of the Fifth, and Gen. Brooke was 
instructed to make the selection. He desig- 
nated the One Hundred and Sixtieth Indiana 
and it was so ordered. 

Col. Culver had nothing to do with this 
and knew nothing of it until it had been 
done. It is regarded here as unfortunate 
that the change should not have been made 
before the Illinois troops had actually 
started to the front and that a frank ex- 
planation was not made so as to avoid the 
undeserved reflection on the Colonel of the 
regiment as well as the shock to the morale 
of the men. 

Judging from the pressure being brought 
to bear to get regiments chosen for the 
Puerto Rico service, it would seem as if 
the expedition was lcoked upon as a pleas- 
ure jaunt instead of a military campaign. 
Every day dozens of dispatches are received 
at the War Department, urging the claims 
of certain commands, complaining that cer- 
tain States are not being recognized, and 
begging the privilege of a piace at the front 
for some particular regiment. 

But a few days ago, in response to the 
urgent representations of the Southern 
States that they were reglected in the choice 
of troops for the front, the First Florida, 
Second Georgia, and Fifth Maryland Regi- 
ments were ordered to Puerto Rico. The 
First Florida had already moved over te 
Fernandina from Tampa. Now it will pack 
vp and move back to board the transports 
there. 


HAINS’S BRIGADE ON THE WAY. 


Five Transports Laden with Troops 


Newport News for 


Puerto Rico. 

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., July 28.—With 
the exception of the Fourth Ohio Regiment 
the Second Brigade of the First Army 
Corps, in command of Brig. Gen. Hains, 
sailed for Puerto Rico this afternoon at 3 
o’clock. Gen. Hains and his staff and the 
Fourth Ohio Regiment are on the auxiliary 
eruiser St. Paul, and it is not likely that 
this ship will leave Old Point before day- 
light to-morrow, as there is yet a large 
quantity of supplies to be loaded, 

The transports. that got off are the City 
of Washington, Massachusetts, Seneca, and 
Roumania, and the auxiliary cruiser St. 
Louis. The expedition was divided as fol- 
lows: 

Massachusetts—Ambulance, Signal Corps, 
Headquarters Corps, Troops A and C, New 
York Cavalry, and the City Troop of Phil- 
adelphia, including 805 men, 33 officers, 454 
horses, 426 mules, besides the wagons, 

St. Louis—Third Illinois Regiment, 
Bennet and staff. 

Roumania—Four batteries of light artil- 
lery, A of Missouri, A of Illinois, B of 
Pennsylvania, and the Twenty-seventh In- 
diana Battery. On this transport there are 


19 officers, 700 men, 319 horses, and 72 mules.

The First Kentucky Regiment, the van- 
guard of the Third Brigade, First Division, 
First Army Corps, in command’ of Gen, 
Fred Grant, which is to make up the Sec- 
ond Puerto Rican expedition, arrived here 
from Chickamauga to-day, and is now im 
camp. Gen. Grant arrived on the last train, 
traveling in a private car with his staff. 

The Third Battalion of the Sixteenth 
Pennsylvania arrived late this evening, and 
will be followed by the Third Kentucky and 
the Sixteenth Indiana. 


NEW GUNS FOR VOLUNTEERS. 


Miles’s Army to Get Krag-Jorgenusen 
Rifles with Smokeless Powder 
Ammunition, 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Twenty thotte 
sand Krag-Jorgensen rifles reached Newe 
port News to-day for shipment to Puerto 
Rico for the use of the volunteers who com- 
pose the mass of the invading army. It is 
the understanding of the Ordnance Bureau 
that these arms were shipped on one of the 
transports that accompanied Gen. Brooke 
to-day. If they did not go then they will be 
forwarded by the next ship that sails for 
Guanica. 

These rifles are the modern magazine, .80 
calibre guns that are used by the regulars 
and the only guns that can compete with 
the Mausers employed by the Spaniards. 
They will be substituted for the old style 
-45 calibre Springfield rifles with which the 
volunteers are now armed and will put the 
new troops on an equality with the veterans 
so far as equipment is concerned. It is not 
expected that the total infantry strength ~ 
of the expedition will exceed 20,000, so that 
every man in it will have a modern arm, 
using the smokeless powder that constitutes 
the chief point of superiority of the new 
over the old type of rifle. 

This first shipment of 20,000 rifles marks 
the beginning of the effort which the Ord- 
nance Bureau is making to equip the entire 
army, volunteers as well as regulars, with 
the .30 calibre pieces. It will not be prac- 
ticable to get the new rifles to the troops 
in the Philippines in time to do any good 
there, but if peace is not declared before 
Fall and it is then necessary to attack 
Havana, the whole army will by that time 
have Krag-Jorgensen rifles and smokeless 
powder ammunition, 

The new arms for the Puerto Rico expedie 
tion were shipped from Springfield, where 
the Government factory is. Smokeless pow- 
der cartridges accompany the rifles, but the 
supply is not as large just now as might be 
desirable. It will, however, be increased and 
replenished as rapidly as possible, and be- 
fore any general engagement of Gen. Miles’s 
forces takes place the Ordnance Bureau 
hopes to have an ample supply in the hands 
of the army. 


PLAN OF THE TWENTY-SECOND, 


New York Regimeat May See Service 
at Puerto Rico, 

The Twenty-second Regiment, New York 
Volunteers, under command of Col. Bartlett, 
expects to get orders to proceed to Puerto 
Rico within the next few days, and in con- 
sequence there is much jubilation among 
the men of the regiment now stationed in 
the harbor forts. 

It was learned from some of the officers 
last night that Col. Bartlett some time ago 
went to Washington to see Adjt. Gen. Cor- 
bin about the matter and protested vig- 
orously against being kept at home when 
other regiments were going to the front, 
Col. Bartlett was told that as the regiment 
was detached—that is, not attached to any 
army corps, but under direct orders from 
the Secretary of War, 1t would ibe sent into 
service at the front only if Col. Bartlett 
could make the necessary arrangements to 
procure a transport. Col. Bartlett said he 
could get one, and the Adjutant General 
assured him, it is said, that in such an 
event the regiment would be ordered to 
Puerto Rico. 

Col. Bartlett has made several trips to 
the city during the last few days, and it 
was stated last night that the transport had 
been secured. It is said that the Vulcan is 
probably the vessel. The Government will 
stand the expense. 

It is an admitted fact that the regiment 
is in excellent shape for a campaign, Col, 
Bartlett having kept his men hard at work 
in the forts, and the rapidity with which 
the volunteers have mastered the intricacies 
of the heavy gun drills has surprised the 
regulars there. 


Beef for Puerto Rico Army.

SIGKNESS IS NOT ALARMING 


While Yellow Fever Is Spreading 
Rapidly at Santiago, It Is-Not 
of a Virulent Type. 


FEVERS COMMON IN ARMIES 


Surgeon General Sternberg Says Prev~ 
alence of Typhoid Is to a Large 
Extent Due to the Careless- 
ness of the Men. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The report of 
Gen. Shafter, showing that there was a 
total of 8,770 cases of sickness in the army 
in Cuba, has given the officials of the War 
Department considerable concern, but the 
reports heretofore made that the yellow 
fever cases were of a mild type encour- 
age the hope that the death rate will be 
small. The large number of fever cases re- 
ported, 2,024, shows that not only yellow 
fever but typhoid and other kinds are prev- 
alent. 

Surgeon General Sternberg says that it is 
the history of yellow fever that it spreads 
rapidly, and having once got started in the 
camp is sure to infect many soldiers. 
Speaking of the other fevers, he said that 
not only in Cuba, but in the camps in the 
United States there had been many cases, 
and it: was the history of all new armies 
that fevers, especially typhoid, became quite 
common. This was due to the change of 
climate and mode of life of the new sol- 
diers. Ewen where the water was pure 
cases would arise. Soldiers bought and ate 
many things not furnished by the Commis- 
sary, such as milk and other things ped- 
dled about the camps. Often these foods 
caused sickness. Another feature he men- 
tioned was the indifferent care which some 
men took of themselves when they joined 
the army. It was his belief that as the 
men became more seasoned there would be 
less sickness. 

The slightest ailment of the most tem- 
porary nature suffices to place a soldier's 
name on the sick reports, which in their 
present shape would not distinguish be- 
tween such a case and one of mortal ill- 
ness. The inference is that many of these 
cases in Shafter’s camp are of a trivial nat- 
ure, but go to-swell its grand total of-sick 
and wounded. 


HE HAMMERED A SPANISH SHELL. 


Seaman on the Brooklyn Killed While 
Violating Capt. Cook’s Orders, 


PLAYA DEL ESTE, July 28.—The body 
of Karl J. Anderson, seaman, of the United 
States cruiser Brooklyn was buried ashore 
here this morning. Anderson was killed by 
the accidental explosion of a Spanish one- 
pound shell, smuggled from one of the de- 
stroyed Spanish cruisers against the order 
of Capt. Cook. 

The shell exploded on Tuesday while An- 
derson was hammering it in an effort to 
separate cartridge and shell. Several of 
the Brooklyn’s men were around at the 
time, but all escaped the flying fragments 
except Anderson. A number of the pieces 
entered his abdomen. Drs. Fitzsimmons, 
Gravitt, and Spear performed a delicate 
operation, but Anderson succumbed yester- 
day to his wounds,

INJURED MEN CONVALESCENT. 


Wounded Soldiers Brought to Fort 
Monroe by the Hudson on the 


Road to Recovery. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—Adjt. Gen. Cor- 
bin made pubiic late last night the appended. 
statement of the condition of the officers 
and men who arrived at Fort Monroe on the 
steamship Hudson, July 27, from Santiago. 
It will be noted that while some of the 
cases are reported by the surgeons to be 
serious, the majority of the patients are 
convalescent. The statement, which fol- 
lows, gives an accurate account of the con- 
dition of each of the men:

DEWEY AND HIS CHINESE BOYS. 


A Pacific Coast Approval of His Ree- 
ommendation Concerning Them. 


From The San Francisco Argonaut. 

Admiral Dewey’s official dispatches highly 
praise the Chinese servants of his squad- 
ron. -We-may remark that in action the 
non-combatants aboard ship are set to work 
‘supplying the. fighters with ammunition. 
Thus the wardroom stewards, most of them 
Japanese or Chinese, are busily at work 
between decks passing and hoisting em- 
munition. In the United States Navy there 
are a number of excellent Chinese stewards, 
many of whom are shipped in Oriental ports 
and are never allowed ashore when they 
come into American ports. Like the Chinese 
stewards aboard of the Occidental and Ori- 
ental steamers on this coast, they frequently 
see America, but never set foot on American 
soil. . 

After the battle of Manila Admiral Dewey 
found a number of his Chinese stewards 
aboard the flagship with their hands raw 
and bleeding from hoisting ammunition. 
One of .them said to the Admiral that he 
thought President’McKinley ought to allow 
them to land now. Admiral Dewey has not 
forgotten the. suggestion, and recommends 
to the Administration that these Chinese be 
allowed to become American citizens. 

We think the suggestion an excellent one. 
There has been some talk about monuments 
to Admiral Dewey, which, like most talk, 
will probably result in nothing. It took 
more than half a century to erect a monu- 
ment to George Washington. But if the 
Chinese stewards who labored so lustily 
to hoist ammunition to the American sail- 
ors aboard the American ships in the fa- 
mous battle of Manila Bay are not worthy 
of the boon of American citizenship, it 
would be hard to say who are. 

Every Chinese thus made a citizen, dating 
from Dewey's victory, would be a walking 
monument to Dewey’s fame, and to the love 
which his countrymen feel for him. That 
they might erect to him monuments of 
bronze or marble would mean much, but 
that they should for him set aside legal 
bulwarks, against which Chinese thousands 
have fruitlessly beaten for years, would 
mean more.

» dike Provided with Dust. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, July 28—The 
steamer Portland, from St. Michael, arrived 
this evening, bringing seven returning 
miners and a quantity of gold dust. 


A CABLE TO THE EAST. 


May Connect with Hawaii, China, the 
Philippines, and Ladrones, 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—The Evening 
Post In an article published to-day says 
that the United States will soon be con- 
nected by cable with her newly acquired 
Pacific possessions and the cable will con- 
nect the United States from this city with 
Hawall, the Ladrones, the Philippines, and 
Hongkong. The paper says that most of the 
surveys have been made. The contract for 
the laying of the cable has already been 
let, The Post says, and according to the 
terms of the contract the work must be 
completed within six months. The price to 
be paid is stated to be $10,000,000, 

On July 20, the Executive Council of the 
Hawaiian Government signed a contract 
with the Pacific. Cable Company to lay a 
cable between the United States and Hawaii 
and Jajian, China, and the Philippine Isl- 
ands, the contract being for a period of 
twenty years. The Pacific Cable Company, 
according to The Post, is capitalized for 
$100,000,000. James A. Scrymser is Presi- 
dent, and Edmund L. Baylies is Vice Presi- 
dent. The gther Directors are Admiral John 
R. Irvine, J..Pierpont Morgan, and J. Ken- 
nedy. Tod. Gen. Swayne of New York is 
the legal representative of this cémpany. 
The company has. been operating very 
quietly with the co-operation of this Gov- 
ernment. and Hawaii pending the annexa- 
tion proceedings. 


African Missionaries Plundered, 


HUNTINGTON, Ind., July 28.—The United 
Brethren Missionary Society has received 
a letter from D. F. Wilberforce, dated 
Bonthe, West Africa, Juné-17, stating that 
he and his family have reached Bonthe 
safely. They were plundered of everything 


by the natives in the war. Their home, as 
well as the mission buildings, was burned. 
Everything at .Mornaligee was destroyed. 
Wilberforce and family escaped to Bonthe 
bare of clothing and have received no let- 
ters or relief as yet. This is the first word 
from Wilberforce or any of the refugees 
since March 24. Efforts will be made at 
once for the relief of Wilberforce and 
others: who escaped the massacre. 


Trolley Car in New Jersty Just Es- 
capes Being Hit by the Black 
Diamond Express. 


ONE MAN’S SKULL FRACTURED 


He Is Expected to Die, and Several 
Other Persons Were Injured in 
Jumping to Escape Almost 
Certain Death. 


A trolley car loaded with passengers had 
@ narrow escape from being wrecked and 
its passengers killed or injured at the Fre- 
linghuysen Avenue crossing of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad, between Newark and Eliza- 
beth last night. Although a catastrophe 
was averted, several of the passengers were 
severely injured as the result of a panic 
which resulted from fright. 

The trolley car was traveling on the 
North Jersey Traction Company’s line from 
Elizabeth to Newark. Nearly all the seats 
were occupied when the car reached the 
Lehigh Valley crossing. Whose fault it 
was that the car ran upon the track in 
front of the train is a matter of dispute. 
It is certain, however, that the gates were 
up. The conductor had run ahead to look 
up and down the track, but whether or not 
he gave the motorman a signal to proceed 


is uncertain, It is also said that the motor- 
man was a new man. 

The car did not stop at a distance from 
the track,.as it should have done, but pro; 
ceeded to the crossing. It is thought that 
the motorman, seeing the gates bs con- 
cluded that everything was all rig t, and 
went ahead. Just as the car started to 
cross the rails the Black Diamond Express, 
east bound, which is the fastest train on 
the road, appeared around the curve a 
short distance west of the crossing. 

The train was running at ee speed, as 
it makes no stop until it reaches Newark. 
The car was an open one, and all the pas- 
Sengers could see the fast train as it flew 
toward them. Several sharp blasts from 
the locomotive gave the first warning of 
their danger. n an instant all of them 
jumped to their feet and made an effort to 
escape from the car. 

The motorman put on full power and went 
ahead. This increased the danger for those 
who jumped, but saved the car and the ma- 
jority of those in it, and perhaps prevented 
the wrecking of the train. Many of the 
women fainted after the car had crossed 
the tracks. The locomotive whizzed past 
the rear of the car while the trolley car 
was still on the west-bound track. 

Among those who jumped was W. K. 
Laverdi of Elizabeth. His clothes were 
badly torn and he was slightly cut and 
bruised. John Whiley, another resident of 
Elizabeth, jumped, missed his footing, and 
one of his ankles was broken. He also re- 
ceived severe bruises. He was taken to his 
home in a carriage. A woman whose name 
was not obtained had one of her eyes bad- 
ly injured by being struck by a man who 
was endeavoring to get past her and escape. 

John Mulmin, who is said to be a resident 
of the State of Washington, was one of 
those who jumped from the car. He re- 
ceived injuries which may result in his 
death. It is thought his skull is fractured. 
The Black Diamond Express stopped and 
the unconscious man was placed on board 
“4 taken to St. Michael’s Hospital in New- 
ark.

Street. He stumbled into a room on the 
first floor of 227 East Ninety-seventh Street, 
where four Italians, one of them Cuisidine, 


were playing ecards. In asking about his 
friends Touhy spoke harshly and he and 
the Italians quarreled. A fight followed 
in the stre@. 

The Italians fled into the building, and 
Touhy managed to get to Clark’s saloon, 
where he fell unconscious. 

Policemen Barrow, Baurmeister, and Joyce 
of the East One Hundred and Fourth Street 
Station were told that Cusidine was the as- 
sailant, and started in to capture him, The 

lice fought their way through the resist- 
ng Italians, aided by the colored men and 
Irishmen, e fighting was done with fists, 
except on the part of the police, who used 
their clubs. 

When the policemen got in, one of the 
Italians struck at Barrow with a stiletto 
and cut his right sleeve from the wrist to 
the shoulder, but the flesh was not touched. 
The — dispersed the crowd and took 
Cusidine to court. He was held by Magis- 
trate Mott in the Harlem Court without 
bail to await the result of Touhy’s injuries. 
Touhy. was taken to the hospital.

Consul General to Paris May Lose 
All Their Possessions. 


The home of Mrs. Duncan K. MacRae, 
widow of the United States Consul General 
to Paris under President Pierce, and her 
daughter, Miss Virginia H. MacRae, at 
1,344 Chisholm Street, ‘Borough of the 
Bronx, is in the possession of a Deputy 
Marshal. The two women have not a penny 
in the world, and unless they can raise 
$100 by noon to-morrow all their household 
goods and personal property will be seized 
to satisfy a mortgage for $75, given to the 
Fidelity Loan Association. The mortgage 
was given in order to obtain the capital to 
establish a small business and tide over 
temporary financial distress. The mort- 
gage fell due Tuesday, but the daughter 
succeeded in having the time extended until 
to-morrow. . 

For some time past Mrs. MacRae and her 
daughter have been in straitened circum- 
stances, The daughter was an expert type- 
writer and at one time editor of the Phon- 
Ogram, a magazine formerly published in 
this city. She earned a handsome salary, 
and all went well until a felon developed in 
her right thumb and compelled her to give 
up her business. Then, in order to support 
herself and mother, Miss MacRae hired the 
cottage at No. 1,344 Chisholm Street, with 
the intention of taking boarders. The pro- 
ject proved a failure and matters went from 
bad to worse, 

About two months ago the daughter tried 
another plan to revive her fortunes, which 
was to open an ice cream pavilion in a tent 
on Boston Avenue, near her home. She 
purchased a tent, chairs, and other fixtures, 
mortgaging her household effects to raise 
the money for that purpose. She prospered 
for a week or so, but then somebody stole 
her stock and took away all the profits. In 
order to guard her property she slept in the 
tent for two nights, and in doing so con- 
tracted a severe cold. The attack of sick- 
ness which followed took her last dollar, 
and in the meantime the tent had been 
taken down, and when she recovered she 
had no capital to start again. 

Miss MacRae, when seen yesterday, said: 

“Yes, it’s all too true. We are in great 
despair. I did not neglect the mortgage in 
the least. Before it fell due I went to the 
association, tendered them the interest, and 
asked for a two months’ renewal of the 
loan. This they refused, but they agreed 
that if in a week I would pay $25 on the 
principal and $6 in protest fees they would 
reduce the mortgage to $50 and give me the 
time I asked for. 

“TI went to a lawyer and asked him to 
effect the new loan for me, which he prom- 
ised to do. I depended on him, but he 
failed, and I was in bed sick when the 
Marshal came to foreclose the mortgage. 
However, a friend called to see me to-day, 
and I hope to get out of the difficulty with- 
out losing all I have in the world. I do 
not want charity. I simply want a chance 
to turn myself.’’ 

Col. MacRae came of one of the oldest 
families in South Carolina, and was at one 
time a candidate for Governor of his State. 
At the close of the civil war, as was the 
case with most Southerners, he found his 
fortune gone and his family dependent upon 
him for support. Mrs. MacRae is close to 
eighty years of age. 


THE KINGS COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Dr. Duryea Denies a Complaint of Ill- 
Treatment Made by a Patient, 


Mrs. L, A. Buehrer of 125 DeKalb Avenue 
has made a complaint against the way she 
says she was treated while a patient in 
the Kings County Hospital. She asserts 
that, although suffering from spinal trouble, 
she was compelled to sleep on ‘the floor the 
first night. She also says that she received 
insolent treatment and food not fit to eat, 


and was forced to wear soiled and shabby 
clothes. 

Dr. Jesse T. Duryea, Superintendent of the 
hospital, said that she did lie on the floor 
the first night and explained this by saying 
that the hospital is continually overcrowded. 
The other charges he emphatically denied. 

Mrs. Buehrer is now in the Brooklyn Hos- 
pital. This is the second complaint of the 
kind against the Kings County Hospital in 
a little over a month, the other having come 
from Mrs. L. A. Parkinson of 118 Concord 
Street, Brooklyn. 

Dr. Duryea, in defense of the institution, 
said that there are over 7,000 patients treat- 
ed yearly, and that there are hardly any 
complaints. The majority of the patients, 
he said, are of the poorest class and have 
few clothes of their own, so that the hospital 
is compelled to furnish many things be- 
sides medical treatment. 


Railroad Wreck in Maryland. 


STILL POND, Md., July 28.—A wrecking 
train on the Baltimore and Delaware Bay 
Railroad plunged through a bridge at Wor- 
ten, this county, to-day, and Fireman John 
Clark was killed and five men were injured. 
The morning passenger train found the 
bridge weakened from heavy rains and sent 


for the wreckers. As the latter passed 
slowly over the structure the bridge gave 
way under its weight and the engine, ca- 
boose, and tool car plunged into the river, 
It is not thought that any of the injured 
will die, but all were seriously hurt. 


Vice Consul General at Hongkong. 


ELMIRA, July 28.—Edwin Wildman of 
this city has been appointed by President 
McKinley Vice and Deputy Consul General 


of the United States at Hongkong. He will 
sail from San, Francisco the latter part of 
August. He is a brother of Consul General 
Rounseville Wildman of Hongkong.

Estella Wilcox McLane, who was shot yes- 
terday by her intoxicated husband, Gardner 
McLane, died to-day. Shortly after the 
shooting she was put under the influence 
of ether, and did not regain consciousness. 
Before taking the ether she made a deposi- 
tion befcre Justice McIntyre in which she 
said that the shooting was accidental. She 
forgave her husband, saying that he did 
not mean to shoot her. McLane is in the 
custody of the Sheriff, and claims that he 
does not remember anything about’ the 
shooting.

Windows, Trees, Signs, and Billboards 
Smashed, Runaways Caused, 


and Sparrows Slain. 


CHICAGO, July 28.—Chicago experienced 
the worst hailstorm in its history at 6 
o’clock to-night. The stones fell for fully 
half an hour, many being as large as hen’s 
eges. 

Accompanying this fall of ice was “a 
mighty wind, and the two together caused 
@€n immense amount of damage. Trees, 
billboards, and signs were blown down in 
every direction, 

Great plate-glass windows in several of 
the business streets were blown in and 
smashed, and hardly a house in town is to- 
night completely glazed. Some of the sky- 
scrapers lost as uigh as sixty windows. 
The conservatories at Washington and Lin- 
coln Parks and in the fine residences of 


Potter Palmer, Mrs. George M. Pullman, 
and Gen. Torrence, are completely wrecked, 
so far as the glass is concerned. 


Runaways were frequent on all the prin- 
cipal boulevards and among the cabs sta- 
tioned at the depots and hotels. The cab 
horses at the Northwestern Depot all 
started to run at the same time, causing a 
stampede and a panic. 

A number of persons were knocked down, 
and fully a dozen vehicles lost their wheels. 
Mrs. F. L. Johnson of Twenty-fourth Street 
and Michigan Avenue, driving in a surrey 
with her three children, was thrown out at 
Michigan Avenue and Harmon Court and 
seriously hurt. The children jumped out 
and were uninjured. 

Sparrows were killed by thousands. No 
sooner was the storm over than dozens of 
small boys were busy collecting them in 
baskets in anticipation of a ready market 
on Water Street in the morning. Drivers of 
private express wagons also gleaned a har- 
vest by hauling away the remnants of 
blown-down billboards. The damage will 
a aad to fully a quarter of a million dol- 
ars. 


CARIBBEAN WEATHER SYSTEM. 


Haiti Is the Only Government That 
Denies Us a Station, 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The Govern- 
ment of Haiti has declined to permit this 
Government to establish a weather station 
on its domain. Its action follows a request 
for this privilege made by the Secretary of 
State. at the instance of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, with an express explanation of 
the purposes sought and that the Haitien 
Government would thus get the benefit of 
our weather service. The declination, how- 
ever, was definite, and doubtless was based 


on a fear that it would offend against neu- 
trality between the United States and 
Spain. 

All of the other Governments approached 
for authority to establish meteorological 
stations in their territory have assented, in- 
cluding San Domingo. Stations have been 
= and appointments made. as fol- 
ows: 

Santiago de Cuba, George Kingsbury of 
Washington, D. C.; San Domingo, Louis 
Dorman of Pittsburg; Kingston, Jamaica, 
the Central Weather Station of the new 
Caribbean system, W. B. Stockman of 
Cleveland, Ohio, in charge; F. G. Tingley, 
Indiana, and J. W. Towers, District of Co- 
lumbia, assistants; Curacao, J. W. Ryckor, 
Galveston, Texas; Baranquilla, Columbia, 
Cc. F. Tallman, Detroit, Mich.; Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, ErnsteT. Giers, Philadel- 
phia; St. Thomas, F. J. Randolph, District 
of Columbia, and Clyde Lemon, Iowa; Bar- 
bados, P. McDonough, Atlanta, 

The French possessions Martinique and 
Guadaloupe have notified this Government 
that they must decline to permit the estab- 
lishment of our stations, as they have a 
complete service of their own, whose results 
they cheerfully offer to cable to us. To- 
day F. J. Randolph, formerly in charge of 
the weather service at the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in this city, was directed to 
complete negotiations with the French local 
Government for transmission of the ob- 
servations. The United States, of course, 
will reimburse the French possessions for 
the expense of cable transmissions. Mr. 
Randolph will sail Saturday, and en route 
will stop at St. Thomas and establish the 
station there, leaving Clyde Lemon in 
charge. Mr. Randolph will take with him 
standard meteorological instruments for the 
use of the French authorities. Chief Moore 
of the Weather Bureau estimates that this 
entire Caribbean system, now provided for 
by an initiatory appropriation of $75,000, 
may be permanently conducted at a cost 
of not over $40,000 a year. 


EXPLOSION OF A POWDER MILL. 


A Banker Killed and the Mill De- 
stroyed at Troy, Penn, 


ELMIRA, July 28.—An explosion occurred 
in the powder mill of E.T. Johnson, at Troy, 
Penn., to-day, wrecking the building and 
killing Mr. Johnson, who was alone in the 
mill at the time. The cause of the ex- 
plosion is unknown. Johnson was paying 


teller in the Pomeroy and Mitchell Bank, 
and was in the habit of going to the mil! 
early in the morning before the bark 
opened. At about 7 o’clock this morning a 
terrific explosion was heard, which shook 
the earth for half a mile. 

The mill was wrecked, and the ruins were 
soon in flames. The mangled remains of 
Johnson were found lying just outside, the 
explosion having thrown him through the 
side of the building. He was still alive, 
but died soon after being taken to his home. 
Among the family surviving is a son, Sam- 
uel Y. Johnson, living in New York City. 


THE HAWAIIAN COMMISSION. 


President McKinley Believes It Should 
Proceed to the Islands, 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama, a member of the Hawaiian 
Annexation Commission, saw President Mc- 
Kinley this afternoon and suggested to him 
the wisdom of delaying the departure and 
work of the commission until about Oct. 
1, in view of the existing Spanish-American 


situation and the desirability of adjudica- 
tion first of matters connected with Ha- 
waii’s land laws. 

The President, however, thought that it 
was best to proceed with the important 
work at once, and accordingly the present 
plan of the commission to sail from San 
Francisco on Aug. 10 remains unchanged. 
The President, in the course of the confer- 
ence, expressed himself as highly pleased 
over the enthusiastic reception of the news 
of the annexation in thie islands. 


THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 


Meeting of the Holders of Preferred 


Stock Oppose Reorganization, 


3ALTIMORE, July 28.—A meeting of the 
holders of first preferred stock of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad Company was held 
to-day at the office of James L. McLane, 
Cnairman of the committee which last week 
sent a circular to each holder of the stock 
requesting that the shares be deposited with 
the Mercantile Trust and Deposit Company, 
It was decided to apply to the courts for a 
restraining order to prevent the reorganiza- 
tion of the Baltimore and Ohio without ad- 
mitting the first preferred stock, 

The object of this will be to compel the 
Reorganization Committee to consider the 
first preferred stock. Still another object 
will be to prevent the reorganization until 
after the decision of the United States court 
in the pending case to determine the status 
of this stock, unless the stock in question is 
admitted. This decision is expected in 
October. At the meeting it was stated that 
24,000 of the 30,000 shares of stock have 
been deposited with the Mercantile Trust 
and Deposit Company, 

The holdings of the State of Maryland 
amount to $110,000. The State Treasurer, 
who attended the meeting, suggested to the 
Governor that the Board of Public Works 
follow the lead of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity Trustees, who hold 10,000 shares of 
the stock, and who are the plaintiffs in 
the suit- now pending before the United 
States Supreme Court to determine the 
status of the stock in question, whether it is 
a lien on the property or whether it ranks 
as other stock of the company. The Gov- 
ernor acquiesced in the suggestion,

Business Man and ex-President of 
the School Board Passes 
Away at Elberon, N. J. 


HIS. REMARKABLE TALENTS 


Success Seemed to Attend All Enter- 
prises in Which He Was Concerned 
—Held Office in Many Organ- 
izations of Importance. 


Robert Maclay, known throughout the 
country as one of the most representative 
business men of the metropolis, and also 
locally esteemed from a long connection 
with the city’s educational institutions, died 
yesterday at Eiberon, N. J. He was sixty- 
five years old. His city residence was at 50 
West Fifty-seventh Street, 

During a life of intense activity he held 
office in so many business enterprises or 
was identified with the welfare of so many 
organizations of social, scientific, or relig- 
ious intent, and with associations conceived 
in expression of the latest life and thought, 
that the list is remarkable for its length. 

At the time of his death he was President 
and Director of the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company, a Director of the Ashtabula 
Water Company, a member of the Advisory. 
Committee of the Audit Company of New 
York, a Commissioner of the Board of Edu- 
eation, Vice President and Trustee of the 
Bowery Savings Bank, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Crocker-Wheel- 
er Electric Company, a Director of the East 
River Gas Company, Vice President and 
Director of the Gorham Coal Company, a 
Director of the Hampton Roads Hotel, 
Company, a Director of the Leguna Valley 
Company, a Director of the Manhattan Life 


Insurance Company, Vice President and 
Director of the Monmouth sate Horse 
Show, a Director of the National Surety 
Company, a Director of the New Jersey Ice 
Company, a Trustee of the Northern Dis- 
ensary, a Director of the People’s Bank, a 
irector of the Southern States Land and 
Timber Company, and a Director of the 
West Superior Iron and Steel Company.

About this time the company, besides con-} 
tinuing its customary amount of business, 
began to remove its down-town quarters 
from Broad and Wall Streets to 66 Broad- |} 
way, and the Directors found no occasion 
convenient for the election of a President. 
The delay served to exhibit Mr. Maclay’s 
executive abilities to advantage. In spite;

When he had thus pro- 
vided for the active employment of all con- 
nected with it the Directors reached the' 
conelusion that he could not be lodged too | 
soon in the office permanently, and at a | 
special meeting, July 24, 1894, they unanis 
mously elected him President. !

As Chairman of the Building 
Committee of the board, he was able to ac-| 
complish much that must always be appre- 
ciated by the city, In consideration of his 
conspicuous work he was elected President 
of the board. 

His zeal in educational matters led him to 
interest himself in the University of the 
City of New York, and also resulted in his 
selection as a member of the Advisory Com- 
mittee of that institution. Various com- 
missions were also showered upon him. On 
account of his experience in real estate 
matters, the Supreme Court designated him 
more than once to pass upon values of 
property. 

He was a commissioner in proceedings for 
the opening: of Cathedral Avenue, and the 
Court also appointed him one of the com- 
missioners to fix the awards under the plans 
adopted for underground transit by the 
former Rapid Transit Commissioners, 

Apart from the interests mentioned, he 
was a Trustee of the Madison Avenue Bap- 
tist Church, an incorporator of the Botan- 
ical Garden, a member of the Brown So- 
ciety, Glasgow, Seotland, and a member of 
the New York Historical Society. He was 
also a member of the Metropolitan Club, 
the Manhattan Club, the Grolier Club, the 
Lawyers Clus, the Up-town Club, the 
Tuxedo Club, St. Andrew’s Society, and 
the Riding Club. 


KILLED IN A NEW BUILDING.

Tywo Men Fall Down a Shaft, One Meet. 
ing Instant Death. 


John Field, fifty years old, of Arlington, 
N. J., and Michael Hyland, forty-five years 
old, of 60 Madison Street, Jersey City, were 
precipitated a distance of forty feet yester- 
day afternoon down a shaft in a new build 
ing in which they were working at 4094 
Grand Street. Field was instantly killed 
and Hyland was bruised about the body, and 
was taken to Gouverneur Hospital for treat- 
ment. It is thought that he will recover. 

The building in which the accident hap<« 
pened is to be a cracker bakery, owned by 
S. B. Clark. It is five stories in height, and 
large ovens of brick are being built in a 
shaft, one on each floor. Four of these had 
already been completed, and Field and Hy- 
land were working on the one on the fifth 
floor yesterday afternoon, when the brick 
archway over their heads and 
carried them down. 

The men did not fall to the bottom of the 
shaft, but landed on a projection at the first 
floor. Field was lifeless when found. Hy- 
land suftered from painful bruises on his 
bead and body, but was conscious. 

The building work is under the charge of 
the contractor, P. J. Brennan, with Francis 
Sullivan of Ryder Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Forty-eighth Street as foreman. 
Sullivan was arrested and locked up in the 
lselancey Street Station. A careful investi- 
gation into the circumstances surrounding 
the accident will be instituted.

Navy Department Makes Public 
More Santiago Accounts. 


CAPT. COOK’S GRAPHIC STORY 


Commander of the Brooklyn Describes 
the Great Victory. 


Events of the Day, 
Schley’s Flagship and Smaller 


as Seen from 


Vessels of the Squadron. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The Navy De- 
partment made public to-day several addi- 
tional reports of commanders of vessels in 
the vicinity of Santiago on July 3, when 
Admiral Cervera’s squadron was annihilated 
by the ships of the American North At- 
lantic. Squadron. The following are copies 
of the histories of the events of the day, 
written, respectively, by Capt. Cook of the 
Brooklyn, Commodore Schley’s flagship; 
Lieut. Usher, commanding the torpedo boat 
Ericsson; Capt. Cotton of the Harvard, 
Lieut. Sharp, commanding the Vixen, and 
Commander Eaton of the Resolute: 


ON SCHLEY’S FLAGSHIP. 


U. S. Flagship Brooklyn, First Rate, 
At Anchor Guantanamo Bay, 
July T, 1898. 


Sir: 1. At 9:00 A. M., July 3, I gave or- 
ders and arrangements were made for gen- 
eral muster at 9:30 A. M. At 9:30 A. M. 
the enemy was telegraphed by the Iowa as 
coming out. At the same time the Spanish 
vessels were discovered by the Quartermas- 
ter on watch, N. Anderson, of this ship, and 
reported to the officer of the deck. The 
Executive Officer, Lieut. Commander Ma- 
son, who was on deck about to execute the 
order for general muster, immediately gave 
the order, ‘‘ Clear ship for action and gen- 
eral quarters.” Signal was made at the 
same time, ‘‘ Enemy coming out; action.’ 
I went immediately forward, stood for the 
enemy, and gave orders to get steam on all 
boilers. We started, with steam on three 
boilers, at about 12 knots speed. 

2. The head of the Spanish squadron, in 
column, was just outside’ the entrance of 
the Harbor of Santiago, heading about 
southwest. The Spanish squadron consist- 
ed of the Maria Teresa, (flag,) Vizcaya, 
Oquendo, and Colon and two torpedo boat 
destroyers. We opened fire on the leading 
ship in five minutes from the discovery. 

3. The port battery was first engaged, as 
we stood with helm to port to head off the 
leading ship, and giving them a raking fire 
at about 1,500 yards’ range. The enemy 
turned to the westward, to close in to the 


land. We then wore around to starboard, 
bringing the starboard battery into action. 
The enemy hugged the shore to the west- 
ward. 

4. The Brooklyn, leading, was followed by 
the Texas, Iowa, Oregon, Indiana, and 
Gloucester. The Vixen, which had been to 
westward of us on the blockade, ran to the 
southward and eastward of us and kept for 
some time off our port side, distant about 
1,000 yards, evidently intending to guard 
against a torpedo attack upon this ship. 
The shells passing over us fell very thick 
about her, geome passing over her. At this 
time the firing was very fast and the whis- 
tling of shells incessant, and our escape 
with so little injury was miraculous, and 
only can be attributed to bad marksman- 
ship on the part of the enemy. The Maria 
Teresa, which had dropped astern while we 
were wearing, under the heavy fire of our 
fleet, ran ashore. 


The Oregon’s Brilliant Work. 


5. The Vizcaya, Oqvenda, and Colon con- 
tinned on and gained in distance. The 
Prooklyn was engaged with the three lead- 
ing ships of the enemy, which were forg- 
ing ahead, the Texas, Iowa, and Indiana 
keeping up a heavy fire, but steadily drop- 
ping astern. The Oregon was keeping up a 
steady fire and was coming up in the most 


glorious ard gallant stvle, outstripping all 
others. It was an inspiring sight to see 
this battleship with a large white wave be- 
fore her, and her smokestacks belching forth 
continued puffs from her forced draught. 
We were making fourteen knots at the 
time, and the Oregon came up off our star- 
board quarter at about 600 yards and main- 
tained her position, though we soon after in- 
creased cur speed to fifteen knots, and just 
after the Colon had surrendered were mak- 
ing sixteen. 

6. The Oquendo, soon after the falling 
out of the Teresa, dropped astern and, on 
fire, ran ashore. The Vizcaya and Colon 
continued on, under fire from the Brooklyn 
and the Oregon. The other vessels of our 
fleet were well astern and out of range. 
The Texas was evidently coming up fast. 
At about 11:53 A. M. the Vizcaya was seen 
to be afire, and the Colon passed inside of 
her with increased speed, took the lead, 
and gradually forged ahead. The Vizcaya 
soon after ran on the beach, ablaze with 
fire. We signaled the Oregon to cease 
firing on the Vizcaya, as her flag was down, 

Firing immediately ceased, and we both 
continued the chase of the Colon, now about 
12,000 yards away. The ranges ran from 
fifteen hundred to three thousand yards, 
with the Vizcaya as she kept in and out 
from the coast. We steered straight for a 
distant point near Cape Cruz, while the 
Colon kept close to the land, running into 
all the bights. She could not have come out 
without crossing our bows, and we were 
steadily gaining on her. We were getting 
more steam all the time, and now had four 
and one-half boilers on, and the remaining 
one and one-half nearly ready. 

7. After running for about fifty miles west 
from the entrance, the Colon ran ‘into a 
bight of land, beached, fired a gun leeward, 
and hauled down her flag. The Oregon and 
Brooklyn had just previously begun to fire 
upon the Colon, and were landing shells 
close to her. I was sent on board by Com- 
modore Schley to receive the surrender. The 
Captain spoke English, and received me 
pleasantly, though naturally much de- 

ressed. He surrendered unconditionally. 

e was polite, shook hands, and said that 
his case was hopeless, and that he saw we 
were too much for him. I was on board 
about fifteen minutes. As we came from 
the Colon, the flagship New York came in 
with the Texas. I reported on board the 
flagship to Rear Admiral Sampson. I stated 
to him that I believed the Colon could be 
got off the beach. 


Schley’s Cheering Words. 


8. During the entire action I was in com- 
munication with you, so that I was enabled 
to promptly execute your orders and in- 
structions. The officers and crew behaved 
with great and unexceptionable coolness and 
bravery, so that it ie difficult to discrimi- 
mate. They were encouraged in their best 
efforts by your enthusiasm and your cheer- 
{ng words: “ Fire steady, boys, and give it 
to them.” 

9. The executive officer, N. E. Mason, 


with his usual zeal, was continually at the 
battery, directing the firing and keeping 
me well informed of the exact condition of 
the ship, and encouraging both officers and 
men by his example of coolness and cour- 


age. 
10. Lieut. Hodgson was on the bridge, 
coolly and deliberately taking bearings and 
measuring and giving ranges. He was as- 
gisted in getting ranges and noting time by 
Chief Yeoman George Ellis, with a stadi- 
meter, until Ellis was killed by a passing 
hell. - 
wil. The officers of the divisions, Lieuts 
7T. D. Griffin, W. R. Rush, Simpson, J. 
G. Doyle, and . W. Wells and Ensign 
Webster, all eet their dutied delib- 
erately and efficiently. The naval cadets, in 
@ivisions, were cool and efficient, Naval Ca- 
Gets Halligan, Marble, Abele, and Cronan 
having especially been noticed for good 
gervice. Lieut. B. W. Wells, your secre- 
tary, volunteered for command of a divi- 
gion, and was given the fourth division, 
thus enabling me to station a commissioned 
officer in a covet. 
12. Too much praise cannot be given the 
ngineer’s Department for the hard work 
me by all in steadily raising the steam 
until the speed rose from 12 to 16 knots. 
13. The marines did splendid service at 
e guns and at their stations. The order- 
carried messages quickly and effect-

‘were constant in their visits to the differ- 
ent stations to be assured of efficiency. 

14. Medical Inspector Paul Fitzsimons 
and Passed Assistant Surgeon De’ Vallin 
were in constant attendance at the divi- 
sions and on deck to be ready for an emer- 
gency. Flag Lieut, James H. Sears was 
particularly active, standing in the open di- 
recting signals, reporting fall of shot, and 
poe of enemy. He was cool and firm 
n his duty. 

15. Ensign McCauley attended personally 
to signals while constantly under fire, at 
one time mounting the forward turret and 
making the wig-wag himself. His coolness 
was conspicuous. 

16. The boatswain, Mr. Hill, was continu- 
ally about the forecastle, ready for any 
duty, and materially assisted in watching 
the fall of shots and thus checked the 
ranges. 

17. The gunner, F. T. Applegate, rendered 
very valuable and conspicuous service at 
the battery, making repairs wherever prac- 
ticable during the action. 

18. The Carpenter, G. H. Warford, was 
on the alert, watching the effects of shell 
and examining compartments, pipes, and 
valves. 

Praise for Enlisted Men. 


19. The signalmen, under Chief Quarter- 
master O'Connell, all stood in the open and 
performed their duties courageously. 

20. I would call your especial attention 
to the valuable and conspicuous services 
rendered during the action by B. Gaynor, 
(Gunner’s Mate, First Class,) as noted in 


the reports of the executive officer, the 
divisional officers, and the gunner. Gaynor 
is a natural mechanic and very intelligent 
man, and he went from gun to gun repair- 
ing breaks, and was constant in his work 
keeping them in condition for use. 

21. Chief Gunner’s Mate D. F. Diggins 
was in all parts of the ship attending faith- 
fully and coolly to the electric apparatus. 

22. N. Anderson, (Quartermaster, First 
Class,) is a particularly bright seaman. He 
was at the wheel and kept the ship steadily 
on her course. He has been particularly 
known in this ship as a valuable man. He 
would prove very efficient as a Mate, and I 
recommend him for such appointment. 

23. N. Morrissey, (Landsman,) twice got 
out on the muzzle of a forward 6-pounder 
and backed out a jammed shot. Private 
MacNeul, United States Marine Corps, also 
went out on the muzzle of a forecastle 6- 
pounder and cleared a jammed shot. 

24. We had but two personal casualties— 
George H. Ellis (Chief Yeoman) killed and 
J. Burns (Fireman, First Class,) wounded. 
The ship was struck twenty times by whole 
shot and many times by. pieces of bursting 
shell and from small shot from machine 
guns. No serious injury was done to the 
ship, and all repairs can be temporarily 
done by the ship’s force, except to the five- 
inch elevating gear. The smokestacks were 
hit in several places; the signal hal(liards, 
rigging, and flags were cut in many places. 

The flag at the main was destroyed, being 
much cut by shot and flying pieces of shell. 

The eight-inch guns worked satisfactorily. 
Some trouble and delay was caused by jam- 
ming of locks. The turrets worked well. 
The five-inch battery gave great trouble 
with the elevating gear. At the end, sev- 
eral were rendered useless for battle. Two 
are bulged out at the muzzle. This ship 
should have a new elevator gear for five- 
inch as soon as practicable. We fired 100 
rounds of eight-inch, 473 of five-inch, 1,200 
of six-pounder, and 200 of one-pounder am- 
munition. Very respectfully.

ERICSSON’S DANGEROUS DUTY. 


U, S. Torpedo boat Ericsson, 
Harbor of Guantanamo, Cuba, 
5th July, 1898. 


Sir: 1. In obedience to Article 437, Page 
98, United States Navy Regulations, 1896, I 
respectfully report that on the morning of 
July 3, 1898, the United States torpedo boat 
Ericsson was proceeding under half speed 
on the starboard quarter of the United 
States flagship New York toward Siboney, 
when the enemy was sighted coming out of 
the Santiago entrance, we being then five 
or six miles to the east of the Morro. The 
vessels of our fleet were firing on the 
enemy 

The helm was put hard aport at once, 
and full power put on as speedily as pos- 
sible, and the course directed toward the 
enemy’s ships. the crew at quarters, and 
the vessel in all respects ready to deliver 
torpedo attack. By the time we had turned 
to the westward, two of the enemy’s ves- 
sels were out in plain sight; they were fol- 
lowed, at short intervals, by the other two 
cruisers, and then, after a longer interval, 
by the two torpedo boat destroyers. The 
fire of the shore batteries supported the 
enemy’s fleet, and the fire of both fleets 
was rapid and continuous. 

The flagship New York had hoisted sig- 
nal 260: ‘‘ Close in toward harbor entrance 
and attack vessels.’””’ The Ericsson proceed- 
ed as fast as possible, the steam pressure 
and speed gradually increasing. The shore 


batteries at the entrance to Santiago were 
directing their fire on the Gloucester, which 


‘was hotly engaged with the two torpedo 


boat destroyers. At full speed we drew near 
the entrance, and as we passed, the fire 
of the shore batteries was directed on us. 
Several shells struck near us, short or be- 
yond, and .two burst overhead and over. 
The Ericsson was not struck. 


Spaniards Enveloped in Steam. 


The Brooklyn, Texas, Oregon, Iowa, and 
Indiana were closely engaged with the 
Colon, Vizcaya, Oquendo, and Maria Teresa. 
The firing was furious. As we drew near 
the two torpedo boat destroyers were seen 
to strike to the Gloucester, and the Maria 
Teresa and Oquendo to run ashore, strike 
their colors, and display white flags. They 


were both on fire, and clouds of steam were 
arising from their hatcnes and ports. The 
Indiana remained near them. The Iowa di- 
rected her fire on the Vizcaya, and the Ore- 
gon joined in the chase of the Colon. 

The course of the Ericsson was directed 
toward the Vizcaya, prepared to deliver tor- 
pedo attack, but before we could arrive 
within striking distance, the Vizcaya was 
seen to strike to the Iowa, run ashore, and 
burst into flames, her engines being left 
running, and clouds of steam issuing from 
all her openings on deck and in her sides. 
The course of the Ericsson was then set 
for the Colon, which was running very fast 
to the westward, pursued by the Brooklyn, 
Texas, and Oregon. 

As the Ericsson was hauling away from the 
New York in the chase, signal was made, in- 
terrogatory, 2872, ‘‘ Request permission to 
continue the chase.’’ The flagship hoisted a 
negative reply, and by wig-wag signa] direct- 
ed the Ericsson to pick out men in the 
water astern. Turned with port helm and 
found and picked up one man afloat on a 
piece of wreckage, ard then returned to 
the chase, the New York in the meantime 
chasing faster after the Colon. As we came 
up with the Iowa, lying about two miles 
seaward of the Vizcaya, the Ericsson was 
hailed and directed to go inshore and res- 
cue the crew of the Vizcaya from the burn- 
ing vessel. Ran close alongside the Vizcaya 
and sent small boat to her, boats from the 
Iowa pulling in also at same time. 

Explosions from the ammunition on board 
the Vizcaya began about this time, and her 
guns, which had been left loaded, were fired 
one after the other by the flames. The Viz- 
caya was on fire fore and aft, but the mass 
of the fire was aft. The position of the 
Ericsson was perilous in the extreme, and 
only the urgency of the occasion caused her 
to remain. Rescued eleven officers and 
about ninety sailors and marines from the 
vessel, many of them sorely wounded. The 
Spanish were no sooner taken on board 
than they urged immediate withdrawal of 
the Ericsson, but this vessel remained un- 
til all alive had been taken from the Viz- 
caya by the Ericsson’s small boat and the 
boats from the Iowa. One of the Vizcaya’s 
large cutters was also used, 


Crowded with Prisoners. 


The Ericsson’s deck was then crowded 
with prisoners. These were all put on 
board the Iowa and the Ericsson was by 
her directed to verify the information giv- 
en by the Resolute, which came up from 
the eastward and signaled: ‘‘ Enemy’s ship 
to eastward.’’ Spoke Resolute, which report- 
ed that she had made out an enemy’s bat- 
tleship off Siboney; then spoke transport 
Comal, which had only seen the signal dis- 
played by the Resolute; then spoke Har- 
vard, which reported having made out an 
enemy’s battleship; requested Harvard to 
notify lowa and proceeded under full speed 
to eastward. Off that vicinity of Siboney 
sighted Indiana and an Austrian battle- 
snip. The Indiana signaled to Ericsson to 
come within hail and directed that we pro- 
ceed under full speed to westward to no- 
tify our vessels of the presence of the Aus- 
trian battleship Infanta Maria Theresa, 
which, desiring to go into Santiago, had 
been referred to the Commander in Chief 
in view of the existing conditions. 

Proceeded as directed until up with Iowa. 
Reported to*Iowa that our coal was al- 
most gone, an” that we were using salt 
feed in the boilers, the vessel only carrying 
two hours’ fresh feed at full power, and the 
Ericsson then having been over four hours 
under full power. Received permission to 
return to the eastward and proceeded until 
signaled by Harvard to come within hail. 
By her was directed to tow her boats to 
and from the burning wrecks of the Maria 
Teresa and Oquendo; this was accordingly

done until no more persons remained to be 
rescued from the vessels, the remaining 
prisoners being all ashore on the beach. Re- 
ceived permission from the Harvard to pro- 
ceed to the eastward. About 6 P. M. spoke 
the Iowa and received permission to go to 
Guantanamo for coal and water, at which 
harbor Ericsson arrived at 9:45 P. M., and 
reported the victory to the commanding offi- 
cer of the United States steamship Massa- 
chusetts, the senior officer present. 

2. There were no casualties on board this 


vessel. 

3. I respectfully commend the good con- 
duct of Edward Ryan, Gunner's Mate, sec- 
ond class, who manned the small boat and 
brought off the officers and men from the 
stern of the Vizcaya, a duty of great dan- 
ger from the incessant explosions of am- 
munition on board her. Very respectfully,

HARVARD’S WORK OF MERCY. 


U. S. S. Harvard, 


Off Altares, Cuba, 
eat ee July 4, 1898. 


Sir: 1. On Sunday, the 3d inst., the Har- 
vard, under my command, was at Altares, 
Cuba, discharging the military stores 
brought in the ship with the troops from 
Newport News, Va. Nearly all of the boats 
and the majority of the officers of the ship 
were employed in this work. Some of the 
boats were away from the ship discharging 
their loads and others were alongside load- 
ing. 

2. At 10:45 A. M. the United States steamer 
Resolute passed Altares at a considerable 
distance, standing to the eastward, sounding 
her whistle vigorously and flying a signal 
which announced that the Spanish fleet had 
** fled.’’ With the utmost dispatch I re- 
called the boats and officers to the ship, 
hoisted the former, sent the steam launch 
on shore, got under way, and stood to the 


westward to join ycu. The ship was cleared 
for action. 

3. I had previously observed that the fleet 
was firing, but supposed that it was a bom- 
bardment of the Morro and the neighboring 
batteries. The ships of the fleet had mean- 
time disappeared to the westward, none be- 
ing in sight when I came out from behind 
the land, where I could command an unin- 
terrupted view of the coast west of Morro. 

4. I soon came up with the wrecks on 
shore of two of the smaller vessels and two 
of the cruisers of the Spanish fleet, and 
shortly afterward with the wreck of a 
third cruiser, all of the cruisers burning 
fiercely. 

5. I had meantime passed the Indiana and 
one of our torpedo boats standing to the 
eastward in search of the missing Spanish 
cruiser, and informed them that a large 
Spanish battleship or cruiser was in sight 
to the eastward, off Daiquiri. They imme- 
diately stood on in chase, but the supposed 
enemy was ascertained later to be the Aus- 
trian cruiser, Maria Theresa. 

6. At the most westerly of the three 
wrecks of the Spanish cruisers, the Vizcaya, 
I found the battleship Iowa and com- 
municated with her. Learning from Capt. 
Evans that you on the New York, were in 
chase of the Cristobal Colon, and were prob- 
ably many miles to the westward, I decid- 
ed not to go further in that direction. 


Spaniards in Distress, 


7. Shortly afterward the Iowa and the 
Harvard stood to the eastward, and, upon 
reaching the wrecks of the Oquendo and 
the Maria Teresa, Capt. Evans informed me 
that the officers and crews of both vessels 
were on shore, in great distress and suffer- 
ing for want of food, and asked me if I 
would rescue them, a request with which 
I, of course, instantly complied, and which 
would have been unnecessary had I pre- 
)/ ragga known the circumstances concerning 

8. I took the Harvard in as near the 
wrecks as I deemed to be prudent, and at 
4:40 P. M. lowered nine of our boats and 
sent them in to the shore to rescue the 
Survivors. This work continued until 9:45 
P. M., when the last boatload of Spanish 
prisoners came _ alongside. During the 
greater part of the time the steam eutter 
of the Indiana rendered valuable assistance 
in towing our boats to and from the shore. 
We had the good fortune to rescue 35 of- 
ficers and 637 men without accident to them 
or to our boats, notwithstanding the fact 
that the landing was through the surf and 
dangerous, as well from the incessant ex- 
plosion of ammunition, both small and 
large, as from the surf. The boats were 
handled with skill and judgment by the of- 
ficers in command of them, who were 
Lieuts. Beale, Roberts, Davis, and Brad- 
shaw; Ensigns Turner and Cuming, and 
Cadets Noa and Bruff, whose conduct and 
that of the boat’s crews was commendable. 

9, Among the rescued were thirty-eight 
sick and wounded. At 10 o’clock I steamed 
on to rejoin the ships off Santiago, reach- 
ing them at 10:55 P. M., with the junior 
medical officer of the Indiana and a Lieu- 
tenant and a boat’s crew of the United 
States ship Gloucester. 

10. The Spanish officers and men received 
every attention that it was possible to be- 
stow upon them for their comfort and wel- 
fare. Some of them came on board wholl¥ 
nude, and many with only a shirt or trous- 
ers. As soon as possible after their ar- 
rival on board they were provided with food 
and necessary clothing. About 300 work- 
ing suits and many shoes and canvas hats 
were issued to them. The sick and wound- 
ed were attended by our own medical staff, 
assisted by two of the Spanish medical of- 
ficers, who were among those rescued. 


Rescuers Commended, 


11. I transmit herewith a copy of the de- 
tailed report of Lieut. Joseph Beale, United 
States Navy, of the Harvard, who was the 
senior officer in charge of the transporta- 
tion of the Spaniards to this ship; and I beg 
leave to invite your attention to the terms 


in which he speaks of the highly commend- 
able conduct of the officers and men asso- 
in the successful accom- 
plishment of an important and humane duty, 
and one not without’ exposure to danger. 

12. This forenoon sixteen of the most se- 
verely wounded men were transferred to the 
United States hospital ship Solace. None 
of the Spanish officers on board this ship 
was so seriously wounded as to require 
transfer to that vessel. 

13. In conclusion, I beg to be permitted the 
privilege. in my own behalf, as well as that 
of the officers of the Harvard, to extend to 
you and to the people of the United States 
our most hearty and sincere congratula- 
tions upon the brilliant victory achieved by 
you yesterday, which adds another page to 
the imperishable glory and renown of the 
history of our navy.

THE VIXEN UNDER FIRE. 


UNITED STATES SHIP VIXEN, 
GUANTANAMO, Cuba, July 7, 1898. 


Sir—I have the honor to make the follow- 
ing report as to the part taken by the 
United States ship Vixen in the engage- 
ment with the Spanish fleet under the com- 
mand of Admiral Cervera during the morn. 
ing and afternoon of Sunday, July 3, 1898: 

Between 9:35 and 9:45 A. M. the Vixen 
was at a point about four miles to the 
westward of Morro, and at a distance of 
about one and one-half miles south of the 
shore line. At about 9:40 it was reported 
to me that an explosion had taken place in 


the entrance of Santiago Harbor. I went 
on deck and almost immediately sighted 
the leading vessel of the Spanish fleet 
standing out of the entrance. Some of the 
vessels of our fleet were closing in toward 
Morro and firing. 

The Vixen was heading toward the Mor- 
ro. The engines were ordered ahead at full 
speed and the helm put hard a-port, the ob- 
ject being to cross ahead of the leading 
Spanish vessel, and thus not obstruct the 
gun fire of our own fleet, the shells from 
which soon began to fall about the position 
we had just left. 


Spanish 


The leading Spanish vessel opened fire on 
this vessel with her starboard bow guns, 
the projectiles from which passed over us, 
all being aimed too high. I estimate the 
number of shots fired at us at this time to 
have been between five and ten. As the 


Vixen gathered headway her head came to 
about south by east, opening the Brooklyn 
up about two points on our port bow. Stead- 
ied her and steamed on about this course 
until we had reached a position about a 
mile to the southward and westward of the 
Brooklyn, which was now turning with port 
helm and firing her guns as they bore on 
the enemy’s vessels. At 9:50 hoisted signal 
No. 252. 

The course was then ordered changed to 
west southwest, the intention being to steer 
a parallel course to that of the Spanish 
fleet. By some mistake the Quartermaster 
steadied the helm on southwest by south, 
which was soon discovered, but not until 
the Vixen had increased her distance off 
shore by perhaps another half mile. The 
course west southwest was again ordered, 
and when steadied on it we were at an es- 
timated distance of about five miles from

the shore. From about 10:15 the courses 


and times of changing were as. follows: At > 


10:15 changed course to west half south, at 
10:56 to northwest by north, at 11:00 west 
northwest, at 11:05 west by north, at 11:10 
northwest by west, at 11:15 west by north, 
at 11:30 west by south, at 1:50 west by 
north. All these courses were by the steer- 
ing compass, and the speed was estimated 
from twelve to thirteen and one-half knots 
per hour. Times noted are by deck clock, 
which was five minutes fast of watch time 
used in the notes inclosed. 

Seeing that the Spanish vessels were out 
of range of our guns, while we were. well 
_within range of theirs, we reserved our fire. 
About 11:06, having approached within 
range of the Vizcaya, we opened fire with 
our starboard battery at an elevation of 
5,000 yards for the 6-pounder guns and ex- 
treme elevation for the 1l-pounders. Con- 
tinued the fire for six minutes, when, see- 
ing that the ensign of the Vizcaya was not 
flying, at 11:12 ordered cease firing. Ex- 
pended twenty-seven 6-pounder A. P. shells 
and eighteen 1-pounder common shells. 

After passing Acerradero the course was 
held at from W. by N. to W. by S., head- 
ing for the point on the western horizon. 
Average speed about 12 to 18% knots; aver- 
age number of revolutions, 100 per minute; 
average steam pressure, 12214 pounds. 


Surrender of the Enemy. 


The Brooklyn and Oregon bore on the 
port and starboard bows, respectively, and 
were gradually dropping the Vixen astern, 
as was the Cristobal Colon, which was run- 
ning close in shore. About 12:25 the Oregon 


opened fire on the Colon, as did also the 
Brooklyn, feeling their way up to the range, 
which was apparertly obtained after the 
fourth or fifth shot. About 1:20 the Oregon 
and Brooklyn headed in shore, about four 
points. About 1:28 the ‘Texas hoisted 
the signal, “‘ Enemy has surrendered.” This 
signal was repeated to the New York by the 
Vixen. At 2:30 the Vixen stopped off Rio 
Tarquino, in the vicinity of the Oregon and 
Brooklyn. The Cristobal Colon was close 
in shore, bows on the beach, her colors 
parchy lying on the deck at the foot of her 

I have the honor to inelose a copy of notes 
taken during the chase by my orders, upon 
the suggestion of Lieut. Harlow. These 
notes were written by Assistant Paymaster 
Doherty, the incidents and times were given 
by Lieut. Harlow, whose watch was five 
minutes slow of deck clock time. The times 
taken after 10:30 are accurate, those taken 
before that time were estimated and may be 
in error a few minutes.

RESOLUTE’S FALSE ALARM. 


United States Ship Resolute, 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, July 4, 1898. 

Sir: I have the honor to make the follow- 
ing report of the operations of this ship on 
Sunday, July 3: 

Arriving at Santiago at 6 A. M., I report- 
ed in person on board the flagship to the 
chief of staff, and from him received orders 
to remain in the vicinity until further 
orders. While lying to the northeast of the 
line, just to the eastward of the Indiana, 
we sighted the leading vessel of the Span- 
ish fleet coming out. At the same time the 
Iowa fired a shot. 

We at once headed the ship to the east- 
ward, but had not got her steady on her 
course before a ten-inch shell struck about 
forty feet from the starboard side of the 
ship abreast the pilothouse, and a minute 
later a six-inch shell struck about seventy 
feet astern of the ship. During the next 
five minutes a number of projectiles struck 
the water beyond and about her. 

Making all the speed possible I headed for 
Altares in order to communicate with the 
Commander in Chief. Before reaching Al- 
tares I met the flagship New York coming 
to the westward, and communicated to her 
that the Spanish fleet was coming out and 
standing to the western part of the line. 
Having then received your orders to pro- 
ceed to Guantanamo, I headed in that di- 
rection, signaling to the Harvard, as we 
passed Altares, that the Spanish fleet was 
coming out. 


Mistaken for a Spanish Flag. 


~ At 10:20, when off Daiquiri, we sighted a 


large man-of-war painted a dingy white, 
with two funnels and two military tops, 
standing to the westward. On proceeding 
nearer, made out what I took to be the 
Spanish flag, together with a signal which 
I could not read. Heading the ship to the 
southward to pass arcund him, the stranger 
put his helm to starboard and apparently 
stood after us to sea. Being convinced by 
this manoeuvre on his part that he was an 
enemy, I at once headed to the westward, 
and running down to the fleet of army 
transports warned them to sea. In re- 
passing Altares [I also signaled to the Har- 
vard that an enemy was coming from the 
eastward. 

Continuing my course to the westward, I 
crossed the entrance to Santiago Harbor 
and the Zocapa Battery fired two shots at 
us; the first from a large gun passed direct- 
ly over the pilot house, and the second, ap- 
parently a 6-inch shell, passed over the 
forecastle of the ship. Shortly after pass- 
ing the southern entrance I sighted a wreck 
burning on the beach, and a little later dis- 
covered the Gloucester standing by a sec- 
ond wreck, apparently to save her crew. 
These wrecks together with three others 
that we sighted were all blazing fiercely, 
and two of them blew up with a loud report 
and a large volume of smoke shortly after 
we passed them. 

At 12:45 I communicated with the Indiana 
and told her of the man-of-war I had sight- 
ed off Daiquiri. Capt. Taylor ordered me to 
proceed at once to the Commander in Chief 
with the information. At 1:15 communicat- 
ed with the Iowa and notified Capt. Evans 
that I had sighted a Spanish man-of-war 
off Daiquiri, and at his request assisted in 
recalling some of his boats from the wrecks 
near by. I then proceeded to the westward 
and found the flagship with her consorts, 
lying off the Cristobal Colon, which was 
aground at the mouth of a small stream. 
Here I received 508 Spanish prisoners, of 
whom 494 were enlisted men and 14 were 
officers. I also received a guard of 25 ma- 
rines, and commissioned officer to assist in 
guarding the prisoners, 


Made Fast Time. 


At 11 P. M. I got under way and proceed- 
ed to Guantanamo Bay, where I arrived at 
7:30 A. M. to-day. The prisoners are now 
on board this ship, waiting your orders, and 
thus far they have given us no trouble. I 
desire to add that during our run to west- 
ward, while warning these ships and hasten- 

to communicate with the Commander 
in Chief, the engines made at times eighty- 
one revolutions per minute, showing a speed 
in excess of sixteen knots, which is in ex- 
cess of any that she made while in the em- 
ploy of the Old Dominion Steamship Com- 
pany. I consider it my duty to commend to 
you the efficiency of the engineer force on 
thts occasion. 

Congratulating you upon the complete vic- 
tory won by yourself and the squadron un-

Expedition of Divers and Wreckers 
Leaves Norfolk to Inspect the 
Colon and Maria Teresa. 


NORFOLK, Va., July 28.—Whether or not 
the Spanish warship Cristobal Colon will 
be floated depends largely on the expedition 
which left here to-night for Santiago. The 


Merritt & Chapman Derrick and Wrecking 
Company is sending out the German steam- 
er Senior under the German flag, with 
Capt. Chittenden in charge of the expedi- 
tion, while Capt. Tooker will look after the 
forty divers and wreckers who go along.

CERVERA’S OFFICIAL REPORT. 


Spanish Admiral Prepares an Account 
of His Defeat for the Author- 
ities at Madrid. 
WASHINGTON, July 28.—Admiral Cer- 
vera has forwarded to the Spanish Govern- 


ment, through the French Embasey, his full 
report of the naval engagement which re- 
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sulted in the annthilation of the Spanish 
fleet. The report is very long, covering 
many pages of the Admiral’s writing, and is 


even a more elaborate treatment of the 
great engagement than that of Admiral 
Samipron in his report to the Navy Depart- 
ment, ) 

Through the vicissitudes of war, Admiral 
Cervera’s report, although addressed to the 
Spanish Minister of Marine, was first-sub- 
mitted to the American Navy Department, 
in order that the precautions usual in com- 
munications passing between prisoners of 
war and the enemy’s Government might be 
taken. The exami®ation made by the naval 
authorities here was solely for the purpose 
of precaution, and care was taken not to 
intrude into the privacy of the document be- 
yond this necessary inspection. It was then 
sent to Ambassador Cambon to be forward- 
ed to the Spanish Admiralty. 

The strictest secrecy has been observed 
while the document has been in transit, and 
no intimation as to its contents has been al- 
lowed to escape from the few persons 
through whose hands it has passed en route 
to the Spanish Minister of Marine. If the 
Cervera report eve: reaches the public it 
will be through the Spanish Government, al- 
though it is probable that the report is not

SPANISH PRISONERS PAID OFF. 


Their Government Pays Them from $4 
to $10 Each in Our Money. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., July 28.—The 
Spanish prisoners confined at Seavey’s Isl- 
and were paid off by the Spanish Govern- 
ment to-day, the money being received from 


Admiral Cervera at Annapolis, the men re- 
ebony from $4 to $10 each in American cur- 

The official report to the Surgeon General 
shows that there has not been a death 
among the Spaniards on the island during 
the past five days. Additional clothes and 
shoes will be furnished those who need 
them at the expense of the United States 
Government, 


THE X RAY FINDS BULLETS. 


Operations Performed on the Wound- 
ed at the Marine Hospital—Lieut. 
Dade’s Serious Condition. 


Surgeon W. Stoner of the Marine Hospital, 
Stapleton, yesterday performed several ope- 
rations of a minor nature on the soldiers 
who were taken to the hospital from the 
steamer Olivette. The most difficult opera- 
tion was that on Guy Lamberton, a private 
in Company B, Second Regiment. 

Lamberton was wounded in the right fore- 
arm, and the physicians were unable to lo- 
cate the bullet until they used the X ray on 


Wednesday. It was found imbedded in the 
wrist, and was successfully removed. 

The X rays were also used to loeate the 
bullet which killed Hamilton Fish and 
lodged in the breast of Edward Culver, the 
Indian Rough Rider. The bullet is snugly 
imbedded under the sixth rib. Dr. Stoner 
bee not attempt to remove it for several 

ays. 

Lieut. Alexander L. Dade, Second Cav- 
alry, who is in ine Marine Hospital seri- 
ously ill with typhoid, was in a critical con- 
dition yesterday. Several physicians were 
calied into consultation. 

At Bellevue Hospital yesterday afternoon 
the Clover Trio, composed of young wo- 
men, visited the wards of the wounded sol- 
diers and gave several negro melodies and 
war songs. The soldiers listened with de- 
light and applauded many times. 

Lieut. W. W. Fiscus, who is at Fort 
Wadsworth Hospital with typhoid, con- 
tinues to improve. 


TOBACCO FOR CUBA. 


Indications that the Present Tariff 
Will Be Reduced, 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—A representa- 
tive of the American Tobacco Company had 
a conference with the Treasury officials to- 
day in regard to the established customs 
duties on tobacco and cigarettes imported 


into Cuba. His contention was that these 
articles should be admitted either free or 
at a nominal rate. The proposition sub- 
mitted was that the rate on tobacco be 
fixed at not moie than 5 cénts a pound 
and at 450 cents a thousand on cigarettes. 
The matter has been taken under considera- 
tion. The indications seem to be that the 
rates will be reduced, but to what extent is 
not yet determined.

REPAIRS TO THE RELIEF. 


The Hospital Steamer May Sail South 
To-morrow. 


The hospital steamer Relief remained at 
the pier’ foot of Pine Street yesterday. Me- 
chanics were at work repairing injuries to 
her stanchions and taffrail, caused by 


knocking against a pier shed, and a large 
force was at work overhauling her engines, 
which, though not out of order, required at- 
tention. It was expected yesterday that she 
would get away to-morrow. 

A large amount of stores and delicacies 
contributed by the Women’s War Relief As- 
sociation arrived during the day, and Miss 
Helen Gould, Mrs. Herbert Brown, Mrs. J. 
M. Brown, and Mrs. Loring were among the 
representatives of the association who in- 
spected the vessel in the course of the day. 
They appeared well pleased with the ves- 
sel’s fine equipment. 


Hospital Corps Men Wanted. 


The decision of the medical officials of 
the army to employ as many of the regular 
medical staff as possible on the Govern- 
ment transports and hospital ships has in- 
creased the demand for Hospital Corps re- 
cruits, Major Nathan 8. Jarvis, who is 
recruiting for the Hospital Corps at the 
Army Building, said yesterday that the 
work of recruiting the corps was progress- 
ing slowly. The great trouble is that the 
Government pays hospital men only $21 a 
month, while a good trained nurse gets $25 
a week. 


Yeilow Fever in Colombia, 


COLON, Colombia, via Galveston, Texas, 
July 28.—It is reported from Cartagena 
that four cases of sporadic yellow fever 
have been discovered among Armenians 
who recently arrived there. Future arriv- 
als will be subject to strict quarantine. 


INJURED TROOPS COMING HERE. 


Vessels with Wounded to be Sent to 
New York. 
WASHINGTON, July 28.—The Leona, 
which arrived at Newport News yesterday, 
is now on her way to New York. She had 
on board fifty-three sick and wounded sol- 
diers, including Gen. Corbin’s son. The 
health authorities at Newport News did not 
want any more sick landed at that point, 
and the Washington authorities consented 

te send the vessei north. 

The Concho, a vessel with wounded and 
sick soldiers aboard, arrived at Fort Mon- 
roe to-day. The authorities there did not 
desire her to land. It was stated at the 
War Department to-day that all vessels 
wth sick and wounded probably would go 
to New York. ‘

SEAMEN CHARGE BRUTALITY. 


Thomas C. Pollock; 825 Second Street; 
William C. Murphy, 307 Fifth Avenue; John 
J, Pinkerton, 198 Eighth Street, and John C. 
Murphy, 307 Fifth Avenue, all of Brooklyn, 
returned to Brooklyn yesterday after hav- 
ing served as seamen-on the United States 
storeship Panama. They tell a tale of iil- 
treatment and brutality on the part of 
United States officers that will be fully in- 
vestigated, and the case has been placed 


in the hands of Eugene V. Brewster, a 
lawyer, who will bring suit. 

The men assert that they were ill-fed, 
transportation was not provided for their 
return home, and that their wages. were 
not paid them. They had to send to rela- 
tives in Brooklyn for money, and then 
were unable to get enough to return with- 
Out the sale of some of their effects. Two 
of them—Pinkerton and John C, Murphy 
are recovering from scurvy, and the other 
two are weak and sick, they declare, from 
lack of proper food, 

Murphy said esterday that the men 
shipped on the Panama, which was for- 
merly known as Quartermaster’s Ship No. 
1, July 14 as carpenters. The boat was at 
first a Spanish prize. that was captured 
by a lighthouse tender wf the Havana block- 
ading squadron, and was converted into a 
Quartermaster’s ship. Previous to the de- 
parture of the ship for its destination, San- 
tiago, the men were informed that. they 
could leave the service at any time they 
saw fit and that they would be shipped home 
free of charge. When .a week out the food 
became so poor that thirty of the men 
were taken ill. It consisted of hardtack, 
salt pork, and bad coffee. Neither fresh 
meat nor bread. was served. 

Continuing, Mr. Murphy said: 

“The pay of the men was to be $50 a 
month, and the rations. The water supply 
became short. The men soon began to 
show signs of scurvy, and many of them 
were totally incapacitated for work. We 
reached Charleston, 8S. C., and left the ship, 
as we could not stand it any longer. While 
at Charleston sixty negroes were taken on 
board, and they were stripped of their cloth- 
ing, which was thrown into the sea, and 
suits of jean were given them. About a 
dozen were rejected on account of physical 
infirmities, but they could not recover their 
clothes. 

“We called on Major Welles at Charles- 
ton, but he said that he could do nothing 
for us. We were then forced to walk to 
Florence, S. C., a distance of 102 miles, as 
we had no money, and there we were al- 
lowed to telegraph home for funds. We re- 
ceived some money at Florence, and left 
there last Monday morning at 8 o'clock. 
Each of us claims $12.50 for wages, $18 for 
fares, and $2.10 for expenses in getting the 
money from home. We also want dam- 
ages for our great suffering.” 


TRYING TO SAVE THORN’S LIFE. 


AUBANY, July 28.—Joseph F. Moss, rep- 
resenting Howe & Hummel, counsel for 
Martin Thorn, who is under sentence of 
death for the murder of Guidensuppe, the 
bath rubber, to be executed next week, ap- 
peared before the Governor this afternoon 
to ask to have Thorn’s sentence commuted 
to imprisonment for life. .Assistant District 
Attorney George W. Davison of Queens 
County opposed. The Governor took the 
matter under advisement. 

After citing that Thorn and Mrs. iAugusta 
Nack were jointly indicted for the murder 
of William Guldensuppe, and that Thorn 
was placed on trial before Justice Wilmot 
M. Smith, and rehearsing the part Mrs. 


Nack confessed she had taken in the kill- 
ing, Moss alleged that the whole com- 
munity now felt that she, not Thorn, was 
the guilty person. 

Continuing, he referred to the second trial, 
after the discharge of the first jury, due to 
the sickness of a juror, before Justice 
Maddox, beginning Nov. 22, 1897. : 

“Mrs. Nack was not placed on trial then, 
nor did she testify,’”’ Mr. Moss stated, “ for 
the District Attorney saw and felt that her 
previous testimony, if repeated, would have 
secured the acquittal of Martin Thorn.” 

Mr. Moss then’ particularly referred the 
Governor to the testimony of Martin Thorn, 
submitted to the Court of ‘Appeals, In this 
Thorn swears positively that it was Mrs. 
Nack who fired the fatal shot and that he 
had nothing to do with the killing, but that 
afterward he assisted Mrs. Nack in cutting 
up and disposing of the remains. 

“It is the firm belief of the counsel who 
acted for Thorn, and who now seeks for 
Thorn a commutation. of his sentence, 
that Mrs. Nack was obviously the iity 
person. Your Excellency is here referred 
to the Error Book, which contains the offer 
of Thorn’s counsel to put in evidence be- 
fore the second jury the confession of Mrs. 
Nack. The trial Judge, however, ruled 
against the admission of such testimony, 
bo that the second jury, namely, the jury 
which convicted Thorn, was in entire ignor- 
ance of the confession of Mrs. Nack.” 

The case was carried to the Court of Ap- 
peals upon errors and a reversal of the con- 
viction was asked. The Court of Appeals, 
pomever, affirmed the judgment of the court 

elow. 

“The affirmance was not unanimous,” 
said Mr. Moss, ‘for Justices Bartlett and 
O’Brien, by their written opinions, insisted 
that a new trial should be granted to Thorn 
and that he was improperly convicted. Mrs. 
Nack, the instigator, concoctor, ‘and—as we 
claim—perpetrator of the murder, was per- 
mitted to plead to manslaughter and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for fifteen years. 
Poor Thorn. who was her du and her 
tool, is now under sentence of death, Jus- 
tice surely demands, in view of. the facts 
and of the light penalty imposed on Au- 
gysta Nack, the real murderess, that the 
sentence of death against Thorn should be 
commuted to that of imprisonment. Such 
@ proceeding would receive the approbation 
of the entire public, and would be an act of 
simple justice.”’ 


THORN IS READY TO DIE NOW 


SING SING, N. Y., July 28.—Murderer 
Martin. Thorn ig ready to die and manifests 
little interest in the efforts being made to 
have his sentence commuted to imprison- 
ment for life. The condemned murderer 
does not expect that the Governor will in- 
terfere with” the death sentence, 

Warden Sage is anxiously awaiting to 
hear Gov. Black’s decision as to the final 
appeal before sending out the invitations 
to the witnesses who will be present at 
the execution. Should the Governor de- 
lay his decision for a day or two the exe- 
eution of Thorn will take ‘place later in 
the week than Monday next. 

Thorn is resigned, and says he would 
rather die in the electric chair than have 
to endure life imprisonment,

SPANIARDS IN SORRY PLIGHT

“SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 18.—Yester- 
day I saw the formal and ceremonial sur- 
render of Santiago de Cuba,

To-day I saw | 


our army in possession of the Governor’s | 


palace and of the forts and streets of the 
unconquerable city and our fleet in posses- 
sion of the impregnable harbor. Our flag 


‘floats over the capital of the province, and, 
| constructively, over all of Cuba east .of. 


Acerradores and Sagua. Twenty-four thou- 
sand Spaniards have laid down their arms, 
12,000 of whom have not yet seen an Ameri- 
can soldier, and the other 12,000 held. up to 
12 o’clock noon on the 14th a position unas- 
Sailable by any artillery we could then use, 
and which could have defied any attack by 
infantry, 

_ If we were living in the age of the Cae- 
sars, we should at once build a new temple 
to the blind Goddess of Fortune. We have 
reaped where we had not sown; we have 
won victories where we had not raised a 
standard or fired a gun, Famine had 
mafched through this land before us. Her 
tattered banner flies fom the limbs of 100,- 
000 starved beggars in this province alone, 
and her d@dlors fly also over every Spanish 
camp. 

,But we won battles, too; and such battles 
as give us a clear right to raise our flag 
over Santiago. We have won.by fortune 
and by fighting, too; and the glories of El 
Caney and El Pozo and of the new Trafal- 
gar in Santiago Bay will becOme a part 
with the glories of New Orleans and York- 
town. 

As I look from the Governor’s palace and 
see the beautiful harbor between the invul- 
nerable hills, and look on beyond at the 
magnificent amphitheatre of sheltering 


mountains, and fancy I see again the fer- 
tile country reduced to famine by Spanish 
misrule, and then glance above and see our 
flag waving estically in the light breeze, 
I cannot but.hope the stars will remain 
there as constant and as fixed as those in 
the Southern Cross. ‘ 


Cuban Republic a Dream. 


We came to conquer for another people, 
vainly imagining that a new nation had 
been born. But there is no Cuba. There 
is no Cyban people. There are no freemen 
here to Whom we could deliver this marvel- 
ous land. We have fought for a spectral 
republic—the idle dream creation of Marti 
and Gomez. If we are to save Cuba, we 
must hold it. If we leave it to the Cubans, 
we give it over to a reign of terror—to the 
machete and the torch, to insurrection and 
assassination. 

I cannot help having these thoughts to- 
day, after having seen the utter inability of 
the Cubans to fight and to govern either 
themselves or others, their inveterate ha- 
tred of the Spaniards, and their sole active 
desire to murder and pillage. Garcia, whom 
we have aided in a thousand ways and 
learned to respect and admire—at a distance 
—has revealed to us the true character of 
the best of ‘the Cubans. When our army 
had conquered the city he told his hungry 
followers, who have lived on us and done no 
fighting for their own country, that every- 
thing in Santiago belonged to them; and 
when Gen. Shafter invited him to accom- 
pany his staff into the city he sullenly re- 
fused and immediately withdrew to the 
mountains tojoin Gomez. He said he would 
hot enter Santiago as long as there was a 
Spaniard in it. Toward the close of. the 
campaign he was asked to take up his po- 
sition on the extreme right to intercept 
Pando should the latter be able to get thus 
far; but Garcia refused to attempt to fight 
Pando, even from behind intrenchments and 
hidden by the bush. All that these people 
have done, that I can see, is to follow up 
our army, get rations from us, and pick up 
the things our soldiers found cumbersome 
and threw away. 


Insurgents Have Bad Reputations, 


As I entered Santiago, strolling almost 
alone among thousands of Spanish soldiers, 
I did not hear a single angry or disparaging 
word against the Americans, I heard only 
courteous and appreciative expressions. But 
I heard Spaniards and Cubans denounce 


the insurgents as cowards and freebooters. 
They were characterized as pillagers and 
as warriors who find living on the country 
easier than working in the fields or the 
shops. 

‘“* Where are the Cubans?” I was asked @ 
hundred times. . 

‘“*In the mountains,”’ I would reply, ‘‘ gone 
to ioin Gomez.”’ 

**Yes,” said Spaniard and Cuban, “in 
the bush to murder and rob.” 

Such is the reputation these insurgents 
have made for themselves in this part of 
Cuba, which they have harried and fought 
in for half a century. I will not venture 
to say whether the verdict be just or not. 
I do not know; but I do know that the 
Cubans who have made a pretense at fight- 
ing with us have proved worthless in the 
field and unappreciative of modern condi- 
tions and humanity and justice in war. 
It would be a tragedy, a crime, to deliver 
the island into their hands, 

I believe the people would prefer the 
Stars and Stripes to the flag of ‘‘ Cuba 
libre.” I know the citizens of Santiago 
would rather see us in control than either 
Spain or the Cuban Republic. Destiny will 
force us, stronger than our hopes or de- 
seen, to stay where we have planted our 

ag. 

It struck me that the pageant of the 
surender was not in keeping with the great 
possibilities and the great significance of 
the .event. It was democratic in its sim- 
plicity and did not altogether lack grandeur 
and impressiveness, 


Surrender a Simple Ceremony. 


But there was not sufficient honor and 
acclaim given to our flag and to our 
victories, and what might have 'been appro- 
priately made a grand and memorable 
pageant was kept within the bounds of a 


simple and formal ceremony. Even this 
ceremony was shorn of its dramatic effect 
by being divided into two scenes, instead of 
being crowded into one historic hour. 

The formal capitulation was made yester- 
day at 9:30 A. M., and exactly at 12° noon 
by the cathedral clock our flag was hoisted 
to the top of the staff over the Governor's 
Palace. At 9 o’clock our troops were or- 
dered to form in line along their intrench- 
ments. A fine spectacle they made as line 
after line seemed to spring from the shel- 
tering bosom of the earth, and 20,000 men 
shoulder to shoulder formed into one con- 
tinuous line of blue ground the prostrate 
city. The blue cordon stood out clear 
against the bright, sun-lit heaVens, and re- 
mained ‘as motioniess as the hills. Far to 
the right rose up the columns of Lawton 
that had stor El Caney. Beyond them 
were seen the low tents of our Cuban 
alliés, but no soldiers could be seen in 
front of them. They might have stood up 
in ranks, too, to witness the solemn cere- 
mony, but they could not be seen from the 
spot where Gen. Toral and Gen. Shafter 
were settling the destiny of Cuba. In the 
centre were the heroic soldiers of Gen. 
Wheeler, who had fought magnificently in 
every action of the campaign, and on the 
left, disappearing in the fastnesses of the 
woody mountains, were the gallant soldiers 
of Gen. Kent. 

Such was the cloud of witnesses ranged on 
the crest of the half cirele of hills. Below 
them, as in some great amphitheatre such 
as Roman or Greek would have selected for 
gladiatorial shows or for the enacting of 
tragedies of Aeschylus or Sophocles, wa 
the stage, set by nature for the world 
drama. The staffs of the two Generals, con- 
queror and conquered, had started promptly 
at 9 o’clock, each from its headquarters, 
and met at 9:15 near the same tree, a mag- 
nificent ceiba, under which all former nego- 
tlations had been conducted. Gen. Shafter 
was escorted by a troop of the Second Cay- 
alry and Gen. Toral had a large escort of 
horse. The Generals rode up, saluted, and 
shook hands. The members of their staffs 
exchanged pleasant greetings and were soon 
ag po chatting in Spanish and Eng- 
lish as if they had never been enemies. 


Toral Felt Greatly Depressed. 


Toral alone seemed to feel the blow that 
had fallen upon his country. He seemed to 
have aged over night, and as if he dreaded 
to face. the future of Spain. Most of the 
other Spaniards appeared to be relieved by 
the termination of fighting and to look for- 


ward .gladly to. the prospect of peace d. 
rest and food.- The common soldiers ope 
laughed and: about the result, It was 
no to them save the end of a long 
struggle against enemies who could not be 
got at in their tangled morasses and the be- 
inning.of a period of rést and a sojourn at 
ome, and wine drinking and tale telling in 
sunny Andalusia. : . 

Our officers were grave and dignified, and 
the soldiers showed no of emotion until 
a signal, three hours later, told that our 
flag had been raised over Santi . We 
could not have treated the defeated troops 
more courteously if they had been our 
guests in Washington. It was difficult to 
keep a straight face in presence of these 
ean, hungry, dirty, foul-smelling Spaniards, 

ut even our private soldiers, even the vol- 


j unteers and the raw recruits, managed to 


suppress their smiles and hide their disgust. 

As soon as the first formalities were over 
a small body of Spanish infantry advanced 
over the crest of a hill toward the city to 
the most dolorous blasts from two trumpets 
and laid down its arms. This was the for- 
mal surrender and represented the complete 
capitulation of city and army. Then Gen. 
Shafter and his staff, accompanied by the 
smail eavalry escort and by the Ninth In- 
fantry Regiment, which was to occupy the 
city, rode.into Santiago to go through the 
ceremony of raising the American 2 This 

art of the programme was thus carried out 
ae beginning to end in almost absolute 
silence, 

There was very little Pobhation, indeed, 
over the second part of the programme, 
Gen. Shafter and his staff went to the pal- 
ace of the 
building that never was imposing and is a 
shabby old wreck now—and as the cathedral 
clock struck twelve, or “la doce,” as the 
Cubans said in bad anish, Capt. McKit- 
trick ran up the American colors. The band 
struck up “ The Star- gled Banner,” the 
soldiers gave a subdued cheer, and a signal 
was flashed to the troops standing on the 
hill crests three miles away. 

There was more enthusiasm and emotion 
among the soldiers who still held the 
trenches they had won on July 1 and 2. As 
they saw the signal and knew that the fla 
floated at last over Santiago, they start 
a cheer that ran like a whirlwind of sound 
along the lines, The puns saluted the dis- 
tant, invisible symbol of victory. After 
every shot the regiments cheered again. A 
strong breeze was blowing, as it ever is, 
over the hills into the city, and the smoke 
of the cannon, rising as i? from altars on 
the hills, was swept into the town over the 
lines of sullen Spaniards. 

The thing was done. The campaign had 
ended, the battles had been fought and won, 
the hardships had been suffered and were 
over, and the home-going was near. The 
soldiers turned from the sight of the city 
they had just captured and humiliated, laid 
down their victorious rifles, and asked one 
another: 

“Is it Puerto Rico next?”

“MUST SOON THRASH CUBANS.” 


This Is an Expression Often Heard in 
the Army at Santiago. 


.Correspondence of The Associated Press. 

SANTIAGO DPD CUBA, July 15.—If the 
volunteer here ever grew enthusiastic and 
generous over the idea of fighting to help 
the struggling Cuban gain the same liberty 
from Spain that his forefathers won for 
him from England, these same ideas have 
been pretty thoroughly knocked out of him 
by actual contact with the Cubans. The 
Cuban does not stand high in the opinion 
of the United States Army. Expressed in 
different ways, the opinion prevails that 
“we will soon be back in Cuba to thrash 
the Cubans.” Our men have no praise of 
their alleged ally as a fighter; he is always 
more ready to eat American provisions 
than to help American soldiers, and in- 
stances of Cuban greed, inhumanity, and 
cowardice are common talk among the 
army. These opinions of our men are 
known among the Cubans, and will un- 
doubtedly result in a growing antagonism 


on the part of the men we are fighting for, 
an antagonism that will result in their 
being in the future less reliable and less 
worthy of trust by the United States than 
they are to-day. 
To many men the Cuban campaign of 1898 
will be of muddy memory. When the trop- 
ical downpours came every effort was ninte 
to keep dry, and the ssibijities for so do- 
ing have been ere. inadequate, When 
the hot sun poured down in its turn the 
whole camp, from Siboney to Santiago, has 
spread itself in its rays and basked and 
“The hardshi 

e hardships of this campaign, let alone 
the fighting that scattered the graves of 
comrades side by side with the tents of the 
living, have been splendidly sustained by 
our men. Then, food has been scarce; the 
roads from here to Siboney have been almost 
impassable during the rains, and at all 
times they have been rough and teaming 
bas been heavy. When men put up with 
three pieces of hardtack and half a cup of 
coffee a day the question of nutriment is 
serious, and when unseasoned soldiers go 
seventy-two hours without sleep it can Ee 
truly said they endure hardship. But they 
have borne it all with fine courage and a 
good nature that was never long absent. 

With the courage and determination of 
vur men, one notes the excellent physical 
condition of our mules and horses after 
three weeks of the heaviest kind of in- 
cessant labor, All day long and far into 
the night pack trains and provision wagons 
soft up to the = Ce the Red Cross 

ulances carr ac 
wounded, y the sick and the 
‘oor Cuban women, footsore, starving, 
and weary, drag themselves along the 
muddy roads out from El Caney in a search 
for food, and our men and ambulances pick 
them up and succor them. 

A Cuban woman from Fl Cane stag- 
gered into camp this morning. She was 
pale and pinched, and the ra: ged silk dress 
that half covered her attenuated body spoke 
no more of past luxury and refinement than 
did her features and her despair and utter 
exhaustion. She did not ask for food, but 
for work. She washed clothes from the 
hospital tent for half a day in return for 
food, and sat down to the welcome army 
fare with hands bleeding from. the unac- 
customed Jabor. At dusk she turned wearily 
back toward El Caney, six miles away, the 
richer by one meal, * 


SPANIARDS WERDE SOCIABLE. 


Soldiers and Civilians Made Them- 
selves Agreeable.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 18—When 
the American soldiers were in the con- 
quered city yesterday, they were received 
by the townspeople with many evidences of 
go0od-fellowship, CIgars and rum were plen- 
tiful, and could be had for the asking. Two 
Spanish soldiers attached themselves to a 
group of curious American soldiers, and 
guided them through confusing streets. The 
Spaniards produced rum and cigarettes for 
their guests in a mysterious manner, which 
the soldiers could not account for untitl one 
trooper noticed that friends of the Spa 
jards handed about the refreshments as the 
men passed along the street, whereupon the 
new boon companions would enter some 
house to drink healths, whose health’ they 
were not particular, or did either party 
know. 

Many people on the streets bowed pleas- 
antly to any man who they saw was an 
American, and a pleasant word to a group 
of Spanish soldiers always brought forth 
responsive smiles and friendly comment. 
Now and then a sullen face could be seen, 
perhaps on some junior officer whose war 
| abeye was suffering, or a soldier still limp- 
ng from a wound would scowl at the men 
who had injured him. 

A certain class of people were not in evi- 
dence upon Santiago’s streets yesterday. 
The Spanish women of refinement and good 
breeding would shrink from being seen by 
the invaders. Yet as the iron shoes of the 
American horses clattered down the quieter 
streets of the city, curious eyes peered 
from behind closed shutters. If a bronzed

RELIEF WORK OF WOMEN| 


Headquarters for the Receipt and 
_ Distribution of Supplies to be 
Opened Next Week. 


EXPRESS COMPANIES TO AID: 


The United States, of Which Senator 
Platt Is President, the Only One 
Which Has Declined—Plans 
for Entertainments. 


‘The Woman’s Patriotic Relief Association 
met yesterday morning at the Hotel Man- 
hattan. The most important business 
‘which came before the meeting related to 
‘the supply depot at 711 Eighth Avenue. The 
lease of the premises has been signed and 
the depot will be opened the first of next 
week. Some one authorized to receive con- 
tributions will be there all the time. The 
hours of distribution will be from 4 to 6 
P. M. This work will be superintended by 
the members of the association. One or two 
of them will be on hand five days in the 
week and all of them on Saturday, 

A committee was appointed to solicit con- 
tributions of meats from butchers, and 
probably other committees will be designat- 
ed to ask similar favors of bakers and deal- 
ers in fruits and vegetables. An eftort is 
‘being made to get the consent of all the ex- 
press companies to bring contributions to 
the city free of charge. Several have agreed 
‘to do. this, several have not been heard 
from, and one, the United States Express 
Company, of which Senator Thomas C. Platt 
is President, has declined: Mrs. Frank 
Northrop, Chairman of the committee hav- 
ing this matter in charge, expects to re- 


ceive many gifts of vegetables from near-by 
places if the express companies will grant 
the request for free transporation. 

Mrs. McDonald, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements for the Park entertain- 
ment, reported that she had not yet se- 
cured the consent of the Department of 
Parks to the use of a portion of Central 
Park for the affair. She said, however, 
that Randolph Guggenheimer, President of 
the Council, had volunteered to represent 
the organization in making the request 
Mrs. McDonald and her committee were au- 
thorized to decide upon a date for the en- 
tertainment, which, it is now thought, will 
be given next month.

RED CROSS WORK IN CAMP. 


Bad Sanitary Conditions Reported at 
Chickamauga Park. 


Stephen E. Barton, Chairman of the Cen- 
tral Cuban Relief Committee, receiyed a 
letter’ yesterday from E. C, Smith, field 
agent of the Red Cross at Chickamauga 
Park, Ga., in which he gives an account of 
the condition of the camp at that place. 
The letter was written July 25. Mr. Smith 
says in part: 

“The sanitary conditions of this camp 


have not. been improved to any extent since 
my last letter to you. There are now more 
than 1,000 soldiers sick in the five division 
hospitals and in Leiter Hospital, and fully 
as many in the registered hospitals and 
‘sick in quarters.’ Typhoid fever is on the 
increase, and I do not see any prospect of 
its abatement unless radical and energetic 
measures are promptly taken to give the 
whole camp a general overhauling and 
cleaning up. 

“Too much drilling and: hard marching 
in the hot sun enervates and often pros- 
trates the men and leaves them without 
sufficient stamina to resist the attacks of 
malarial and typhoid fevers. I have seen 
and heard of many instances where soldiers 
have ‘dropped out’ from exhaustion while 
drilling, and yet their officers, with mis- 
taken zeal and a notion that they are put- 
ting the men through a ‘toughening’ pro- 
cess, keep them hard at it. The regulars 
while they were here did not drill one-half 
as much as the volunteers do now, perhaps 
because they did not need so much, but 
more likely, I think, because their officers 
knew better how much they could stand. 

“ The work of the Red Cross goes steadily 
forward and increases with the needs of the 
sick soldiers. I am now furnishing 100 gal- 
lons of milk and q@bout three tons of ice 
daily to the five. division hospitals, and have 
to-day completed arrangements for obtain- 
ing a euppIy of teurized milk from 
George W. Vanderbilt’s famous herd of reg- 
istered and tuberculin tested Jersey cows, 
at Biltmore, N. C., and I feel a lively satis- 
faction in knowing that we will now be 
able to furnish the purest milk to. the ty- 
phoid patients in the hospitals here, 

“Miss Laura D. Gill has arrived from 
Tampa with ten trained: women nurses and 
began work this morning at Leiter Hos- 
pital. It would be a blessing if we would 
be allowed to furnish trained nurses for the 
five division hospitals here. They are badly 
reeded. The. surgeons are overworked and 
tired out.”

JERSEY CITY RELIEF WORK, 


Form of a Circular Objected to as a 
Criticism of the Government, 


The Soldiers’ Relief Committee appointed 
by Mayor Hoos of Jersey City yesterday is- 
sued a circular calling on the public for con- 
tributions to aid the families of volunteers. 
It is understood that there was an exciting 
discussion in the committee before action 
was taken. The circular says that the ap- 
peal is necessary because the volunteer -re- 
ceives ‘“‘ wages averaging less per month 
than a good workman can earn in a week.” 

Dr. Leonard J. Gordon, Treasurer of the 
committee, objected to this phrase. ‘‘ This 
circular,’’ said he, ‘“‘ assumes to criticise the 
United States Government in regard to the 
payment of its soldiers. This Government 
pays its soldiers more than any other na- 
tion on earth, and it should not be charged 
with not paying its soldiers justly.” 

Joseph A. Dear said there was no inten- 
tion to criticise the Government. The 
phrase was used, he said, simply to make 
the public understand that the volunteer 
could not support a family on the wages he 
received. 

The committee has decided that no family 
shall receive more than $15 a month, and it 
will ask the officers of New Jersey regi- 
ments to arrange that every soldier with a 
family shall send his wife $10 a month.

CHICAGO GAS COMPANY 
Receivership Refused and Now Cor« 


ruption Is Charged to Legislature, 


CHICAGO, IIL, July 28—The attempt ta 
cause the dissolution of the Consolidated 
Gas Company of Chicago to-day resulted in 
a complete rout for the Eastern pbond<« 
holders of the Equitable Gaslight and Fuel 
Company. The bill filed by the bondholderg 
asked the Circuit Court to appoint a re< 
ceiver for the corporation and incidentally, 
to cut the ties which bind the seven com« 
panies forming the consolidation. Judge 
Gibbons rendered a decision holding that 
the complainants have no standing in court, 
refusing the motion to appoint a receiver, 
and dismissing the bill for want of equity. 

Soon after Judge Gibbons had rendered 
his decision the attorneys representing the 
bondholders filed an amendment to the bill 
of complaint in which are made charges of 


corruption in the Illinois Legislature, which 
passed the Consolidation act. Four of tha 
com fes in the trust, the People’s, the 
Equitable, the Chicago, and the Consumers’, 
are accused of appropriating and using 
$230,000 toward securing the passage of the 
bill. The amendment asks that the offie 
cers of these corporations be required to 
account for the money thus spent. No at- 
tempt will be made to interfere with the 
entry of Judge Gibbons’s decree.

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CONVICT-SOLDIER EJECTED | JERSEYMAN’s 


Forty-seventh Regiment Volunteer 
Ordered Away from Fort Adams. 


HE HAD BEEN IN SING SING 


Tried in Vain to Find Work, Although 
Well Recommended—His Services 
Refused Even by the Army. 


NEWPORT, R. L., July 28.—Private Ber- 
hard Duffy was taken into custody to-day 
Dn the charge of being a suspicious person, 
and was last night furnished with means 
of transportation to New York by the po- 
lice and was released. 

It appeared Duffy had enlisted in the For- 
ty-seventh at the Brooklyn recruiting office, 
and was sent to Fort Adams, where he was 
recognized as an ex-convict. He was put 
in the guardhouse, but later released and 
advised to leave that section. Meantime 
word had been sent to the Newport police 
to arrest him as soon as he landed, which 
Was done. 

Duffy tells a straightforward story. He 
admits he has served fourteen years in the 


enitentiary for crimes and was released 
rom Sing Sing two years ago. Warden 
Sage gave him a recommendation for good 
conduct and for brave work during a fire 
at the prison. Duffy returned to Brooklyn 
and obtained employment on a street rail- 
way. In about two months some one told 
the Superintendent that Duffy had “ dene 
time.”” He was discharged. 

He then went to New York and got work 
with an iron-finishing firm, first informing 
his employers ihat he had been a convict. 
He remained there until January, when, 
work being dull, he was laid off. He was 
unable to find employment until the war 
broke out, when he enlisted in the 
Forty-seventh Regiment. His regiment 
being called out, when the Forty-sev- 
enth began recruiting he presented him- 
self for enlistment, saying he was an 
ex-convict and showing his recommernda- 
tions. He was accepted and enlisted under 
his true uame. 

Soon after his release from Sing Sing he 
married. He says he has since given the 

Olice no trouble. Duffy was recognized at 
‘fort Adams by an ex-police officer of 
Brooklyn, a member of the Forty-seventh. 
The tommanding officer being notified, 
Duffy was ordered out of camp.

J. W. Foster, Once Prosperous, Was 


MISFORTUNES. | QN THE BASEBALL FIELD 
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|THE RAGES AT BRIGHTON 


Released from Jail to Find His | Wagner’s Timely Hitting Causes |The Track Was Like a Sea of 


Wife Dead and Property Gone. 


SUMMIT, N. J., July 28.—John W. Foster 
of New Providence was a year ago a pros- 
perous man. Now he is penniless, his home 
and hub factory have been sold, and his 
wife is dead. 

Foster married a ‘daughter of the late 
George H. Harrison of. Summit. It was his 
second matrimonial venture. It did not 
turn out to be a happy one. A year or two 
ago Mrs. Foster’s health failed, and she 
became an invalid. Some time later he 
was charged with ill-treating his wife. He 
was arrested and convicted, and in April 
last was sent to the Union County Jail. 
Mrs. Foster was unable to work, and dur- 
ing the month preceding her husband's lib- 
eration last Tuesday her strength rapidly 
failed, until on the first day of Foster’s lib- 
erty it was reported to him that she was 
dying here at the home of her mother. 

Foster pleaded with her brother to be al- 
lowed to see his wife. He, thinking how 
Foster had treated his wife, would not 
grant the request. Foster then started for 
his home, in New Providence. As he neared 


his house, beside which stood his factory, 
he found the factory closed. 

A man whom he did not know came from 
the rear of his house and asked him what 
he wanted. “I am John W. Foster. I own 
this house and factory,” replied Foster. 

The man then told him that his house- 
hold goods, his carriages, harness, and per- 
sonal effects, together with most of the 
machinery in the factory, had been sold 
under the Sheriff’s hammer. This, with the 
house and seven acres of ground around it, 
the factory, and stables had all gone in the 
same way. It brought, according to Foster's 
informant, $1,500. 

Seven years ago Foster refused $12,000 
for the property. It was sold to satisfy a 
mortgage of $2,000. Foster went to an at- 
torney in Summit and asked if something 
could not be done to reclaim the property 
for him. A friend stopped him on the road 
and told him Mrs. Foster was dead. 

Foster was at one time Township As- 
sessor of Summit. Five years ago he was 
struck by a locomotive at the Summit 
Depot, and as a result of the accident he 
lost his right arm. He is now without a 
cent, has no home, and but few friends. 
His six children are being cared for by rela- 
tives. 


THE TAX ON BROKERS. 


Commissioner Scott Reverses the Rul- 
ing of Two Weeks Ago. 


Collector Treat yesterday morning re- 
ceived from Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Scott a decision in regard to the spe- 
cial tax exacted of commercial brokers. The 


decision is as follows: 

“Jt is held by this office that merchants 
who receive goods into their possession for 
sale on commission are not commercial bro- 
kers within the meaning of the fourth para- 
graph of Section 2 of the act, and are there- 


fore not required to pay the special tax un- 
der that paragraph. 

“It is further held that warehouse men, 
who receive tobacco, cotton, or other pro- 
duce or goods on consignment, are not lia- 
ble as commercial brokers under this sec- 
tion. Auctioneers who sell goods at their 
auction rooms or on the premises of the 
owners. on consignment are not subject to 
special tax as commercial brokers under 
this act, nor cattle brokers. who receive and 
sell cattle on commission. An earlier and 
contrary ruling on this point has been re- 
considered and reversed.” 

The earlier ruling referred to was the one 
forwarded to Collector McClain on July 13, 
the wording of which was: 

‘‘ Every person, firm, or company engaged 
in the general business of negotiating sales 
or purchase of goods, &c., on commission 
is a commercial broker.”” The reversal of 
this ruling upholds the view of the law ex- 
pressed by Collector Treat early in the pres- 
ent mor.th, 


SHIPPERS 
Chicago Court Decides that Express 
Companies Must Affix Stamps. 
CHICAGO, IIL, July 28.—Judge Tuley of 
the Circuit Court to-day ruled in favor of 


the shippers in the test case brought by the 


Illinois Manufacturers’ Association, grant- 
ing a writ of mandamus compelling the 
United States Express Company to accept 
for transportation packages for shipment 
without the payment of 1 cent for the war 
tax in addition to the regular rates. The 
case will be appealed by the defendant. 

The court held it was not within the do- 
main of the shipper to issue the bill of lad- 
ing, and the law expressly provides that the 
person issuing the receipt shall affix the 
stamp. Three million dollars annually is 
the estimated sum which the express com- 
panies will have to payin case the opinion 
is sustained by higher courts. 


ESCAPE TAXATION. 


Taxation of Mortgages. 


In reply to inquiries relating to the taxa- 
tion of mortgages under $1,000, Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Scott says that the 
war revenue law imposes no tax on mort- 
gages unless they exceed $1,000. In all 
eases, however, where a mortgage is ac- 
companied by a note or a bond for the 
amount secured by the mortgage, such note 
or bond, which is in effect a promissory 
note, is subject to a stamp tax, as provided 
in Schedule A, under the head of bills of 
exchange. Also where a mortgage is given 
for a sum of $1,000 or less and therefore 
is not subject to tax as a mortgage, and 
is not accompanied with a note or bond 
for the payment of the money, but contains 
a clause or stipulation promising to pay a 
certain amount, the instrument will be sub- 
ject to taxation as a promissory note ac- 
cording to the rate provided therefor. 


STARTLING CRIES IN THE PARK. 





Three Young Men, Who Said They 
Were Joking, Arrested on Suspicion. 


There was much excitement last night in 
the vicinity of One Hundred and Tenth 
Street and Eighth Avenue, when cries of 
“Murder!” ‘Thieves!’’ and ‘“ Police! ’’ 
were heard coming from the edge of Central 
Park. Hundreds of bicyclists, who were in 
the Summer gardens and saloons in the 
neighborhood, rushed into the street and 
got mixed up in a struggling mass. 

Three policemen were near at hand and 
arrested three young men who ran out of 
the park. A fourth man escaped. The 
prisoners said they had cried out simply to 
see what would happen. The police suspect 
an attempted “ hold-up.”” At the East One

CHICAGO BANKS IN A PLIGHT. 


Officers Unable to Open the Vault 
Doors Until Past Noon, 


CHICAGO, July 28-—The Corn Exchange 
National Bank found just before it was 
ready for business this morning that its 
vaults could not be opened. Despite every- 
thing that could be done, it was impossible 
to arrange for the usual business, and it 
was a few minutes after 1 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon before the big doors were swung 
open. 

With the discovery that the vault was 
sealed the bank notified the Clearing House 
that it probably would not be able to clear 
at noon. Then the work of experts was re- 
doubled, and the officials settled down to 
the annoying task of explaining the situa- 
tion to customers. The bank is in the Rook- 
ery Building. 

In many cases bank business was held in 
abeyance, as it was insisted by the officers 
of the bank that the delay would only be 
temporary. The vault contained the city 
checks, and these were the ones that could 
not be cleared. Deposits were made py the 
customers as usual, and at 1:06 P. . the 
vault was finally opened.

TO QUARANTINE TORAL’S MEN. 


Spain Is Taking Precautions to Pre- 
vent the Introduction of Disease. 


MADRID, July 28.—The Minister for War, 
Gen. Correa, is arranging for the reception 
of the Spanish troops which surrendered at 
Santiago de Cuba and is preparing sanitary 
stations, in order to prevent the introduction 
of diseases into Spain. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Col. Hecker of 
the War Department, who has direct charge 
of the arrangement for the transportation 
to Spain of the Spanish troops surrendered 
to Gen. Shafter at Santiago, said to-day 
that favorable progress is being made. 
Four large steamships are now on their way 
to the place selected for the embarkation 
of the prisoners. These are the Isla Luzon 
and Panaya, which started from Cadiz 
yesterday, and the Alicante and St. Au- 
gustine, which left Martinique yesterday. 
The St. Augustine is described as a hos- 
pital ship, provided with a corps of Sur- 
geons and nurses, and will be used for 
the transportation of the sick and wounded 
of the Spanish Army. She has accommoda- 


tions for 800 passengers. The two vessels 
from Martinique will arrive at Santiago in 
a day or two, and the two from Cadiz are 
expected to reach there about the end of 
next week. In addition to the vessels 
named, four others will start from various 
points in Spain and this continent between 
now and Sunday, and will be ready to start 
from Santiago soon after the first expedi- 
tion gets under way. The Spanish com- 
pany. which has the contract for the re- 
turn of the Spanish prisoners to the penin- 
sula has been notified that it will be ex- 
pected to provide accommodations for 22,000 
men and execute the terms of the contract 
as rapidly as possible. 


REDUCING THE SIGNAL FORCE, 


Destruction of Spanish Warships Ren. 
dered Their Services Useless. 


BOSTON, July 28.—Thirty-five of the men 
of the Massachusetts Naval Brigade who 
composed, in part, the coast signal station 
force, were notified to-day that on Monday 


morning if they so wished they would be 
honorably discharged from Uncle Sam’s 
naval service. 

The coast signal stations to which these 
men were assigned as signal quartermas- 
ters, telegraphers, &c., at the beginning of 
the war, have been discontinued, the de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet making their 
maintenance, as alarm and observation sta- 
tions, no longer necessary. 


Fort Totten at Willets Point. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—By direction of 
the President the fort at Willets Point, N. 
Y., at the eastern entrance of New York 
Harbor, has been named Fort Totten, in 


honor of Bre. Gen. J. G. Totten, Chief of 
Engineers, who died in April, 1864; and the 
fort at Clark’s Point, New Bedford, Mass., 
has been designated as Fort Rodman, in 
honor of Lieut. Col. William L. Rodman, 
Thirty-eighth Regiment, Massachusetts 
Vo.unteer Infantry, who was killed at Port 
Hudson, La., in May, 1863,

WHIPLASH FAILED TO WIN 


In the Mile Handicap Sensational Al- 
most Threw Hanwell, and Then 
Went to the Front and 
Won All the Way. 


With most of the best horses at Saratoga 
and only small and low-classed fields left, 
and with the track much like a duck pond, 
the racing at Brighton Beach yesterday was 
far from interesting. It was a day when the 
punter looked up the records to find which 
of the starters liked the muddy going, and 
when the jockeys who did not get away in 
front with their mounts made up their 
minds to take their mud baths with as much 
grace as possible. 

The one good contest of the day was the 
fifth—the Spinster Stakes, for two-year-olds, 
at three-quarters of a mile—in which Whip- 
lash, who, it has been contended, is the best 
filly of the year, was made an odds-on fa- 
vorite. But although she is a really high- 
class filly, her forte is not racing in the mud, 
for she floundered around helplessly. 

Sky Scraper went out to make the pace, 
and was joined at once by Lindula and 
Whiplash. La Cheviot, who can show fairly 
well on a dry track, but is as hopeless as 
Whiplash on a muddy one, tried in vain to 
get up with the leaders, but could never get 
within five lengths of them. Maher kept 
Fast Black over to one side, where she 
would not get the mud bath from the heels 
of the others, and then came on in the 
stretch, on the outside, and won in a drive 
by a neck. Whiplash by this time was 
struggling hopelessly, but the best she could 


do was to finish third, Florence Brecken- 
ridge coming fast in the stretch and beating 
her half a length for the place. 


The Other Races, 


The fourth race, a handicap at a mile, 
brought only four starters to the post. Sen- 
sational and Lady Marian, the Daily pair, 
and Continental ruled about even favor- 
ites, while Hanwell, who likes a muddy 


track, was completely overlooked. He might 
not have been so badly off at the finish 
though had not O’Connor run into him on 
the t_ turn and almost thrown him to his 
krrees, Sensational was on the rail, and on 
the turn Garrigan sent Hanwell with a 
rush for that position. But O’Connor saw 
the move, and sent Sensational along with 
all. the recklessness of a novice. anwell 
was bumped and almost went down, and 
from that point on was never a serious 
contender. Sensational led all the way 
and won easily by a length from Continent- 
al. Garrigan made a claim of foul against 
Sensational, but it was, not allowed, for 
Sensational had the rail at the time of the 
occurrence and was entitled to the right of 
way. 

In five of the six races there were only 
four starters, so at best the racing was 
tame, although speculation was heavy. The 
opening race was won by Her Own, the 
second by St. Clair, and the third by Ta- 
bouret. ing T., a veritable mud-lark, won 
the sixth.

Young Hollins and Clarke Defeat Fox- 
hall Keene and W. J. Travis 
in Clever Play. 


SOUTHAMPTON, N. Y., 
Travis and Foxhall Keene were beaten in 
the Shinnecock golf tournament here to- 
day, and the President’s Cup now rests be- 
tween young Hollins and Clarke. That 
two such veterans should succumb to boys 
searcely out of their teens is one of the 
surprises of the week. But both victories 
were cleverly earned and thoroughly de- 
served. Keene met Hollins in the after- 
noon, and was beaten by a score of 3 up 
and 1 to play. Travis went down before 
Clarke by 3 up and 2 to play. 

The former contest was the one which 
proved the most interesting to the specta- 
tors, and over 1,000 people followed the 
game from green to green. Miss Hoyt, the 
present woman champion of America, was 
in the throng. Keene showed grand golf 
at times, and if applause could have wen 
the match, victory would most certainly 
have been his. With the maids and ma- 
trons of the gathering he was a decided 
favorite, and they applauded his successful 
strokes with an enthusiasm that left no 
doubt as to where their sympathies lay. 
But Hollins outclassed him at every point, 
and after the ninth hole was reached Hol- 
lins’s success was only a question of time. 

Last year Keene won a place in the semi- 
finals here, and his defeat to-day shows 
that the younger players have made rapid 
strides during the past twelve months; in 
fact, it seems to be doubtful whether the 
present coterie of tournament cracks will 
hold its’ own much longer against the 
youngsters.

THE PUERTO RiCO CAMPAIGN. 

The President is right in pushing for- 
ward the military operations in Puerto 
Rico. Gen. MiILes is on the island and 
preparing to advance. Gen. BROOKE is on 
his way. Within a week our troops 
ought to be on the road to San Juan and 
our warships in position to bombard the 
forts and the city. 

The overtures for peace in no wise af- 
fect our right and duty to proceed with 
the work of possessing ourselves of 
Puerto Rico and the Philippines. If we 
were obliged to call a halt every time 
Spain sent to inquire on what terms we 
would be willing to make peace she could 
check us as often as our advances and 
her peril made necessary such easy tac- 
tics. While she is merely taking sound- 
ings about peace we must keep on fight- 
When she definitely accepts in prin- 
outline of our terms, which 
must the surrender of Puerto 
Rico, Cuba, and probably the Philip- 
pines, it will be‘time to talk about a sus- 


ing. 
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pension of hostilities. 

There need be no apprehension that the 
President will make any mistake about 
the campaign in Puerto Rico. It will be 
pushed vigorously. When Spain has defi- 
nitely agreed to surrender the island it 
will be time enough to stop fighting. 





THE OPEN DOOR. 

The President has announced his de- 
termination of ascertaining, as authenti- 
cally as may be, the opinion of the coun- 
try upon the disposition of the Philip- 
pines before concluding upon that dispo- 
sition, still more before announcing it to 
Spain. It is a wise determination. Of 
the several courses which we have here- 
tofore pointed out as open to us two may 
now be taken as closed. We cannot give 
the islands bazk to Spain to be dealt with 
ai her pleasure, or as she has dealt with” 
them heretofore. We cannot trust them 
to their own inhabitants. There can be 
little question that the advice of Admiral 
Dewey, should the President seek it, 
would concur with the opinions of all oth- 
er competent observers. Scarcely any 
other observer is so competent as the Ad- 
miral. He has been brought into rela- 
tions with AGUINALDO and the insurgents 
which would give to his opinion of the 
capacity of the Filipinos for self-govern- 
ment the highest value. 

It being settled that the natives of the 
islands must for some indefinite time, at 
least remain in a condition of pupilage, 
under a protectorate, the practical ques- 
tion is whether we shall endeavor to ad- 
minister that protectorate alone, by 
right of conquest, or whether we shall 
invite other powers to share with us 
the responsibility. To hand the islands 
over to another power is not an admissi- 
ble solution. The only power to which 
we should think of transferring them is 
Great Britain. She has the machinery 
for managing distant dependencies which 
as yet we lack. Her colonial policy would 
give a guarantee of just government. 
Her commercial policy would give Amer- 
ican traders the assurance of “the open 
door.” But it is more than doubtful 
whether Great Britain would consent to 
take the islands from us, in the face of 
the hostility which such a transfer would 
bring upon her and upon us. It would 
be a distinct disturbance, to the increase 
of her present preponderance, of the bal- 
ance of power in the East. Russia, 
whose interest in the Philippines is very 
indirect, has already notified us, in a 
dignified manner, that she would resent 
euch a transfer. Germany, in her less 
dignified and more turbulent way, has 
let us know that if there is to be a parti- 
tion of the Philippines, she has already 
gelected her slice. 

The resentment with which the pow- 
ers which are looking for exclusive con- 
cessions in the Philippines would view 
either our alienation of the Philippines 
or our retention of them would be shorn 


of most of its force and of all its reason 


‘if we placed them under a joint pro- 


tectorate to which we were but one 
party. Even if we undertook to retain 
them by ourselves, it would be necessary 
for us to proclaim the principle of the 
open door, We must not repeat the 
Spanish policy of exclusive or preferen- 
tial dealing, which is also the Russian 
policy, the German policy, and the 
French policy. We must do in the Phil- 
ippines as we would be done by in China. 
We must open the islands to commerce, 
and to the civilization that commerce 
brings, on equal terms to all mankind. 

For the purpose of keeping the open 
door in the Philippines, the scheme of a 
joint protectorate of the powers which 
accept the principle of the open door has 
some manifest and decided advantages 
over the scheme of an exclusive protec- 
torate by ourselves. The first is that it 
would emphatically make good the dis- 
claimer of any purpose of territorial ag- 
grandizement with which we began the 
war. To many among ourselves and to 
the whole world outside it seems a rather 
pitiful quibble that our pledge applied 
only to Cuba. In spite of it, it is plain 
that we must for some time to come 
maintain a protectorate in Cuba. In 
spite of it it is plain that we must estab- 
lish in Puerto Rico some form of Gov- 
ernment which will amount to annexa- 
tion. When the necessity for taking ter- 
ritory is clear, as it is in the case of 
Puerto Rico, any criticism will be un- 
fair, and we can bear it with a good 
conscience. But when there is any other 
way open than actual acquisition, we 
shall be blamed with a show of reason 
for not taking that way: A joint pro- 
tectorate in the interest of open com- 
merce would vindicate our good faith and 
greatly mitigate the envy of our con- 
quest. 

Again, a joint protectorate would les- 
sen both our expenses and our risks. The 
administration and police of the Philip- 
pines will constitute an enormously ex- 
pensive undertaking. It is not fair to 
ourselves that, as one only of the com- 
petitors for the trade of the islands, we 
should be at the whole charge,of their 
government. On the other hand, there 
is nothing invidious and nothing exclus- 
ive in confining the government to those 
powers with possessions in the Pacific 
which open those possessions to free 
competition. Any other power which de- 
sires to participate in the administra- 
tion has only to renounce exclusive priv- 
ileges and concessions in its own acquisi- 
tions in order to be admitted. No power 
can justly complain that it is excluded 
from the execution of a policy which it 
does not accept for itself. Our own ex- 
perience of joint protectorates has been 
limited to the small experiment of Sa- 
moa. That was not very successful, but 
it is to be noted that there was no fric- 
tion whatever between the British and 
American partners. The friction was en- 
tirely between them and the third part- 
ner, Which cannot be expected to apply 
for a share in the government of the 
Philippines if the application involves 
the surrender of exclusive pretensions 
elsewhere in the East. 

Finally, there is the consideration, 
which we have already adduced, that a 
joint pretectorate over the Philippines 
would be unassailable. If we took over 
the islands, we should be liable to be as- 
sailed by a combination that would make 
us look with eagerness for allies. But if 
the alliance already existed, in the form 
of a partnership of the three powers 
which insisted upon free commercial 
competition, and opened their own pos- 
sessions to it, no one of the partners 
need be under the slightest solicitude. If 
Great Britain, Japan, and the United 
States are agreed upon any question per- 
taining to the Pacific, the failure of the 
rest of the world to agree is a matter of 
no consequence whatever. 


M. CAMBON’S POSITION! 


The position of M. CAMBON has been 
misunderstood in Europe as well as in 
some quarters here. He is not a “ me- 
diator,” he is not using “ good offices,” 
either his own or those of France. He is 


tthe diplomatic representative of Spain 


near our Government. 

When Sefior Povo retired the necessary 
interests of Spain were intrusted to the 
French Ambassador. Any citizen of 
Spain who had need to make representa- 
tions to our Government was able to do 
so through the French Ambassador. In 
a like manner any communication which 
Spain now finds it necessary to make to 
our Government comes through M. Cam- 
BON. He is the acting diplomatic repre- 
sentative of Spain in Washington. 

The mediation gf France or the em- 
ployment of her good offices or the good 
offices of any Buropean power in the 
peace negotiations would be unaccepta- 
ble to us. 


THE JOY OF THE CARPERS, 


Almost the first gleam of joy that has 
fallen across the stony pathway of the 
original opponents of the war emanates 
from the discovery, now fully verified, 
that the Cuban insurgents are not angels 
and wear no wings. We cannot find it 
in our hearts to reprove their glee. They 
have had a hard time. They protested 
furiously that we ought not to intervene 
in Cuba. Let the miserable Cubans stew 
in their own juice, they cried. But the 
country took the other course, and, un- 
willingly, hanging back as much as they 
dared, some of the anti-war party fol- 
lowed on while others disappeared alto- 
gether. Their authority for constructive 
criticism or comment had beeh forfeited, 
and prudence constrained them to pipe 
small whenever they felt like hostile ut- 
terance. 

Now comes Gakora’s quarrel with 
SHarTeR, from which it appears that a 
part, at least, of the insurgents expected 
to come at once into possession of Cuban 
territory and Cuban cities as fast as we 
drove out the Spaniards. There come, 
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also, stories from. the front about the un-| 
pleasant behavior of many of our insur- 
gent allies. These things are meat and 
drink to the original anti-war party. 
They come like rain upon a parched land. 
Its members glean and repeat every story 
or invention reflecting unfavorably upon 
the insurgents. They are cruel and lazy, 
they are thieves, they will not fight, nei- 
ther will they work. Every yarn that 
imputes to Cuban soldiers the vices. of 
the camp followers and the rabble that 
hang around our army is eagerly snapped 
up. Their minds are so pertinaciously 
directed to the contemplation of insur- 
gent worthlessness that they have had 
no time or inclination for comment upon 
the behavior of Spanish sharpshooters in 
shooting our wounded men as they lay 
on stretchers and taking pot shots at 
the Surgeons and nurses. Nor have they 
found opportunity to denounce the Span- 
ish officers and crew of the Colon for 
opening the sea valves of that ship and 
sinking her after she had surrendered 
and was no longer theirs to destroy. 

At length we begin to hear stories of 
another kind about our Cuban allies. 
When the Cubans at Camp McCalla were 
transferred there was a ceremony of 
parting in which our troops and the Cu- 
bans expressed the most cordial regard 
for each other. There were cheers, pa- 
triotic cries, compliments, and the press 
dispatch assures us that “it is conceded 
that the Cubans have been of great serv- 
ice to tle marines.” Furthermore, Gen. 
O. O. Howarp, who is at Guantanamo, 


makes a statement in which he says: 


“T have seen many Cubans of ability. 
Their loyalty to Cuba and the United States 
is deeply ingrained. 

“They only fear the death of thousands 
of friends at every postponement of the tak- 
ing of Havana. 

“They declare that property owners in 
Havana are yet powerful enough to force 
Gen. BLANCO to surrender as soon as our 
landing shall be secured and the fleet near. 

“ They say that Gen. Garcia is satisfied 
with the garrisoning of Santiago and that it 
gives satisfaction to the Cubans generally. 
They contradict the published falsehoods, 
especially those inspired by the few Span- 
iards and their friends at Key West. 

* Seventy per cent. of the Cubans proper 
can read and write. They are worthy of 
American sympathy and help. 

** We must let no avarice, prejudice, or ex- 
tensive Spanish influence blind us to the 
actual facts.” 


This dampens the joy of the haters of 
Cubans. Their logic was that if the Cu- 
ban insurgents are bad the Spaniards 
must have been all right and fully justi- 
fied in shooting and starving them; con- 
sequently we had no justification for go- 
ing to war, those who opposed war are 
the saints of the earth and E. J. PHELPS 
is the leading American patriot. The tes- 
timony from Guantanamo, showing that 
there are worthy men and good soldiers 
among the insurgents, is fatal to this 
reasoning. There will be gloom again, 
for the hope was daily growing stronger 
that we should find a good many “ ugly 
problems” in Cuba on account of the 
cantankerousness of the insurgents, and 
the prophets who have been cheated of 
their opportunity to say ‘I told you so” 
are depressed. But let them cheer up. 
There will. be problems, some of them 
ugly. There will be plenty of opportunity 
for carping, and now and then something 
that may embolden the carpers to de- 
clare that the war was a mistake. 


WHY THEY RULE. 


“The reason why Gov. BLuackK wants to 
run elections in the city is because he is out 
with PLatr. He ought not to run elections 
here, and his measure is bad, as well as 
unconstitutional, but the system that he re- 
places, and which left the management of 
elections in the hands of PLATT and 
CROKER, was no more a home-rule feature 
than is Gov. BLack’s scheme, and Mr. HILL 
is mistaken if he supposes it to be. Home 
rule means that the municipal family shall 
rule the household, not that one of the 
members of the family, like Van Wyck, 
for example, shall act as the agent for 
absolute rulers like PLATT and CROKER.” 


The above is a comment of Harper’s 
Weekly on ex-Senator HILw’s criticism 
of the Black Election bill. So far as 
concerns the explanation of the passage 
of the bill, it is interesting, if correct, 
though why Senator PLatT should have 
allowed the Legislature, without hesita- 
tion, and indeed with. abject haste and 
zeal, to pass a bill for the benefit of his 
party enemy and rival, is puzzling. If 
Mr. PLatTT were frankly and truly to ex- 
plain the matter we suspect his state- 
ment would not wholly agree with that 
of the Weekly. 

But the description of “Piatt and 
CROKER” as “ absolute rulers”? seems to 
us likely to give a wrong impression. 
Their absolutism is qualified by the fact 
that the voters of New York can, if they 
will, even under our present defective 
charter, strip them of power. They 
could have done it at the election at 
which Mr. VAN Wyck was made Mayor. 
No one doubts that the election of Mr. 
Low would have achieved this result, or 
that he would have been elected if he had 
received enough votes. Every citizen 
who voted for Mr. Van Wyck because 
he was “tired of reform,” and every one 
who voted for Gen. Tracy because the 
“integrity of the Republican Party” 
seemed to him all-important, were free 
agent. They voted as they choose, with- 
out let or hindrance, and there were 
enough of them to keep Mr. Low out 
and put Mr. VAN Wyck in. 

This in actual practice may not be 
complete “home rule,” but it is near 
enough to that to throw the responsi- 
bility on the voters. It is a very grave 
one, as undoubtedly Harper’s Weekly 
cordially agrees. Let us keep it clearly 
in mind and not delude ourselves that, 
as a community, we are victims when 
We are in reality silent partners in our 
own oppression. 


THE “RUIN” OF SPAIN. 


The London Spectator, in a very sug- 
gestive but somewhat fanciful -article, 
argues that Spain cannot be persuaded 
to accede to the terms of peace which we 
have a right to impose by the demonstra- 
tion that she will be ruined. The argu- 
ment in substance is that Spain does not 
really care whether she is ruined or not, 
that is that she can be reduced to a state 
of utter helplessness so far as foreign 
war is concerned, her fleet destroyed, her 
colonies taken from her, her Treasury 
exuptied, and even her internal peace 
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broken by revolution, and yet her savage | here,” but this is taken by the Birmingham- 


pride will prevent her from yielding. 
The request presented at Washington 
by the Spanish Goverament through the 
French Ambassador is, in a sense, the 
answer to this argument. The more con- 
vincing answer is, we think, that the 
course of the Spanish Government can- 
not be predicted by regarding Spain as a 
distinct and integral personality, guided 
by consistent motives. That course will 
be dictated by public opinion as inter- 
preted by those in power for the time be- 
ing, or by their successors. These at 
present are the Sagasta Ministry, who 
may be changed by their own will, or by 
the Queen Regent with a little stretch of 
prerogative, or by revolution. 

There is unquestionably in Spain a 
large number of active and intelligent 
citizens who believe that the colonies are 
a burden and a nuisance, and who are 
eager to get rid of them on any practica- 
ble terms. Among these are manufactur- 
ers who have enjoyed the monopoly of 
the trade with Cuba, who know that it is 
lost, and who would be glad to get an 
even chance at recovering a share of it 
through peace, There. are many Lib- 
erals who regard the colonies as hotbeds 
of corruption, where the chief plotters 
against good government in Spain have 
been enriched. Then there are many 
who are convinced that the colonies have 
been the excuse for keeping up a large 
army and heavy expenditures, and that 
if they were cut off and the energies of 
the country consolidated on home indus- 
tries and interests, real prosperity would 
be reasonably sure. In determining the 
final course of the Spanish Government 
these men will have some influence. 
How much, it is difficult to say; but their 
sane intelligence and sound patriotism 
must be a real check on what is gener- 
ally taken to be the barbarous tendency 
of the national feeling. Whether Spain 
can be really revived or not, it is certain- 
ly no part of the plan or wish of the 
American Nation to ruin her. We shall 
be glad to make a peace that will power- 
fully aid her in securing the utmost 
prosperity. 


THE ROUTE OF LA BOURGOGNE, 


An investigation into the collision be- 
tween La Bourgogne and the British 
sailing ship Cromartyshire has been 
made by the authorities at Halifax, and 
the report, which is just published, is of 
great interest. It does not go into the 
charges of lax discipline or other mis- 
conduct by the crew of La Bourgogne, 
but is confined entirely to the probable 
causes of the collision, 

Capt. HENDERSON of the Cromartyshire 
and his officers are formally ‘“ exoner- 
ated from blame for the collision and its 
consequences.” But as to La Bourgogne 


‘the report reaches the “ conclusion that 


the steamship was proceeding at a very 
high rate of speed ’”’; also that she “‘ was 
not in the position at the time of the 
collision indicated by the steam lanes on 
the pilot chart of the North Atlantic,” 
and that had her commander ** adopted 
the rules laid down [as to the ocean 
lanes] his vessel could not have been in 
the position indicated by the disaster.” 
The report calls attention to the fact 
that “‘many of the principal steamship 
companies do not follow the routes laid 
down and assented to by all the parties 
in interest in apparent good faith.’”’ This 
is a serious statement by a responsible 
body, and ought to receive prompt and 
careful attention. The report, from 
which we quote, is made by the Govern- 
ment Wreck Commissioner at Halifax, 
Capt. W. H. SmitH of the Royal Naval 
Reserve, and concurred in by his asso- 
ciliates, Capt. BLOOMFIELD DoUGLAss, 
Royal Naval Reserve, and Capt. Lewis 
ANDERSON, If their very emphatic 
declarations are correct, it is a matter 
for joint action by the Governments of 
the United States, Great Britain, France, 
and Germany, which among them have 
jurisdiction over all the steamship lines 
of any importance crossing the Atlantic. 
The report suggests the designation of a 
new route considered safer and not ma- 
terially longer than those now supposed 
to be followed. Whether the change is 
needed or not, there is no question that 
the routes to which all the companies 
are believed to have consented should be 
strictly followed, and this can be accom- 
plished only by joint action when the 
facts shall have been clearly determined. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Birmingham, Ala., has seen the estab- 
lishment within its limits or in its vicinity 
of so many great industrial enterprises, 
directly or indirectly dependent on the ré- 
markable facilities to be found there for 
bringing coal and iron into profitable alli- 
ance, that its residents have ceased to be 
much excited over the constantly recurring 
influxes of Eastern capital. These, indeed, 
have come to be taken almost as a matter 
of course, extremely pleasant, but to be 
recorded with composure. Investors from 
the West are not so common, however, and 
when a number of iron marufacturers from 
Chicago arrived there this week and looked 
the ground over carefully, with an eye to 
its availability as the site for a one-million- 
dollar steel wire mill, to employ some 1,200 
men, the Birmingham papers decided that 
something new had happened, and proceed- 
ed to rejoice over the phenomenon with 
enthusiasm and big headlines. Among the 
Western visitors were the chief officers of 
the Illinois Steel Company, the American 
Steel Wire Company, and the Chicago Ship- 
building Company, and, acting as their 
hosts, not less cordial because somewhat 
interested, were eminent representatives of 
Alabama railways and mills. The strangers 
were taken all over the city and its suburbs, 
and they inspected as many quarries, mines, 
furnaces, and factories as the extreme heat 
of the day gave them strength to see— 
which, as-the financial magnate of these 
times is a man of considerable endurance, 
was not a few. The visitors expressed ex- 
treme satisfaction with what they observed 
and praised the natural advantages of 
Birmingham warmly enough to satisfy even 
the old inhabitants with land to sell. The 
President of the American Steel Wire Com- 
pany, when questioned as to the plans of his 
corporation, answered somewhat vaguely, to 
the effect that the company “‘ now has four- 
teen mills at work making steel wire, rods, 
and the like, and a branch may be started

ese, who are a hopeful Jot, as well as deeply 
versed in the language of capitalists, as a 
basis for expectations amounting to little 
less than certainty. 


— Much has been heard of late about the 
terrible things that would happen in Spain 
if the Government abandoned the last-man- 
and-last-peso policy, yet, now that peace ne- 
gotiations have begun, the Spanish people 
seem strangely indifferent, and the cable 
dispatches say that neither surprise nor 
sensation has been produced. Considering 
all the conditions, this is not remarkable; 
indeed, it. is just what would have been ex- 
pected if mendacity were not an art indus- 
triously practiced by the statesmen of Mad- 
rid. How could public opinion be infiuen- 
tial, or even exist, in a country where only 
three in ten of the inhabitants can read, 
and where probably not one adult in twenty 
ever does? The desperate resolution so 
often expressed over there by the voluble 
hundreds in behalf of the silent millions is 
now seen to have meant simply a strong 
desire to hang on to certain “* good things ’’— 
offices, monopolies, privileges, exemptions— 
as long as possible. The Spaniard can die 
as well as another in case of need, but he 
is no more eager than the rest of us to give 
his life in a hopeless cause or for a useless 
object. To be quite frank, Americans are 
struck by the brevity, rather than by the 
length, of Santiago’s defense, and just why 
all those thousands of soldiers surrendered 
when they did remains a bit mysterious. 


—-Another demonstration of exactly what 
to do when steerage passengers turn into 
wild animals—of exactly what should have 
been done, and wasn’t, either on the Bour- 
gogne or the North German Lloyd steamer 
Elbe—has heen given by the officers of the 
Ardandhu, an unpretentious “ tramp,” on 
which laxity of discipline would have been 
half way excusable. Fire broke out in the 
Ardandhu’s hold, and for a while threatened 
the vessel’s immediate destruction. At once 
eight masculine, as distinguished from man- 
ly, occupants of the steerage made a rush 
for the boats. They were Italians, but that 
is only incidental and proves little or noth- 
ing. Two of the mates—as many officers as 
could”be spared from fighting the fire—at 
once began to reason with the too impulsive 
Latins. One of the mates argued with a 
club, the other with a revolver. Nobody 
was hurt—permanently—but in about two 
minutes the debate ended, and when the 
question was put, there was unanimous con- 
sent to save the women and children first. 
As it happened, nobody, had to leave the 
ship. for the fire was brought under con- 
trol. That, however, did not decrease the 
value of the lesson taught, and the Ardan- 
dahu’s officers and crew can look those of 
the Delaware straight in the face and say, 
“We, too, know our duty, and do it.” 


; PERSONAL. 


—-Possibly enough the report which Sur- 
geon General STERNBERG has made on the 
Seneca episode is deemed satisfactory by 
the calm and elderly officials who view the 
progress of events from behind massive 
desks in the War Department, but we are 
much mistaken if he does not soon learn 
that it is considered very far from satis- 
factory by the American public. The fact 
is that Gen, STERNBERG has explained vast- 
ly more than he has justified, has denied 
much and convinced few, has shifted re- 
sponsibility from many places, including 
his own shoulders, and fixed it somewhere 
up in the air, and has been so careful to 
verify the orthodoxy of the curves in which 
official red tape was festooned about his 
subordinates that its excessive amount did 
not attract his attention at all. He seems 
to regard it as very important that the two 
doctors on the Seneca received all the 
hospital supplies they asked for; the public 
ignores everything except the admitted fact 
that the supplies were inadequate. He 
talks of young and inexperienced Surgeons; 
the public wants to know who failed to 
provide older and wiser ones. So it goes 
through everything Gen. STERNBERG has 
said, and we hear a lot about the circum- 
stances which made the case possible, noth- 
ing about the neglect or the incompetence 
in high places which alone could have made 
the circumstances possible. The end of the 
war will bring a time of heavy reckoning 
for the Medical Corps of the United States 
Army. The country is not proud of that 
corps, and has more than half a mind to 
be fiercely angry with it. Knowledge of 
such diseases as typhoid fever has become 
widespread of late years. When that mal- 
ady appears in a town—and stays there— 
we all regard the inhabitants of the town 
as uncleanly in their habits and hold the 
municipal authorities guilty of reckless care- 
lessness or criminal ignorance. Now, there 
have been cases of typhoid in all the camps 
and epidemics of it in many of them. What 
are we to think of the military physicians, 
whose authority over the soldiers is far 
greater than that of Aldermen and Health 
Boards over ordinary citizens? And before 
the war began we were told that Spaniards 
might have yellow fever, but modern science 
would protect our armies. Has it done so? 
Nobody has a word to say against the army 
Surgeons; they are heroes every one; but 
the great men who give them orders, the 
medico-politicians, would better prepare for 
trouble in the future. It’s coming. 


—Here’s a highly interesting fact: ‘‘ Prof. 
NORTON’s son, a surgeon in Washington, 
was one of the first to offer his services to 
the Government in this war, and has been 
working since the Ist of June at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Georgia.” So says a journalistic 
exponent of Nortonism. Whether it makes 
the statement in sorrow over an obdurate 
son who has not profited by the example 
and exhortations of a wise and good father 
or whether it hopes to elicit expressions of 
regret from critics who have condemned 
Prof. Norton’s influence upon American 
youth, these are questions we cannot an- 
swer. The case is one from which either 
of the deductions suggested might be drawn, 
and no doubt the course followed by Dr. 
NorTON does show that bad results have not 
always followed the professor’s teachings. 
Many things are to be considered, however. 
Good fathers are not condemned for the 
sins of bad sons—always—and the self-sac- 
rificing patriotism of a son by no means 
proves—always—that his early training was 
the best possible. Somehow or other, there- 
fore, this revelation moves us only to com- 
mend the surgeon at Fort McPherson; it 
necessitates no revision of ideas about the 
man who would be proud of his country if 
it were not for his countrymen. 


— Admiral THOMAS LEEKE MAssIF, who 
died the other day at Chester, was known 
as “the father of the British Navy.” He 
was ninety-seven years old, and in the 
course of his long career had participated 
in many interesting events. He was, for in- 
stance, one of the boat’s crew which went 
ashore to bring off Lord ByYRon to a British 
man-of-war during his last illness in 
Greece. The Admiral stated that when they 
reached the harbor they were informed by 
the medical men that the poet was too ill 
to be removed, and he died shortly after- 
ward, Admiral MAssIE, who was a mem- 


‘ber of an old Cheghire family, was present 


at the battle of Navarino, and recently 
gave a graphic description in a local news- 
paper of the destruction of the Turkish 
squadron by the allied fleet. After his re- 
tiremént from the Royal Navy, the Admiral 
went to reside at Chester, and was for some 
years Chairman of the Governors of Ches- 
ter Infirmary, and also a member of other 
philanthropic organizations. He entered 
the navy at the age of sixteen, in 1818. He 
attained the rank of Commander in 1838, 
and that of Captain three years later. He 
was made Rear Admiral in 1860, and Ad- 


miral in 1872. He saw active service not 
only at: Navarino, but at Beyrout, Sidon, 
and St.-Jean d’Acre, and in China and the 
Black Sea. 


THE HENRY GEORGE PLAN. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The very able and, in the main, clear- 
sighted address of the Hon. A. W. Terrell 
before the students of the University of 
Texas at its recent commencement icaves 
soincthing to be desired’as regards accuracy 
in its statement of what the sagacious 
fabricator of headlines terms ‘ Henry 
George’s Scheme.” As»Mr. Terrell’s re- 
marks seem likely to carry more or less 
misinformation to your particular clientage 
regarding the theory of land-value taxat‘on 
and the claims of the adherents of that 
doctrine, you may perhaps, if nothing betier 
offe.3, find space for this brief effort in the 
line of setting the gentleman from Texas 
right. He says: 

Equally disastrous would be the scheme of 
Henry George, which would tax the homestead 
out of existence by compelling the owner to pay 
rent on it, for the’ benefit of the good and the 
bad, the tndustrious and the indolent alike. Such 
schemes would reverse the order of a progressive 
civilization, and make a man a tenant at will 
in his own’home. They would equalize condi- 
tions, but would banish civilization. 

The right of property once vested represents 
human labor, and whether the property becomes 


more or less valuable should not concern those 
who did not work for it. 


It seems impossible to believe that any- 
thing but an ahsolute lack of knowledge of 
the system he criticises can lie behind such 
an assertion as this; for intellectual pride, 
if accompanied by accurate information, 
would prevent the promulgation of such ab- 
surdities as being logical deductions from 
the plan of placing all taxation on the 
value of land, for it is absolutely certain 
that the change from the present system 
could be “ disastrous” only !n the event 
of the new system imposing the payment 
of larger sums on homestead owners (or 
for that matter on any one) than are de- 
manded by the present custom of taxing 
everything in sight and then calling upon 
the unfortunate taxpayer to swear that he 
possesses nothing in the shape of personal 


property that is out of the Assessor’s line 
of vision. Of course it is not possible to 
figure the difference between the two sys- 
tems accurately, because no mancantellhow 
hard protective and revenue tariffs, internal 
revenue and other kinds of devious and 
subterranean taxation hit him, but it seems 
certain that even a tax of 5 per cent. (a 
very large estimate of the probable rate of 
land va.ue taxation) on the bare value of 
the land of a homestead would be very 
much less in amount than the present rate 
on a 40 per cent. valuation of real estate, 
including improvements, added to the tax 
on implements, live stock, growing and 
gathered crops, &c., to which must be add- 
ed the cost to the homestead owner of keep- 
ing the pauper labor of foreign lands out 
of our markets by protective tariffs, which 
put no tax on the entrance of foreign labor, 
(pauper or otherwise,) taxing only labor 

roducts, and the cost of internal revenue 

urdens, all of which, added together, must 
foot up to such a sum as would cause a 
revolution (or a change of method) between 
sun-up and sun-down on the same day that 
the average man found himself able to fig- 
ure the amount the various taxes draw 
through his nose. 

Unless, then, the honorable gentleman 
can show that more onerous burdens would 
follow the system he contemns, it is surely 
trué that he is wrong in asserting that 
““such schemes would reverse the order of 
@ progressive civilization and make a man 
a tenant in his own home.” 

That our lecturer has no clear conception 
of the thing he condemns is matle further 
apparent when he remarks “the right of 

roperty once vested represents human 
ijabor, and whether the property becomes 
more or less valuable should not concern 
those who did not work for it,” for on that 
ground one could defend the right of prop- 
erty in anything bought by the result of 
labor. But as it is not intended to enter 
into the question of the right of individual 
ownership of land, however acquired, we 
will refer merely to the -fact that cog- 
nizance is taken by the present system of 
property which gains or loses value, be- 
cause it closely concerns ‘‘ those who did 
not work for it,’ to wit, the other tax- 
payers, and the new system would dis- 
criminate in no degree differently. It is evi- 
dent, then, from the foregoing, that the 
land value system of taxation would hardly 
“‘ banish civilization,” although it is certain 
that a careful reading of the literature up- 
holding that system would banish from the 
mind of the Texas orator some misconcep- 
tions, which, in the light of greater knowl- 
edge, he will be glad to lose,

“Master of the Cromartyshire 
Obeyed Regulations for Pre- 
venting Collisions.* 


COURT OF INQUIRY’S VERDICT 


Captain of a Schooner Removes Jew- 
eiry from Floating Bodies of Vic- 
tims for Purposes of 
Identification. 


HALIMPAX, N. S., July 28—The decisidn 
of the court of inquiry into La Bour- 
sogne-Cromartyshire collision was given 
this morning by Capt. Smith, R. N. R. It 
is in substance as follows: 

“The master of the Cromartyshire im- 
plicitly obeyed the international regulations 
for preventing collisions at the time of the 
accident. The foghorn of the Cromarty- 
shire was sounded, a good lookout was kept, 
and the speed of the sailing ship was mod- 
erate, all according to regulations, The mas- 
ter kept his ship an her course and speed, in 
accordance with the regulations, and she 
did not deviate from her course until after 
the collision, her bow and bowsprit being 
entirely carried away by La Bourgogne, 
she thus being rendered unmanageable. Aft- 
er he had ascertained his ship to be s&fe, a 
boat came alongside with eight seamen of 
La Bourgogne, and afterward two more 
boats loaded with people. The master then 
dispatched the second mate with a boat 
to pick up survivors, for which he deserves 
much credit. The master of the Cromarty- 
shire is therefore exonerated from all blame 


for the collision and his certificate of com- 
petency is returned to him. No blame is 
attached to the crew.” 

The report concludes as follows: 

“ The evidence submitted to the court did 
not enable it to —— how La Bourgogne 
finally toundered and how such a melan- 
choly loss of life was entailed, and the court 
is not called upon to Se apy opinion 
ph nn hg the conduct of La Bourgogne’s 
oefncers.”’ 


NEW OCEAN ROUTES SELECTED. 


Steamship Agents Say Court of In- 
quiry’s Suggestions Are Anticipated. 


New York steamship agents, to whose at- 
tention certain recommendations of the 
Canadian court of inquiry were called, said 
yesterday that all of the lines save the 
French line had agreed upon new routes in 
May last, and had since been following 
them. A new route proposed by the Hali- 
fax court they thougnt was needlessly far 
to the south. 

Under the May conference arrangement 
the year was cut up inte four seasons, in- 
stead of being divided in two as heretofore, 
with a northerly course from July to Janu- 


ary and a southerly course the first half 
of the year. 

The recommendation from Halifax is that 
a course should be from Sandy Hook to 
longitude 70 in latitude 40, following that 
latitude to longitude 47 west, and thence by, 
great circle to Fastnet or Scilly; the east- 
erly course to be 30 minutes north of this. 
Under the May conference arrangements, 
four lanes of travel are prescribed to mas- 
ters, as follows: 

From Jan. 15 to March 81, steer for 40 
degrees 10 minutes north, longitude 70 west, 
to cross the meridian at longitude 49 de- 
grees west in latitude 41 degrees 40 minutes, 
and from this point nothing north of the 
great circle to Fastnet or Bishop Rock. 

From April 1 to June 23, the route varies 
after passing longitude 7u degrees so as to 
cross longitude 49 degrees west in latitude 
40 degrees 10 minutes, or 1 degree 30 min- 
utes further to the south, at this point, 
which is the region of fogs off the banks. 

From June 24 to July 23, the route of the 
first quarter is resumed. 

From July 24 to Jan. 14, after crossing 
the meridian of longitude 70 degrees west 
the course is shaped to cross the meridian 
GO degrees west in latitude 42 north and 
longitude 45 degrees west in latitude 46 de- 
space 30 minutes north, and thence by great 
circle. 

For the west-bound routes the great circle 
is used to the region of fogs, and thence, in 
season, they are as follows: 

Jan. 15 to April 8—Cross the meridian 49 
degrees west in latitude 42 degrees 30 min- 
utes, and thence by rhomb line or great 
circle, or even north of great circle, if an 
easterly current is encountered, to a posi- 
tion south of Nantucket Light Vessel, &c. 

April 9 to June 14—The same as above to 
meridian at 49 degrees in latitude 41 de- 
grees north, and thence the same as in the 
first part of the year. 

June 15 to July 14—The same throughout 
as in the first part of the year. 

July 15 to Jan. 14—The same as above to 
longitude 49 degrees, crossing the meridian 
in latitude 46 north; crossing the meridian 
at 60 degrees in latitude 43 degrees, and 
thence the same as above. 

The agents who were spoken to yesterday 
said that the requirements as to entries on 
logs were stringent, and the logs are ex- 
amined at the end of each trip. If they 
shew any Geparture froin the routes pre- 
scribed the Captains are liable to a fine. 

Mr. Boas of the Hamburg-American Line 
and Manager Griscom of the American Line 
said that these routes had thus far proved 
very satisfactory to the lines observing 
them, and they believed there was no occa- 
sion to change them, 

Assistant Manager Faguet of the French 
Line said that the vessels of the company 
followed the courses iaid down on.the Unit- 
ed States hydrographic charts. 

Regarding the finding of the Canadian 
court of inquiry, he said: 

“The decision states very little. In no 
wise does it attach blame to La Bour- 
gogne’s officers, except in censuring Capt. 
Deloncle for supposedly going out of his 
course. Captains of transatlantic steamers 
are guided by the reports of icebergs, when 
these courses are altered to avoid meeting 
the floating mountains. The best speed 
of La Bourgogne was not more than seven- 
teen knots, which would be reduced speed 
for many of the liners.’’ 

The Captain of the Cromartyshire thought 
that La Bourgogne at the time of the dis- 
aster was 160 miles north of the hydro- 
graphic chart route but the court thought 
she was not so far as that. 


CRUISING IN SEARCH OF BODIES. 


Two Men Send a Steamer to Find Ree 
mains of Loved Ones, 


HALIFAX, N. 8., July 28.—The steamer 
Hiawatha sailed to-night on a cruise in 
search of bodies of victims of La Bourgogne 
disaster. She ‘will call at Sable Island and 
cruise on Grand Banks and vicinity in the 
search. The expedition is fitted out by John 
Dillon of New York and W. O. Perry of 
Kansas City, both of whom lost their wives 
and children. The Compagnie Generale 
Transatlantique had been asked to institute 
a search, but declined, and the work was 
undertaken by the twb gentlemen named, at 
their expense, limiting the quest to mem- 
bers of their own families. 

George Clay of New York, who sailed 
with the steamer, is manager of the expe- 
dition. 

"The Hiawatha is provisioned for three 
weeks, and carries caskets for inclosing pos- 
sible remains and men to hermetically seal 
them if required. 

A doctor accompanies the expedition. The 
steamer will return home in any case at the 
expiration of the search. 


JEWELRY FROM FLOATING BODIES. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., July 28.—The schooner 
Delight, Capt. McDonald, arrived here to- 
day and reported passing through a quan- 
tity of wreckage from the lost French Line 
steamer La Bourgogne, off Sable Island. 
Capt. McDona.d launched a boat and rowed 
to some dead bodies, wnich he descried float~ 
ing about the wreckage. He found several 
male and female bodies, from which he re 
moved rings, watches, pocketbooks, and 
other property which would help to identity 
the bodies from which the articles were 
taken, Capt. McDonald proposes to turn 
the property over to the Government here, 
with whom the relatives and iriends of peo- 
ple lost on the steamship should communi- 
cate. All tne bodies were too much de- 
composed to permit a description of their 
features.

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DR. SKINNER SHOT DOWN 


Queens County Coroner Fired At 
After Being Called to At- 
tend a Patient. 


HIS ASSAILANT IS UNKNOWN 


Used a Weapon Filled with Shot and 
Brass Slugs, Which, If They 
Cause Blood Poisoning, Will 
Result in Death. 


‘An attempt to murder Dr. E. D. Skinner, 
a well-known physician, and one of the 
Coroners of Queens County, was made late 
on Wednesday night at his home, in Min- 
eola, L. I. The would-be assassin escaped, 
and Dr. Skinner, who is sixty years old, is 
in a serious condition, the chances being 
equally divided between death and recovery, 
unless biood poisoning should set in, in 
which case his life can hardly be saved. 

Dr. Skinner is well known in the town of 
Hempstead, of whic Mineola is one of the 
villages, and has practiced there for twen- 
ty-five years. In his dual capacity of phy- 
gician and Coroner it is not at all odd that 
he should be called late at night on errands 
to his patients or to perform his functions 
as Coroner, so that he was not surprised to 
receive a call on Tuesday night at 11:30. 

At the time, the doctor was sitting at the 
window of his room in the second story of 
his house, which faces the tracks of the 
Long Island Railroad, only fifty feet away. 
The man rang the bell and then stepped 
from the porch to the shelter of a clump of 
high bushes to the right of the porch. Dr. 
Skinner looked ovt of the window and asked 
what was wanted, 


A Tale of Sickness, 


* Willett Tappan’s housekeeper is sick and 
wants you to come at once,” replied the 
man, still standing in the shadow. 

“Are you out so that you can take me 


over?” called the doctor. 

“Yes, I’ve got a horse and buggy and 
— take you over and back,” was the 
reply. 

Dr. Skinner left the room and went down 
stairs to his office on the first floor, where 
he secured his instrument case and a bottle 
of aromatic spirits of ammonia. He lighted 
a lamp then and went down stairs to the 
basement kitchen, intending to go out by 
the basement door, which is provided with 
a spring lock and which he uses at night. 
Just as he was about to leave the kitchen 
he noticed that the window was open and 
determined to close it. He placed the medi- 
cine case on the table and was about to 
turn with his hand on the lamp when there 
came a deafening report and Dr. Skinner 
fell to the floor with a load of shot and 
brass slugs in his back. 

Mrs. Skinner, who nad been half awak- 
ened when her husband answered the visitor 
from the second story window, heard the 
report and ran down stairs. Her husband 
was lying on the fioor and blood was pour- 
ing from the ugly wound. She ran to him 
erving: ‘‘ You’ve been shot.” 

** No,” replied the doctor, ‘‘ who was dead- 
ly pale, “ the bottle of ammonia must have 
exploded,” nor wouid he believe that he 
had been shot until he felt the blood from 
the wound in his back. Then he collapsed. 


Help Hurriedly Summoned, 


Mrs. Skinner retained her composure and 
called to Williams, the coachman, who had 
not heard the shot, and he hurried to the 
telephone in the hotel, only two doors away, 
and called up Dr. Finn of Hempstead. He 
then ran a block up the road to the home 
of Henry W. Skinner, the doctor’s son, 
whom he brought back with him. They 
carried the still unconscious man to bed, 


end a messenger was dispatched for Deputy 
Sheriff Pospisil, who lives in the village. 

A description of the house and grounds 
will show the deliberate purpose of the as- 
eassin. The front entrance faces the rail- 
road and a bright lamp burns all night on 
the lawn in front of the house. The rear 
entrance runs through an arbor to the barn 
and road beyond. It is thought that the as- 
sailant came up this way and stood back 
of the bushes so that the light might not 
fall on his face. When the doctor came 
down stairs the man was in a quandary as 
to which way he would come out and sta- 
tioned himself on the right side of the house 
waiting for his victim’s appearance. The 
first sight he got of him was through the 
small window in the basement kitchen. This 
is exactly level with the ground, and as 
soon as he spied the doctor there the as- 
eassin stooped down, and placing his weap- 
on directly against the wire screen, which 
also covered the window, fired. One pane 
of the glass was shattered, and a hole the 
size of a silver dollar was torn in the 
screen. Then the load spread, and, while 
most of it lodged in Dr. Skinner’s back and 
legs, particles of it were found in the floor 
and walls of the room. After firing the shot 
the miscreant probably ran through the or- 
chard and escaped by jumping over the 
fence to the tracks. 


Serious Effect of Brass. 


The sash of the window is blackened from 
the powder, but not broken or scarred by 
shot, showing how close the weapon was 
held. The load wae evidently fired from an 
old-fashioned muzzle-loading gun or pistol, 
the missiles being the worst that could pos- 
sibly be chosen. They consisted of about 
half a dozen buckshot and a lot of small 
pieces of brass that were broken up with 
a chisel, the pieces so far removed from the 


wound showing evidences of having been so 
treated. The fellow had not purchased any 
hot in the village, and had evidently calcu- 

ated on the deadly effect of brass in a 
mound, which in almost every case induces 
blood poisoning. 

There is one slight clue to the miscreant, 
and that consists of the wad which was 
used to hold the load in the weapon. This, 
siained with blood, was found on the floor 
of tne kitchen, and is of a peculiar kind of 

aper, just what kind the detectives re- 
use to state, as they hope to find some like 
s by a search of some houses in the vil- 
age. 

The authorities have concluded that they 
do not have to look outside of the village 
fot the assassin. That he knew the doctor's 
habits and the names of his patients is evi- 
denced by the fact that he mentioned the 
name of Willett Tappen, one of the doc- 
tor’s patients, and knew that Tappen had a 
housekeeper. a fact with which any one 
outside of the village could not have been 
cognizant. Again, he sought the shadow 
assiduously, as had he been recognized his 

lan might have failed of its purpose, and 
fe used an old-fashioned weapon such as 
might be on hand in a village like Mineola. 

If the family has any inkling as to who 
the miscreant might be they are making 
no statement on that point. They say it is 
possible that the doctor might have had an 
enemy, but they can imagine no one who 
would go to the extent of trying to murder 
him to satisfy a grudge. The usual methods 
are barn burning or cattle poisoning, and 
usually answer the purpose of repaying a 
real or fancied slight, and are not fraught 
with the consequences attending an attack 
on a person’s life. 


May Have Been a Foreigner. 


Another clue to the would-be assassin lies 
fn the fact that the injured man says his 
visitor spoke with a slight foreign accent, 
although he admits that he may be mis- 
taken in this. Any theory of robbery is 
out of the question, as a robber would hard- 
ly have started to waken his victim nor 


would be have used a weapon which made 
such a deafening report that it was heard

8 soon as Deputy Sheriff Pospisil ar- 
rived, he and Henry W. Skinner (bok lan- 
terns and went minutely over the grounds 
with the hope of finding a weapon.

The engineer says he 
heard a shot, but the tower man did not, 
aithough he says this was probably owing 
to the fact that the engine was noisily 
biowing eff steam. The shot was also heard

The Injured Man’s Condition. 


Dr. Finn yesterday succeeded in removing 
halt a dozen shot and about a dozen small 
pieces of brass from the wound, but there 
are many more of the latter still imbedded 
in the fatty tissues of the fleshy portion of 
the hip. They are of such shape that they 
cannot be located by probes, and hence the 
danger from blood qemoning. The doctor 
Says that had Dr. Skinner bent his knees 
when he stooped over the table he would 
have received the full charge in the spine, 
and death would have been almost instan- 
taneous. Dr. Skinner was resting easily 
last night, and, in spite of his age, shows 
erent recuperative power. It is hoped that 

is will pull him through. 

Dr. Skinner was born in Greenport, L. L., 
in 1838, and twenty years later he was grad- 
uated from the Berkshire Medical School in 
Pittsfield, Mass. He was for a number of 
years Health Officer of the town of Hemp- 
stead, and was elected Coroner in Novem- 
ber, 1896. He is ex-President of the Queens 
County Medical Association, physician to 
the Mineola Temporary Home, a member of 
the staff of the Nassau Hospital at Hemp- 
stead, and a deacon of the nae Bap- 
tist Church. He is also one of the assistant 
surgeons of the Long Island Railroad. 

Henry Skinner said last night that every 
effort would be made to run down the 
would-be assassin and bring him to justice, 
as the family would feel in constant danger 
with such a dangerous character at large. 
He expressed a firm conviction that the as- 
sailant of his father would be found. 


PRINCE BISMARCK CHEERFUL.

“*Tell them myself have been stand- 
ing on my head for a week.’”’ 


LONDON, July 29.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says: 

“In spite of the optimist reports, it seems 
certain that Prince Bismarck’s condition is 
critical. Baron von Crailsheim, the Bava- 
rian Minister, arriv2d to-day (Thursday) at 
Friedrichsruh, but was not permitted to see 
the Prince.” 


BERLIN, July 28.—The dispatches to the 
morning papers agree that Prince Bismarck 


is steadily improving. 

The Lokal Anzeiger says the swelling in 
the leg is decreasing. The foot is still 
bandaged and Prince Bismarck is not able 
to wear a boot; but it is hoped that he will 
soon be able to leave his bed. 


VON VELDTHEIM ACQUITTED. 


—— 


Slayer of the Trustee of the Barney 
Barnato Estate No Murderer. 


JOHANNESBURG, July 28.—Von Veldt- 
heim, who shot and killed Mr. Woolf Joel, 
the trustee of the estate of the late Barney 
Barnato, the South African millionaire, on 
March 14 last, was to-day acquitted of the 
charge of murder. 

When the verdict of acquittal was an- 
nounced it was greeted with loud cheers. 

Von Veldtheim, however, was immediate- 
ly re-arrested at the instance of Mr. Solly 
Joel, on the charge of attempted violence 
and blackmail. 


Mr. Woolf Joel, the nephew, partner, and, 
more recently, the trustee of the estate of 
the late Barney Barnato, the South Afri- 
can millionaire, who committed suicide in 
June, 1897, by jumping overboard from a 


steamer while on his way from Cape Town 
to Southampton, was shot in the former’s 
office in Johannesburg during the morning 
of March 14 last by a man named von 
Veldtheim. 

According to the cable dispatches, von 
Veldtheim, who was said to be a former 
soldier, entered Mr. Joel’s office on the day 
in question and demanded $12,500. Being 
refused, he snatched a revolver from a 
desk and fired. The bullet entered Mr. Joel’s 
forehead, and he fell to the ground and 
expired. Von Veldtheim then attempted to 
commit suicide but failed. After bein 
taken into custody the prisoner describe 
himself as an American, and it was said 
that he was identical with Ludwig von 
Veldtheim, who figured in the New York 
newspapers in September, 1897. 

The Cape Town correspondent of a Lon- 
don paper, in describing the tragic death of 
Mr. Joel, said: 

“Von Veldtheim is reported to be the 
Same man whose supposed body was found 
in the Thames bound with a rope last year, 
but who afterward turned up as a trooper 
in the Cape Police, at Vryburg. 

“Mr. Joel and Mr. Strange, his manager, 
received von Veldtheim in Mr. Strange’s 
room. All three had revolvers, a circum- 
stance explained by the statement that the 
meeting was not an ordinary one. The first 
shot is said to have been fired by Mr. 
Strange at von Veldtheim, who had tried to 
seize Mr. Joel’s revolver. 

“Von Veldtheim then fired at Mr. Joel, 
the bullet entering his eye and causing al- 
most instant death. Several other shots 
were afterward fired. The clerical staff 
rushed in and von Veldtheim was secured 
after a flerce struggle. The motive of the 
oe was failure in an attempt to black- 
mail.”’ 


PROSPERITY IN PERU. 


President Pierola Delivers His Ad- 
dress to the National Assembbly. 


LIMA, Peru, via Galveston, Texas, July 
28.—The epeech of President Pierdla at 
the opening of the Peruvian Congress to- 
day was notable, and at its conclusion was 
loudly applauded by Ccngressmen and the 
public in the gallery. The President. on 
leaving the chamber had an ovation. 

In the course of the speech President 
Pierola said that the national life of Peru 
was calm and prosperous and that foreign 
relations of the Goverrment were friendly, 
with the solitary exception of an issue 
raised between Peru and the United States, 
dating from 1885. With respect to this, he 
said, Peru had been compelled to accept 
arbitration under somewhat vexatious con- 
ditions in order to ayoid a rupture. Nego- 
tiations were also nding with the United 
States, he asserted, respecting a modifica- 
tion of tariffs. Without discounting the 
future, the exports for 1897 showed an in- 
crease of 50 per cent. over the previous 
veer. exceedings by $13,000,000 the importa- 

ons.

The Corrutti Claim May Yet Cause 
Grave Complications—Italy’s Squad- 
ron May Enforce Payment. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The demand of 
Italy upon Colombia for the settlement of 
the Corrutti claim has not yet been com- 
plied with, and. although some progress 
has been made toward an adjustment, there 
is still a possibility that the case may as- 
sume a grave aspect through action by the 
Italian fleet sent to demand a settlement. 
Some days ago Colombia made an effort to 
settle it on the condition that the Italian 
fieet should leave Colombian waters, thus 


relieving the republic from the humiliation 
of acting under pressure. But it is under- 
stood that the Italian Government pointed 
out that Colombia had been informed of the 
purposed arrival of the squadron at Carta- 
gena, and erefore had time for the pay- 
ment of the award and thus to eliminate 
every appearance of coercion. 

It appears, however, that the instructions 
to the Italian Admiral gave him discretion 
as to the mode of proceedings, and allowed 
him to give due courtesy to Colombia 
should time be asked. For that reason it 
is understood the Admiral fixed a period of 
Age f days within which the claim should 
be paid. hether this is an ultimatum is 
not clear, but in view of Italy’s position 
the action of the Admiral appears to be very 
near, if not quite, an ultimatum to Colom- 
bia. There has been much difficulty in 
learning the exact course of the Admiral, 
owing to the inferior cable service, and the 
Italian Government for a long time was 
unaware whether the Admiral had sub- 
— his original demand for speedy pay- 
ment. 

The report brought by a steamer arriving 
at New York that the American Consul at 
Cartagena had protested, and that the 
Italian Admiral had cabled Ambassador 
Fava for further instructions, is denied in 
the most positive manner. 


COLON, Colombia, July 28.—The presence 
of the Italian squadron at Cartagena is 
doubtless connected with the collection of 


the Cerruti claim, but a bombardment of 
Cartagena is exceedingly improbable, as the 
matter is certain to be settled diplomatically.

Newfoundland Fishery Disputes, 


LONDON, July 28.—Replying in the House 
of Commons to-day to Sir Charles Dilke, 
who asked what answer the French Commo- 
dore gave to the British protest against the 
tearing down of huts at Flat Bay, N. F., by 
the crews of warships for illicitly packing 
lobsters, the Secretary of State for the Col- 
onies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, said the 
Commodore had not admitted it was an in- 
fringememt of the Treaty of Utrecht. Her 
Majesty’s Government, Mr. Chamberlain 
added, was considering the appointment of a 
aaa to inquire into the shore ques- 
tion, 


CAN’T IGNORE NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Canada Will Not Be Able to Exclude 
the Colony from the Interna- 
tional Commission. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., July 28.—Receiver 
General Morine, commenting on the expres- 
sions of some Canadian papers that New- 
foundland will net be allowed representa- 
tion on the International Commission to 


meet shortly at Quebec for a settlement 
of the questions at issue between the 
United States and Canada, points out that 
Newfoundland practically controls the sup- 
ply of bait for the whole North Atlantic 
fisheries. He suggests that, if Canada 
should be selfish enough to ignore New- 
foundland in the negotiations, the colony 
could refuse to assent to any agreement 
concluded at Quebec. The effect of this 
would be to prevent American fishermen 
securing bait in Newfoundland waters, thus 
destroying the fishery on the banks, In 
Mr. Morine’s opinion, the United States is 
not likely to consent to any convention on 
the fishery question, unless satisfied that 
Newfoundland concurs. Canada’s trade with 
Newfoundland now equals that of the 
United States with the colony, but slight 
changes of tariff could throw the main vol- 
ume of trade again into American hands. 

Furthermore, Mr. Morine contends, the 
fishery convention which Newfoundland has 
already negotiated with the United States 
shows that the Americans regard the New- 
foundland concessions of great value, and 
better terms would be obtainable from the 
Americans if Canada and Newfoundland 
‘were united on the commission. 

Mr. Morine, however, does not believe the 
Canadian Ministers will refuse Newfound- 
land membership on the commission. 


Arranging the Quebec Conference. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Ju'y 28.—For some 
weeks past the only Minister of the Crown 
in Ottawa was the Hon. W. R. Scott, Sec- 


retary of State. They have, however, been 
all summoned here to attend an important 
meeting of the Cabinet to-morrow to make 
final arrangements for the Quebec confer- 


ence. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier returned to-night, and 
the others who are within reach will be here 
in the morning. Sir Wilfrid had a long in- 
terview with Baron Herschell to-day in 
Montreal. The Baron has gone to Quebec 
and will not come to Ottawa for the present. 


Illinois Wants to Retain Her Own.

Several provisional regiments have been 
organized in Chicago to take the field at 
once if the President calls for more men, 


Nattrally the officers of those organizations 
feel sore when they see the recruiting offi- 
cers of other States opening offices in this 
city and enlisting patriotic young Chica- 
goans who are too impatient to await an- 
other call. The provisional regiments are 
being depleted and weakened, so that they 
may not be able to respond at once if there 
should be another eall. Nor does Gov, Tan- 
ner relish this invasion of the State by the 
agents of other commonwealths whose cit- 
izens would rather look after their crops 
and attend to other home affairs than fight 
the Spaniards. He would like to see the 
President limit the time within which a 
quota under a call shall be filled, and then 
redistribute the deficiency to Illinois and 
other States which have men to spare. 
Then Illinois would ext full credit for every 
man furnished. ile the Governor dis- 
likes exceedingly this stealing away of 
Illinoisans, he has to admit that “ the right 
to enlist is an individual rivilege which 
cannot and ought not to be restrained.” 
If an Illinoisan chooses to enlist in a Mis- 
sissippi regiment it is his own affair. While 
it is discreditable to Mississippi to send re-

REVOLUTION IN GUATEMALA. 


Some Business Men Would Like An- 
nexation for Protection. 


TAPACHULA, Mexico, July 28.—Gen. 
Prospero Morales, the Guatemalan insur- 
gent leader, who was driven out of the 
country by the late President Barrios, not 
being satisfied with the transmission of 


power to President Estrada Cabrera, has 
Started a revolution. The news from Guate- 
mala is that the Government party is much 
alarmed, and has concentrated around the 
City of Guatemala, daily expecting to be at- 
tacked by the revolutionists, 

The business community and many large 
planters are disgusted with the frequency of 
the recurring revolutions, and many of them 
advocate annexation to the United States or 
the establishment of an American protect- 
orate, and some would like to be annexed 
to Mexico. 

All factions in Guatemala have been rest- 
less since Cabrera took office. Prospero Mo- 
rales, the leader, is a typical Central Amer- 
ican factional chief, and his success offers 
no more guarantee of stability than any pre- 
vious administration of Guatemalan officers. 


SQUALL ON PUT-IN BAY. 


Two Yachts Capsized and Their Crews 
Rescued with Difficulty. 


PUT-IN BAY, Ohio, July 28.—The yacht 
races this afterroon were sailed in one of 
the fiercest white squalls that has swept 
over the lake this season, and two of the 
boats were capsized. The events for the 
day were the races for 52, 42, 47, 32, 27, and 
22-footers. The course was five miles to 


windward and return, the first three classes 
going over the course twice, and the other 
three only onte. 

The races were started in a fresh breeze. 

Just as the boats rounded the stake boat 
the squall burst in all its fury. The lake 
was soon covered with spray, while the 
waves rolled high and the yachts were lost 
to sight. When the storm had passed and 
the mist cleared away, the Mabel of Toledo 
and the Carrie B. of Detroit, were seen 
lying bottom up on the course. The crews 
were rescued with difficulty. In the mean- 
time the Wrinkle had been run ashore, her 
crew being rescued. Neurly all the yachts 
lost some canvas, 
_ The keel yachts kept the course and fin- 
ished the race. The Puritano and Surprise 
crossed the line nearly together, with the 
Shamrock, Enright, Eva, and Vinco follow- 
ing. The judges decided to call it a race, 
and the prizes were awarded as follows:

HIS GENEROUS PHILANTHROPY 


Early Struggles and Subsequent Suc- | 


cess of the Noted Manufacturer— 
Instances of “His Open- 
Handed Charity. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I.,° July 28.—Joseph 
Banigan, the well-known rubber goods 
manufacturer, and former President of the 
United States Rubber Company, died at 3:13 
o’clock this morning at his home here. He 
had been critically ill for several months. 


Joseph Banigan came to this country when 
eight years old, a poor boy. When hé died 
he was worth about $6,000,000, and all this 
wealth he realized by hard work and shrewd 
investments. He was born in Carickadoncey, 
County Monaghan, Ireland, June 7, 1839, He 
was the seventh son of Bernard and Alice 
Banigan. The Banigan family had lived at 
Carickdoncey for over 300 years, and it was 
a sad day when they had to leave the old 
homestead and go to Dundee, in Scotland, 
to try their fortunes there. After two years 
of more hard times, Bernard Banigan de- 
cided-to try what he could do in this coun- 
try, and he with his family crgssed the 
ocean and settled at Providence in 1847. 

Joseph Banigan was sent to school, but 
he remained for only a year, and then went 
to work in the factory of the New Eng- 
land Screw Company. After this he learned 
the jeweler’s trade, serving three years as 
an apprentice. When he had served his 
time and until the age of twenty-one years 
he worked as a journeyman in Providence 
and Attleboro, He had made a study of 
the manufacture of rubber, and when 
twenty-one he joined with John Haskins 


in the manufacture of rubber stoppers for 
bottles. He went to Boston and took charge 
of the factory there as superintendent. The 
rubber business interested Banigan and he 
continued to study and discovered a pro- 
cess for the vulcanization of the substance. 
This discovery he put into use, and later he 
or his business into the Goodyear 
India Rubber Bottle-Stopper Company, of 
which he was manager until 1 

Mr. Banigan at this time was only twenty- 
seven years old, but his executive ability 
had already displayed itself to a marked 
degree, and it became more evident in the 
organization of the Woonsocket Rubber 
Company, with Lyman A. Cook and Simeon 
S. Cloke. The business was started in a 
two-story building, and Mr. Banigan was 
buyer, superintendent, and manager. The 
business of this new concern grew rapidly 
and the next year it was made a stock 


company. 
o Mr. Banigan sold out his 
ceaet oe tee ~ Rubber Com- 


interest to the United States 
pany for a large sum and accepted the po- 
sition of President of the United States 
Company at a salary of $50,000 a year. 
Shortly after this sale was made he gave a 
dinner at the Hotel Savoy which has been 
regarded as one of the most sumptuous din- 
ners ever given. The menu, which was an 
elaborate one, was hand painted, and the 
ice cream was served in miniature rubber 
boots, which were kept by those who were 
present as souvenirs. Talking of his suc- 
cesses Mr. Banigan remarked that it was 
rather remarkable that he should have 
worked at a bench in one of the factories 
owned by the United States Rubber Com- 
pany for $2 a day and that he should have 
risen to be POO the company, draw- 
ing a salary 0 j a year. 

‘Rt the rot Ae time that he sold out his in- 
terest in the Goodyear Company he also dis- 
posed of his interest in the Lawrence Felt- 
ing Company of Millville, Mass. 

Mr. Banigan was progressive in character, 
and when once convinced of his course 
showed an indomitable will and determina- 
tion in its pursuit. He had a keen preee- 
ation of the humorous, and was always 
quick in repartee. He was a good talker, 
and to this talent is due to a large measure 
his success in business. He was proud of 
his career, and was never ashamed to call 
attention to the nouse in which he was born. 
He had no education, but was an able busi- 
ness man, as is, illustrated in the way he 
built up his largé fortune. 

Mr. Banigan was also interested in many 
concerns outside his rubber interests. He 
was President of the American Wringer 
Company, of the American Hand-Sewed 
Shoes Company, of The Providence Evening 
Telegram Publishing Company, of the How- 
ard Sterling Company, and of the Provi- 
dence Building Company. He also had large 
interests in the beet sugar industry at Salt 
Lake. He was a ‘Director of the National 
Cash Register Company, the Mosler Safe 
Company, the Glenark Knitting Company, 
the Commercial National Bank of Provi- 
dence, the Industrial Trust Company, the 
Werner Publishing Company, and the Provi- 
dence Board ot Trade. 

Mr, Banigan‘s sagacity and ability, to- 
gether with hard work, gave him a leading 
place in the business world, and at che 
time of his death he was reputed to be cne 
of the wealthiest men in Rhode Island. His 
reputation as a successful business man had 
been equaled in hig character as a philan- 
thropist. Educational, religious, and char- 
itable work of aH kinds, without reference 
to race or creed, had been aided by frequent 
gifts from him of money and land, which 
were said to aggregate over a million dol- 


lars. ‘ 

In May, 1880, the Home of the Aged Poor 
in Pawtucket, erected by funds from Mr. 
Banigan, was finished, and on its dedication 

laced in charge of the Little Sisters of the 

oor. Soon after this, in recogniiion of 
Mr. Banigan’s generosity, Pope Leo XIII. 
appointed him a Knight of the Order of St. 
Gregory the Great, which constitutes the 
immediate body guard of His Holiness. Mr. 
Banigan was the second of the two in this 
country thus honored. 

On Jan. 18, 1895, was dedicated the St. Marta 
Home for Working Girls, also built by Mr. 
Banigan. At the same time a check for 
$50,000 was made out for the establishment 
of a chair in political economy in the Cath- 
olic University at Washington. The land 
in Providence upon which stands the build- 
ing of St. Vincent de Paul Infant Asylum 
was the gift of Mr, Banigan. St. Xavier's 
Convent gnd St. Joseph’s Hospital have re- 
eeived $25,000 each from his ready hand, 
and numerous other organizations, charit- 
able and otherwise, have been the recipients 
of lesser amounts from time to time. 

Mr. Banigan was married twice. In 1860 
he married Margaret, daughter of John F. 
Holt of Woonsocket. There were four chil- 
dren by this marriage—Mary A., wife of W. 
B. McElroy; John J., William B., and Alice, 
wife of Dr. James E. Sullivan. In 1873 he 
married Maria T. Conway of New York, 
who survives him. 


Veteran Fireman, Soldier, and Former- 
ly Agent of the Guion Line Ex- 
pires at New Rochelle. 


iAndrew M. Underhill died yesterday at his 
residence, in New Rochelle, aged sixty- 
three years. He was descended from an old 
family of Warwickshire, England, some of 
whose members were among the early set- 
tlers of New England. He was born in this 
city Feb. 20, 1835, was educated in the pub- 
lic schools, and began active life at the age 
of eighteen,or nineteen as a clerk with R. M. 
Blackman & Co., remaining with that firm 
until the opening of the civil war. At that 
time he was Captain of a company in the 
Seventy-first Regiment. He was also a 
member of the Volunteer Fire Department 
of Brooklyn, and had been Foreman of the 
Mechanics’ Hose Company for over two 


years. 
Af-er the shooting of Col, Ellsworth, at 


Alexandria, Va., Col. Farnham, who suc- 
ceeded to the command of the Ellsworth 


Zouaves, offered Capt. Underhill the posi- 
tion of First Lieutenant. At the first battle 
of Bulli Run he won distinction for heroisra. 
When Rickett’s battery was left on the field, 
every man being killed or wounded, he said 
to Sergt. Ferris of Company G: 

“It’s a pity to leave those splendid guns 
for the ‘ Rebs’; can’t we get them off?” 

With three or four Zouaves to help, the 
guns were dragged from the field under a 
galling fire from the advancing columns of 
eonfederates, which killed three and wound- 
ed Sergt. Ferris and a private, yet Underhill 
escaped injury. Later in the day, however, 
he was taken prisoner while attending the 
sick and wounded in the stone church at 
Bull Run Creek and held for thirteen 
months, being paroled and never ex- 
changed. During his captivity he was an 
inmate “of ejght prisons. 

On his return from the war, in 1863, he 
was employed by his uncle, John S. Will- 
jams of Williams & Guion, agents of the 
Liverpool and Great Western Steamship 
Company. (Guion Line.) Upon this firm’s 


retirement, in 1887, he succeeded to its busi- 
ness, nad bonaiee ‘the senior member of the 
firm of A. M. U ill & Co.,. general 
agents of the Guion Line. His son was his 
partner. When the Guion Line was _ with- 
drawn, four or five years ago, Mr. Under- 
hill retired from business. 

He was:a member of the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Maritime Association, and 
the Produce Exchange. He was a member 
of the Harlem Republican Club, and had 
been its President. He was a Past Com- 
mander of Alexander Hamilton Post, Gr 
Army of the Republic, and was a member 
of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion. 
He was identified with Antity. Lodge, 
M., for forty years, and was a 

Giinton Commandery, Knights 

other Masonic organizations. 
He leaves a widow, a son; Harvey L Un- 
derh and three daughters. .

LYMAN REPLIES TO CHARGES. 


Excise Commissioner Denies that There 
Is Dishonesty or Corruption in 


His Department. 


ALBANY, July 28.—In answer to charges 
of dishonesty and political corruption in his 
department, which have been published re- 
cently, Excise Commissioner Lyman to-day 
prepared a statement defending, in detail, 
the work and management of his depart- 
ment. The interview, in part, follows: 

“As to the statement that political meth- 
ods prevailed which should not be toler- 
ated in the department—this is a very gene 
eral charge, and may be an honest opinion, 


but I have made a good faith effort to pre- 
vent there being any foundation for such 
complaint, and this is the first of that char- 
acter whiah has come to my notice. 

“The intention of the law was to take the 
management of the liquor traffic out of pol- 
itics. This theory the Commissioner fully 
understood, and has acted upon it from the 
start. The-employes of the department are 
drawn from civil service lists, and the as- 
signments to duty, instructions, and general 
management of the special agents and of 
others who assist. in its administration 
have been made strictly with reference to 
business methods. e Commissioner’s 
earnest efforts have been to fairly and im- 
partially administer the law and faithfully 
collect the tax, belieying that to be the 
only politics which ov&ht to prevail within 
the department. How well or poorly he has 
succeeded in this respect he must leave 
others to judge. ; 

“As to the charges, or, rather, insinua- 
tions, that the accounts of the department 
are ‘loosely kept’ dnd ‘ mixed up,’ they are 
very erroneous and unfair, and calculated, 
although, perhaps, not intended, to do in- 
justice. 

“The Commissioner recognizes the per- 
sonal Sey, A which rests upon him, 
and is willing to be condemned as an un- 
faithful official if he neglects to have his ac- 
counts full, clear, and correct. That branch 
of his duty has been and will be one of his 
principal cares. In addition to being called 
honest, he is ambitious to be recognized as 
competent and efficient.” 


MYSTERY OF THE PASSAIC. 


A Letter Throws Doubts on the Iden- 
tity of a Boy’s Body Found in 
the River in 1896, 


PASSAIC, N. J., July 28.—A letter has 
been received in this city from Boston 
which has started an investigation. In Oc- 
tober, 1896, Paul De Wolffer, fourteen years 
old, disappeared from home. Oct. 31 a body 
was found in the Passaic River which was 


identified through the clothing and buried as 
his, although the boy’s mother expressed 
doubt that the body was that of her son. 
Mrs. De Wolffer has maintained ever since 
that the body buried was not that of her 
son, and that the boy buried must have 
worn clothing Hke her-~son’s. 

The letter which has stirred up the case is 
signed ‘‘ Peter Petuorscie.” The writer says 
the body found in the river was that of an 
Italian boy, and that the De Wolffer boy 
was kidnapped by a woman who then lived 
in Passaic, and with whom the Italian boy 
whose body was found lived. The Italian 
boy, the letter went on to say, had died and 
his body was dressed in the clothing of the 
kidnapped boy and thrown into the river as 
a means of getting rid of the body and of 
covering up the traces of the kidnapped boy. 

The woman mentioned in the letter is 
said to be living, at last accounts, in San 
Francisco. Mrs. De Wolffers is confident 
the letter tells the truth, and says it only 
eonfirms the belief she has always held. She 
has asked that an investigation be made, 
and detectives are trying to trace the wo- 
man who is said to have kidnapped the boy.

The position of the 
United States as a creditor Nation is well 
understood; the recent report of the Treas- 
ury Department of the year’s imports and 
exports showed conclusively the enor- 
mous debt owed by Europe to America. 
That gold must come from the other side 
shortly and in great volume can nowhere be 
doubted. Many exchange authorities believe 
that the recent engagement marks the be- 
ginning of an extended period of gold im- 
ports. And in recent years at least im- 
portations of gold have not been accom- 
panied by security market depression, 


THE BIG FOUR COMBINATION. 

The Big Four-Monon deal is completed. 
Some time ago THE NEw YORK TIMBs made 
thé announcement that negotiations look- 
ing to the merging of the latter property 
with the former were practically ended, and 
that only a few details remained to be set- 
tled before the deal could be called closed. 
There were vehement denials of this, most 
of which bore the mark of inspiration. Nev- 
ertheless announcement will shortly be 
made that Big Four is hereafter to control 
the Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville.

MANHATTAN’S TAX CASE. 


Manhattan Blevated attorneys and the 
Corporation Counsel's office were yesterday 
notified that the decision in the Manhattan 
tax rate case is to be ready to-day. This 
fact was not known in Wall Street during 
business hours yesterday or there might 
have been still more pronounced nervous- 
ness among Manhattan shorts. Those trad- 
ers who are short of Manhattan seem to 
have the odds against them in their gamble, 
for in its suit to have taxes reduced Man- 
hattan apparently has all to gain and noth- 
ing to lose. Friends of the company are 
pointing out that, even ghould the decision 
be adverse, the present state of affairs 
would be in no wise changed, whereas, 
should the decision be for a reduction in 
the Manhattan taxes, there will result an 
immense saving for the stock, 

Short covering yesterday was responsible 
for an advance in Manhattan to 107%. It 
was one of the few stocks making a sub- 
stantial net advance for the day. 


RUBBER STOCKS BUOYANT. 


Rubber Trust stocks were notably active 
and strong yesterday, the common getting 
up as high as 35 and hclding nearly two 
points of its gain to the close. The buying 
of both stocks was of the same character 
as that of a few days ago, when the 
advance was in progress. There was no 
news directly affecting the stock, but 
Wall Street seemed to look upon the 
death of Mr. Joseph Banigan as mean- 
ing the abandonment of opposition plans, he 
having been largely interested in a scheme 
for competition with the trust. During the 
last few years Mr. Banigan, who formerly 
was prominently identified with the Rubber 
Company, was its chief opponent. 


THE PEOPLE’S GAS DECISION. 


In Chicago yesterday the Sternbach suit 
asking for a receiver for People’s Gas, and 
for its dissolution, was decided in favor of 
the gas company. People’s Gas interests 
have all along predicted this outcome of 
the suit, and after the news had been re- 
ceived yesterday they proclaimed new con- 
fidence in their property, not merely be- 
cause of the settlement of this litigation, 
but because the decision definitely dis- 
poses of many hitherto unsettled points 
as to the company’s legality. They pointed 
out that security holders of the company 
must feel that the suit, resulting as it has, 
has really proved of benefit, inasmuch as 
it proves. the legality of the People’s Gas 
combination. 


SUGAR AND THE BEARS. 


Sugar Trust figured for nearly 60,000 
Shares in yesterday’s market. All day it 
was industriously hammered by the trad- 
ers, who succeeded in getting it down to 
136, and closing it with a net loss of less 
than a full point. Room professionals con- 
tributed most of the dealings in the stock, 
the bull interests who were responsible 
for its strength ecarHer in the week appar- 
ently having decided to stand aside and 
allow the bears to do as much as they 
pleased in the way of re-establishing a 
short interest. During the day there was 
no news regarding the company, nor its 
competitors, and Wall Street continues 
much mystified as to the real reason for 
the stock’s new activity. e 


LINSEED OIL TROUBLES. 


Reports of the financial embarrassment 
of the Linseed Oil Company from Chicago 
yesterday resulted in a break in the stock’s 
price of some 8 points. Considering the 
news, however, there was not much liquida- 
tion, transactions in it on the Stock Ex- 
change amounting to only 2,500 shares. For 
some days past there have been rumors 
of the company’s troubles, but it was not 
until yesterday that the possibility of a 
receivership was openly connected with 
these hints, 


AN ACTIVE FALL ANTICIPATED. 


A canvass of half a score of the most 
important up-town retail houses shows a 
general expectation of unusually heavy Fall 
business. The big merchants say that the 
decrease in the number of European trav- 
elers this year has had the effect of keep- 
ing Summer business at a fair volume. 
They are all making preparations for an 
active Fall and Winter. 


OMAHA’S STRENGTH, 


Omaha is again showing signs of life, and 
recent indications have been that a move- 
ment in the stock might be witnessed this 
week. The stock was bid up last Saturday 
in a tentative manner, as if with the idea 
of testing the market. The great strength 
of Omaha lies in the fact that very little of 
it comes out on the advance. While the 
holders are satisfied there is no truth in the 
Northwestern consolidation stories that 
make their appearance from time to time, 
they are also firmly convinced it is only a 
auestion of time when the stock will pay 
larger dividends than those which are now 
being distributed, and they appear willing 
to hold their stock until that time comes. 
Consequently the bulls on Omaha do not 
have to reckon on the danger of a large 
supply of inside stock on a bull movement. 
The floating supply apparently is more or 
less concentrated in one set of speculative 
hands.—Chicago Evening Post.

WAR REVEALS ABSOLUTE UNITY. 


Maryland Bar Association Hears an 
Interesting Patriotic Paper. 


BLUE MOUNTAIN HOUSE, Maryland, 
July 28.—At this forenoon’s session of the 
Maryland Bar Association Hampton L. Car- 
son of Philadelphia, biographer of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States; upon in- 
vitation of the Executive Council, read a 
long and interesting paper entitled “* Mary- 
land’s Contribution to Federalism.” In con- 
cluding his paper, Mr. Carson said: 

“This war, undertaken to spread the 
blessings of free government and to put an 
end to Old World tyrannies; this war, so full 
of acts of heroic daring, of tender sympa- 
thy, of pathetic incidents, of scientific skill 
or marvelous achievements, so full of proofs 
of the power, the resources, the adaptabil- 
ity, the prowess, and magnanimity of the 
people, with new and perplexing problems 
and ever-broadening prospects, has revealed 
one fact before all others—the absolute unity 


of this people. It has laid bare the National 
heart. What an instrument of harmony and 
sympathy it is. How it vibrates with music 
in all parts of the Union under the touch of 
a common emotion. How it thrilled at the 
exploits of that son of Vermont who holds 
in his hands the destiny of the Philippines; 
how wildly it beat at the self-devotion of 
the gallant lad from Alabama; how proudly 
it rejoiced over the victories of the fleet and 
the army, one led by a gon of New York 
and another by a son of Wisconsin; how it 
grieved over the slaughter of the Rough 
Riders in the brake, and how joyously it 
leaped at the news of the capture of Cer- 
vera by that man of Pennsylvania-German 
blood, your own heroic Schley! 

“And we, as lawyers, members of that 
profession which has done so much to cul- 
tivate and strengthen the mighty principle 
of union, unconcerned as we are with the 
brutal physical facts of battle and of siege, 
are proudly conscious of the thought that 
behind the power of armies and of fleets 
and above the roar of contending guns there 
stands a higher power, serene, undisturbed, 
noiseless, yet irresistible—the power of the 
law, for whose supremacy men have died 
and women wept and children suffered in 
orphanage, the power which assures to all 
under the Constitution the full enjoyment 
of American liberty, and of which the Su- 
preme Court of the United States is the 
sleepless sentinel.”’ 


THE LINSEED OIL COMPANY. 


Denial by the President of Rumors 
of Its Insolvency, 


CHICAGO, July 28.—The Secretary of the 
National Linseed Oil Company has notified 
the commission houses on the Board of 
Trade to transfer to Albert Dickinson, at 83 
cents, all the company’s open flaxseed 
trades. The market, after the transfers had 
been made, rallied to 86 cents, showed con- 
siderable strength, and closed at 8&5 cents. 
It is said that over 500,000 bushels of flax- 
seed changed hands. President Euston to- 
day said: 

“There is nothing at this time in the af- 
fairs or the financial condition of the com- 
pany to warrant the rumors which have 
been circulated that the company is going 
into the hands of a receiver. The company 
has no past due paper, and its losses on the 
seed market have been largely exaggerated. 


At this date and at present market prices 
its quick assets are sufficient to pay its 
liabilities.” 

The company has an authorized capital of 
$18,000,000. According to statements said 
to have been made by President Euston to 
brokers the ony may 4 was short of cash for 
margins, owing to the slump in the price of 
flaxseed, but would be in funds shortly— 
that the cleans of the trades would not 
interfere with its operations in any way 
whatever. The price of flaxseed’ was really 
below the cost of production. A large 
amoynt had been sold within a short time 
at from $1.08 to $1.05, and the company 
would agh wanes | be in the market very soon 
for cash flax at $1. 

It is understood that the banks of Chi- 
cago have loaned the company from $200,- 

to ,000 on warehouse receipts at 
about 8 cents, being amply secured. None 
of this seed has been sold, doubtless, as 
one banker said, because they did not wish 
to. take advantage of the company’s tem- 
porary embarrassment. 


News from Chicago to the Wall Street 
district yesterday was that there would be 
no assignment by the National Linseed Oil 
Company. It has been carrying about 
1,500,000 bushels of flaxseed. The company 
last Summer started to bull flaxseed, and 
succeeded in putting the price up to $1.38 
per bushel. It is salable now at about 90 
cents per bushel, The average cost of the 
company’s holdings is estimated at $1.20 per 
bushel. The decline in prices was due to 


' the estimate of the new crop, which is vari- 


ously placed at from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
bushels surplus. The stock of oil that may 
be thrown on the market is small, because 
the end of the season is near. The capi- 
tal of the company was $18,000,000, and it 
controlled thirty-six mills in the West and 
one in the Hast, this one competing with 
twenty-seven independent concerns,

Treasury Devises a Plan for the Con- 
venience of Those to Whom Al- 
lotments Were Mada. 


WASHINGTON, July 28—The Treasury 
Department to-day issued the following 
statement, authorizing the asaigoment of 
the new bonde: 

“In order to save vexatious embarrass- 
ment ty larger subscribers to the war loan 
bonds, meaning by this subscribers for more 
than $500, the department has arranged to 
Trecagnize transfers of notices of allotments, 
s0 that persons receiving notice of tht 
amount allotted to them will be in position 
to realize on them in case of necessity, 
®ubstantially as readily as if they were in 
possession of the bonds allotted to them. 
This has seemed to be the duty of the 


Treasury Department, in view of the un- 
avoidable delay in placing the actual bonds 

the hands of the larger subscribers, The 
energies of the department are now direct- 
ed to shipping bonds to“small subscribers, 
under the general theory of the law that 
the small subscribers should receive the 
first consideration. 

“While making the allotment notice as- 
signable as provided will not be as con- 
venient to the larger subscribers as would 
@ more prompt delivery of the bonds, it is 
believed the arrangement will fairly meet 
the needs of those who, for various reasons, 
a await the actual delivery of the 

nds. 

“Bample forms of assignment and trane- 
fers have been furnished to the Sub-Treas- 
uries in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
San Francisco, and New Orleans, where 
application can be made by those interest- 
ed, and fuller particulars obtained.” 


SUGAR REFINERY’S BEER TRADE. 


Jersey City Saloon Men Said to Op- 
pose the License. 


Among the liquor licenses usually granted 
by the Board of Aldermen of Jersey City is 
one to the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany for its sugar house in Essex Street. 
The company does not sell liquor for a 


profit, but for the convenience of its work- 
men, and to prevent ihem from running out 
it maintains a bar on the premises, at which 
beer is sold to the workmen, not by the 
quart, but by the pound, and at cost. 

The Aidermen have fafled to renew this 
license, although the plication was made 
on July 1, when the old license expired, and 
the necessary fee of $250 was deposited with 
City Clerk O’Donnell, The company’s agents 
said yesterday that the epposition came 
from saloon keepers in the vicinity of the 
sugar house. The company employs about 
1,000 men, and thefr trade would be a great 
help to the saloons in the neighborhood. 

The Aldermen have not refused to issue 
the new license as yet, and until this is 
done the company may continue to 6ell 
while its deposit remains in the hands ef 
the City Clerk. 


Tariff Paid by Tourists. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—An official state- 
ment has been received at the Treasury De- 
partment showing that under the present 
tariff law the amount of duty co!lected dur- 


ing the last fiscal year, on the persynal ef- 
fects of steamship passengers arriving in 
this country, was about 400 per cent. in ex- 
cess of the amount received during the pre- 
vious fiscal year, Last year the amount 
collected was $843,518, or about $4 per cap- 
ita, as against $02,512, or 944% cents pet 
capita for the previous year

The Case of Private Atkins, Who 
Died of Homesickness, Re- 
garded as Remarkable. 


ONE OF THE RAREST DISEASES 


Dr. E. C. Spitzka, Specialist on Ner- 
vous Disorders, Says It Is Next 
to Impossible for an Amer- 
ican to Have It. 


In the latest report sent by Gen. Shafter 
to the War Department regarding the gen- 
eral state of health of the army under his 
command at Santiago, Private Harvey At- 
kins of Company I, Second Massachusetts 
Volunteers, is mentioned as having died of 
nostaigia. This disease, which, translated 
into English, is homesickness, is regarded as 
50 rare, especially among Americans, that 
the fact that a soldier died of it is caus- 
ing considerable comment among physi- 
cians. 

According to a medical authority, “ nos- 
talgia is a form of melancholy brought 
about by an unsatisfied longing for home or 
home surroundings. It affects the phyeical 
health of the victim. and may even lead to 
his death. In the most aggravated cases 
the sufferer from nostalgia is seized with a 
deep feeling of sorrow, which is followed by 
disturbed or impeded digestion, and causes 
fever, tuberculosis, general debility, and, if 
suitable remedies are not provided, death. 

“Every race furnishes its examples of 
victims of nostalgia. Those that are, how- 
ever, most generally affected by it are 


mountaineers, and, in general, such as are 
accustomed to a simple life amid natural 
environments. 

“The. disease becomes most frequently 
perceptible when the surroundings amid 
which the person is situated are markedly 
in contrast with those to which he has been 
accustomed, when the changed condition is 
full of disagreeable features, or when sick- 
ness in general makes the absence of rela- 
tives most keenly felt. 


The Remedy for the Disease. 


*“ As the remedy for nostalgia, a return to 
the native place and to familiar surround- 
ings is generally acknowledged. Should 
this be impossible, the hope that it might be 


possible at some time must be aroused and 
encouraged. Aside from this, it is neces- 
sary to divert the sufferer’s mind and at- 
tract it to other niatters.”’ 

In speaking of Private Atkins’s death Dr. 
E. C. Spitzka, the specialist in nervous dis- 
eases, said yesterday: 

“It seems almost incredible fhat a sol- 
dier in the field, amid the excitement which 
war naturally produces, should fall a vic- 
tim to this rare disease. In fact, the case 
seems to be so improbable that I feel like 
attributing the word nostalgia, which ap- 
pears in printed reports, to a misprint. But 
shouid the report be correct, I cannot see 
how in stating the cause of death the sur- 
geon could have attributed it to nostalgia. 
Homesickness of itself cannot cause death. 
It.may superinduce malnutrition, malassim- 
jlation of food, or asthenia, the latter being 
a term for that exhaustion which physicians 
are either not able to diagnose or to de- 
scribe in any other way, and which is sim- 
ply an assumption baséd on the failure of 
the physical manifestations which healthy 
living organs show 

“In giving the cause of death, medical 
science distinguishes between the remote 
and the immediate cause. Nostalgia may 
be a remote cause, but the immediate cause 
would certainly be some organic disease or 
a gradual sinking of some organic function. 
It surely should be the duty, then, of the 
surgeon to state the direct cause of death, 
and he may add that it was superinduced, 
in his opinion, by nostalgia. 

Statistics of Cases Lacking. 

“Statistics of deaths from nostalgia, or 
even of cases of nostalgia, which have not 
resulted fatally, cannot be obtained, 
cause of the rarity of the disease, if such 
it can be called, and, further, because med- 
ical authorities have not taken much inter- 
est in that subject. From personal observa- 
tion, I shou.d say nostalgia has been known 
to exist among soldiers who ‘were con- 
Scripts in the German Army, and came from 
the mountainous districts of Thuringia, Ba- 
varia, or Saxony. They were children of 
nature, used to the free open air and the 
mountains they loved so well. Confinement 
in close barracks and the strict discipline 
maintained there no doubt caused aggra- 
vated cases of homesickness, which, bring- 
ing about organic disorders, would not 
yield to treatment, and the poor fellows 
simply wasted awuy and died. 

“Another thing I would remark: To my 
mind an American, especially of foreign 
parentage, cannot become a victim of nos- 
talgia. He may love his place of birth and 
childhood never so well, but the spirit of 
bustle and hustle here is such as to pre- 
clude any violent longing for home. The 
only American that could suffer an attack 
of that kind, in my opinion, is the aborigi- 
nal American—the Indian. It happens that 
foreigners coming to this country become 
afflicted with homesickness, and must re- 
turn to their native land, but I have never 
yet heard of an American who died or even 
suffered to any extent from nostalgia. If 
Private Atkins really died from it, it is 
a highly exceptional and most remarkable 
case.”’ 


GERMAN BARONESS DEAD.

Wife of brince Bismarck’s Nephew Ex- 
pires in This City. 

The Baroness Rose von Puttkamer, wife 
of Baron Franz von Puttkamer, a nephew 
of Prince Bismarck, died suddenly yester- 
day morning at her home, 312 West One 
Hundred and Twenty-third Street. Dr. J. 
W. Ludden thought the death was the re- 
sult of stomach trouble and the heat. 

The Baron and his wife lived with their 
son Yeako, nine years old, and their daugh- 
ter Gretchen, eleven years old. They leased 
the whole house, but were said to have had 
some boarders. The woman, several] neigh- 
bors said, had seemed on Wednesday to be 
in the best of health. 

Dr. Ludden was hastily summoned to the 
house at 2 A. M. yesterday, and he ar- 
rived just in time to see the woman die. 
Dr. Ludden said that there was nothing at 
all suspicious about the case, as the wo- 
man undoubtedly died from natural causes. 

Baron von Puttkamer. who was educated 
in Germany, was intended for the army. 
He also received a classical education at 
Heidelberg. There being no fighting after 
his school days ended, he left his native 
country, despite the protests of his uncle 
and joined in succession the Italian, Rus- 
sian, and Turkish services. Once, when on 
a furlough from Turkey, he met his uncle 
who asked him if he had returned to fight 
for the Fatherland. Von Puttkamer an- 
swered that there was no fighting to do, 
and he preferred to remain where there 
was fighting. Thereupon Prince Bismarck 
disowned him. 

The Baron married about that time and 
came to America, believing it would be as 
easy to get a commission in the United 
States service as.in European armies. He 
s00n discovered his mistake and accepted 
a@ position as riding master in an academy. 
It is said that the Baron is out of employ- 
ment at present. 
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Mrs. Augustin Sti'l in Custody. 


Attorney Fenton Rockwell appeared be- 
fore Magistrate Brenner in the Gates Ave- 
nue Police Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, and 


pleaded for the release of his client, Mrs 
Annie Augustin of 554 Lafayette Avenue. 
Mrs. Augustin was arrested on Wednesday 
for the death of the seven-month-old child 
of Dr. Reginald Pitt Brook of the same ad- 
dress. 

Attorney Rockwell said that the examina- 
tion by the Coroner had proved that the 
child had died of natural causes, and not as 
the result.of being hit on the head by a can 
opener thrown by Mrs. Augustin. As a 
matter of fact, the child was not hit by the 
missile, the attorney ‘said. Magistrate 
Brenner said that he was powerless to act 
in the case until officially notified by the 
Coroner of the result of his autopsy. Mrs. 
Augustin is held for examination Aug. 1. 


Killed by Sewer Gas, 
Patrick Burke of 226 Railroad Avenue, 
Jersey City, was employed yesterday by 
Michael Malone, a plumber, who wished to 


tap a water main near Henderson and 
Bleventh Streets, to go down into the sewer 
and locate the main. Burke was lowered 
through a manhole, and had scarcely 
reached the bottom when he shouted for 
help. Another workman attempted to go 
down to help him, but was nearly over- 
come by sewer gas before he was pulled up 
by his companions, Burke was finally drawn 
to the sur: but he was dead, 


Impressive Services to Take Place 
This Morning at St. Mark’s Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church. 


The funeral services for Sergt. Hamilton 
Fish, who was killed at La Quasina, which 
are to take place at 11:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing in St. Mark’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church, will be of an impressive character, 
and will be fitted to his rank and position 
as a soldier. The body was removed yes- 
terday afternoon from the undertaking es- 
tablishment at 64 University Place, where 
it was taken upon arrival in this city Tues- 
day, to the church, at Tenth Street and Sec- 
ond Avenue. The casket is draped with an 
American flag, its single adornment. 

Flowers will be seen in profusion this 
morning on the chancel and altar. These 
offerings from friends of Sergt. Fish will 
be afterward distributed to the sufferers in 
various hospitals of the city. No flowers 


will at any time be laid on the casket. The 
church services (which will be preceded by 
a peculiar service ofthe college fraternity, 
Delta Psi, to which Hamilton Fish ~be- 
longed,) will be performed by the Rev. Will- 
iam Montague Geer, vicar of St. Paul’s 
Chapel. He will be assisted by the Rev. Dr. 
William H. Vibbert, vicar of Trinity Chapel, 
and by the Rev. Walter E. Bentley, curate 
of St. Mark’S °Church. The Rev. Dr. Ry- 
lance, rector of St. Mark’s, who was to have 
taken part, will not be able to attend. 

Hamilton Fish, as Sergeant of cavalry, 
had a right to the attendance of a section of 
privates, under command of a Sergeant, as 
a military escort at his funeral. his has 
been arranged, at the request of the dead 
man’s parents, by Capt. Oliver Benedict 
Bridgman, commanding Squadron A, in Ma- 
jor Andrews’s absence. e escort and pall 
bearers will all come from Squadron A. 
Though Sergt. Fish never belonged to the 
organization, it was selected as the most 
appropriate body, having a large representa- 
tion at the front. The pall bearers, eight 
in number, will be, unless some changes 
are necessary, Privates William Adams, 
John Shepard, Stacy Richmond, Philip J. 
Stillman, the old Yale football player, and 
E. Victor Loew, Jr., of Troop 1; O. Z. 
Whitehead of Troop 2, and William Cross 
and Alexander L. Ward of Troop 3. 

The military escort will, as now arranged, 
include Privates Lamont Dominick, Walter 
A. Pease, E. A. Brinckerhoff, Jr., Edward 
Olmstead, Arthur Corlies, J. H. Brookfield, 
and Privates Hopkins, Thain, Watson, 
Smith, Kemeys, Cary, Fox, and Carson. 
Private Sherwood may be substituted for 
one of these. Both pall bearers and escort 
will be in fatigue uniform, with campaign 
hats and boots, and the escort will carry 
carbines. Capt. Bridgman will attend the 
funeral in civilian’s dress. 

Inspector Cross will be on hand with a 
squad of about a dozen policemen at the 
entrance to the church. 

The escort will wait in the street while 
the services are in progress. Capt. Bridg- 
man has decided to have the entire detach- 
ment dismounted. A small detachment of 
the members of the First Volunteers, Unit- 
ed States Cavalry, or Rough Riders, to 
which Hamilton Fish belonged, will be pres- 
ent if the wounds which have brought 
them to this city permit them to attend. 

Directly after the processional, the chant- 
ing of the hymn, “I Am the Resurrection 
and the Life,’’ and the reading of the Script- 
ure lesson, the members of the Delta Psi 
Fraternity will perform their funeral serv- 
ice under the guidance of their officers. 

The regular Protestant Episcopal funeral 
services will then take place, after 
which the route to the train. will be 
west, through Tenth Street to Fifth Avenue, 
thence north to Forty-third Street, and east 
through that street to Vanderbilt Avenue 
where the funeral party will take a specia 
train of two cars, placed at the disposal of 
the family by the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Company, for Gar- 
risons, N. Y¥Y. The train will leave at 2:03 
P. M. 

The clergymen who officiate at the church 
will not go to Garrisons, but the simple 
prayers at the grave in the Fish family plot 
will be said by the rector of St. Philip's 
Church of that town, the Rev. Dr. W. 
Thompson, an old family friend. When he 
shall have pronounced the benediction the 
military escort will fire a salute of threéd 
volleys over the last resting place of Ham- 
ilton Fish. Then the trumpeter will blow 
“taps,” the army signal meaning “ lights 
out,’’ and the dead soldier will be left to his 
sleep. 


UNDER BOND NOT TO SWEAR. 


Overwhelming Evidence that Joseph 
MeQuade Is Unusually Profane, 


According to evidence given in the Mor- 
risania Police Court yesterday morning, 
Joseph McQuade of 621 East One Hundred 
and Forty-fifth Street has used for two 
years all the well-known and several un- 
familiar swear words, much to the disgust 
of everybody in the vicinity, and his con- 


duct has been regarded as a menace to the 
good morals of the neighborhood. 

Matthew Anderson, a real estate dealer, 
on whose complaint McQuade was arrested, 
told. Magistrate Cornell that McQuade had 
living with him his niece and her husband, 
Mr. and Mrs. John J. Kelly. There were 
broils and quarrels innumerable, and when 
the disputation was at its highest point the 
volleys of sacriligious allusions, ear-splitting 
denunciations, and wholesale recriminations 
were such as to cause the law-abiding 
neighbors to close their windows, doors, 
and ears. Wolf Limpert, who lives at 
619 East One Hundred and Forty-fifth 
Street, corroborated Mr. Anderson, as also 
did a Mr. Mott and Roundsman Sennett of 
the East Fifty-first Street Station, who 
lives at 622 East One Hundred and Forty- 
fifth Street.

McQuade owns the house he lives in and 
is a well-dressed, pacific appearing citizen, 
and the last person to be taken for a man 
given to profanity. He denied everything. 
Magistrate Cornell told him the evidence 
was overwhelming and held him in $500 to 
keep the peace for six months. His niece, 
Mrs. Kelly, went on his bond, giving the 
house at 620 East One Hundred and Forty- 
fifth Street as security. 


SILVERWARE MAKERS TO UNITE. 


Plating Concerns Plan to Organize for 
Mutual Protection. 


Several large silver-plating concerns have 
opened negotiations for a coalition of the 
silver-plating trade into a stock company. 
The object of this consolidation is to bring 


about a decrease in expenses of produc- 
tion and of distribution. 

Until recentiy the silver-plate industry 
has been understood to yield large profits, 
and until a few years ago this was the 
case, but the profit is now said to have nar- 
rowed ccnsiderably. There has been a great 
increase in competition, and the drop in 
the value of silver has proved another blow 
to the manufacturers. It is now possible 
to make verious small articles of sterling 
silver which are sold almost as low as the 
plated ware. 

Some of the leading silver-plating com- 
panies are situated in the State of Connecti- 
cut. The makers of solid silver ware will 
not be invelved in the combination. 


TO IMPERSONATE CERVERA. 


Striking Tent Makers Say Their 
Leader Has Deserted Them. 


The-tent and hammock makers in the fac- 
tory of John Boyle & Co., who went on 
strike four days ago, are in a hopeless 
plight because of the alleged desertion of 
their leader, Alfred Scott. 

Seott, the strikers say, has lost all re- 
spect for his Americanism in accepting the 
Admiralty of the Spanish Navy in the 
forthcoming naval show to be held in Madi- 
son Square Garden. Scott, it is said, will 
pose as Cervera in the mimic naval en- 
counters. The strikers have become some- 
what dishe&rtened, and are willing to enter 
into peace negotiations with the firm. 


Brooklyn Lumberman Missing. 


Oscar F. Hawley, general manager of the 
Hawley Box and Lumber Company of New 
Jersey, who lived with his wife at 166 


Hewes. Street, <p has been missing 
since May 10, on which day he set out osten- 
sibly for the lumber camps in Minnesota. Mr. 
Hawley was the son of the late Oscar F. 
Hawley, who was one of the largest lum- 
ber handlers in Brooklyn. He beeame finan- 
ciallyeembarrassed some time ago. On the 
day he was last seen he drew $200 from a 
bank and told his wife he would be absent 
about ten days. Nothing has been heard 
from him since he left home, and his wife 
thinks he is dead.

Doings of the Rev. P. F. Jernegan, 
Who Says He Can Extract 
Gold from the Sea. 


LOCAL BANKERS INTERESTED 


Transactions by Which He Purchased 
Large Biocks of Bonds Before 
Sailing for Europe Under 
an Assumed Name. 


The Rev. P.. F. Jernegan, promoter and 
Vice President and General Manager of the 
Electrolytic Marine Salts Company, whose 
gold and silver producing plant is at North 
Lubec, Me., sailed with his wife and son 
for Europe last Saturday on the steamship 
Navarre, They carried with them sheaves 
of United States bonds, some say more 
than $200,000 worth, a fortune rarely ac- 
quired by an alchemist. These bonds were 
bought in the open market in circumstances 
of decidedly odd character. Indeed, the en- 
vironment of the financial and investing 
operations attending the acquisition of these 
bonds were such as to fully bear out the 
opinions of the associates of the reverend 
electrolysist that he was anxious to protect 
his fortune-reaping discovery, and did his 
investing business with the greatest regard 
for: secresy. 

There is no evidence, either, that these 
associates, Albert P. Sawyer and Albert C. 
Titcomb of Newburyport, Mass., erred 
when they said that if he bought bonds it 
was out of nearly $340,000 to which he was 
entitled under his contract with the Marine 
Salts Company, that ve had a right to sail 
under the name of Louis Sinclair of 15 Mar- 
ket Street, Chicago, in order to protect his 
discovery, and that when he has purchased 
improved apparatus in Europe he will re- 
turn and compel ocean water to yield up 
gold and silver by the ton. Of course, 
Messrs. Sawyer and Titcomb, in making 
these assertions, realized that they would 
be vastly comforting to the thousands of 
stockholders in the concern, but that, pos- 
sibly, they would be more or less interro- 
gated on the subject of the Rev. P. F. Jer- 
negan’s trip, although the President of the 
Marine Salts Company, A. B. Ryan, asserts 
that it was an open secret a. month ago. 


No Trouble to Find Capital. 


The Rev, P. F. Jernegan’s scheme was 
launched more than a year ago. It found 
capital ready to invest because the shares 
were $1 par, with a capitalization of $1,- 
000,000. No one doubted the existence of 
gold and silver in solution in sea water. 


The problem was, as in the case of “‘ color ”’ 
showing in a gold miner’s pan, how to find 
the metals in sufficient quantity to pay the 
cost of the process of electrolysis and leave 
a profit. The reverend promoter claimed 
that he possessed the secret of making his 
operation pay. North Lubec was chosen 
as the site of the plant because he said 
that the great tidal action there largely 
favored his operation. 

The process of extraction was begun in 
circumstances of secrecy as profound as 
those attending the revelations of the 
Keely motor, and in due time appeared 
the ingot which the New York Assay Of- 
fice officially certified to contain gold and 
silver in the proportion of about one to 
two, respectively, in weight, and to have a 
value of $663.95. This official assertion was 
emphasized by the payment of this sum to 
the company by the Government. The pro- 
moter said this ingot was derived from the 
sea water, and exhibited the Assay Office 
certificate to prove its composition. 

Then the shares of the company were 
snapped up. ‘Three days ago they were 
New England 
took the bulk of them, but a New York in- 
vestor who dabbles in “fliers’’ wanted 
$5,000 worth within a week, and so badly 
that he, using his expression, “‘ kicked him- 
self’’ because he only secured $1,000 worth, 
Yesterday he was a little bit in doubt about 
his ill-luck. ‘‘I’m half disposed to shake 
hands with mvself,” he said, “‘ but it may 
be all right yet. And if it’s all right, ’m 
all wrong, as I’m short $4,000 of that 


stock.” 
Some Big Cash Transactions, 


Accepting Messrs. Sawyer and Titcomb’s 
explanation of the Rev. P. F. Jernegan’s 
leaving for Europe under the cloak of Louis 
Sinclair of Chieago, his banking operations 
are easily reconciled with the secrecy of 
his engaging passage on the Navarre and 


his departure. in the scheme to crystallize 
his capital the reverend electrolysist trans- 
acted business with the Fourth National 
Bank, a prominent New York Trust Com- 
pany, a Brooklyn Trust Company, and two 
ieading Wall Street bond houses, To aid 
him in his patriotic resolve to invest in Na- 
tional securities he had his brother, Marcus 
W. Jernegan of Providence, R, I, and one 
Fisher, who may or may not be C, E. Fish- 
er, Assistant General Manager of the Elec- 
trolytic Marine Salts Company. 

The investments began in cash transac- 
tions a fortnight ago, when a man who said 
he was Frank W. Thompson, private secre- 
tary to A. B. Holt of Providence, R. I., but 
who was M. W. Jernegan, bought with large 
bills $20,000 01 United States bonds from one 
of the two firms of brokers. His next deal 
was with the same firm for $15,000 worth 
of bonds which he paid for with other large 
bills. The brokers considered the payments 
in cash out of the ordinary way of doing 
business, and hinted that in their opinion 
such transactions would be more regular if 
a bank account figured in them, This led 
“Thompson” to apply to open an account 
His reference 
was the * Bank of North America Safe De- 
posit Company,’ and he gave the name and 
title on record at the bond brokers’. His 
account was opened and he deposited $8,000 
in cash. 


An Inquiry by Bank Officers, 


The absence of a link to identity in the 
form of a check prompted an inquiry by 
the bank’s officers. While it was pending 
“ Thompson ”’ continued to “‘ sweeten” his 


account with large sums in $500 and $1,000 
bills. A supposed clue--the presentation of 
a check for certification for $18,750—turned 
out to be valueless. It was held by the oth- 
er firm of brokers, who had been paid by 
Thompson for a block of negotiable United 
States bonds. When the officers of. the 
Fotrth National Bank found that they could 
trace neither Frank W. Thompson nor his 
references, they became exceedingly interest- 
ed in him, although, as Cashier Patterson 
said yesterday, they had and have not any 
cause of complaint against him. They sim- 
ply thought his banking operations singu- 
lar, because he only deposited cash in large 
bills, derived, it was surmised yesterday, 
from deposits in several banks in this city 
and drafts from Boston and other places in 
New England. 

“Thompson” was watched and in this 
way the existence of the New York Trust 
Company as part of the plan of investment 
was discovered. ‘‘Thompson”’ would go 
there in a cab with drawn curtains, accom- 
panied by the Rev. P. F. Jernegan, intent, 
of course, in protecting his ‘‘ secret proc- 
ess,”” but only the lay brother left the 
vehicle. He went to one of the booths and 
at times deposited bonds in the strong box 
that he had leased. But on one occasioim 
when he was closely watched he did not 
use the box, but out of a satchel he carried 
he counted out and sorted large bills suffi- 
cient to make a payment of $31,000 for an- 
ether block of United States securities. 


Clue to Brooklyn Operations, 


The simplest accident revealed that while 
M. W. Jernegan was figuring as ‘‘ Thomp- 
son’’ in New York transactions, his clerical 
brother was transacting business on a 
large scale with the Brooklyn Trust Com- 


any. With one of “ Thompson’s” depos- 
ts at the Fourth Nationdl came a little 
slip of paper such as is used to band bundles 
of bills. It had slipped in between two bills 
and had been overlooked. It gave a clue 
to the Brooklyn Trust Company, and its 
President told of a mapete ous customer 
who had accumulated a large credit balance 
by depositing New England drafts, all of 
which had been honored. But this customer, 
the Rev. P. F. Jernegan, often wanted large 
sums in cash and declined checks. 

Once he notified the institution to be pre- 
pared to furnish $75,000 in bills of the larg- 
est denominations the next day. Its Presi- 
dent considered an explanation necessary, 
and the promoter almost repeated that of 
Messrs. wyer and Titcomb of Newbury- 

ort. He said that the money was to pay 
or expensive machinery, that he was bound 
to protect his secret process, and that check 
transactions might furnish clues dangerous 
to the prosperity of the Electrolytic Marine 
Salts Company. 

So far as was known yesterday, about 
$150,000 worth of United States bonds was 
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porchasee of the two firms of Wall Street 
rokers, but the Rey. P. F. Jerne and 
hie allies in investing may, with ready cash, 
have picked up a cool $140,000 more. The 
end of the banking transactions was the 
peremptory closing of.the account at the 
Fourth National and the drawing of the 
balance of $28,000 from the Brooklyn Trust 
Company.

At the Assay Office the operations of the 
Marine Salts Company have been subject 
of comment for about sixteen months. We 
we-r,” said an official yesterday, “‘a set of 
‘doubting Thomases.’ But we took their 
bricks, assayed them, and paid their mar- 
ket value just as if no one_had said that 
they came from sea water. We had sixteen 
transactions in all with the company. The 
first was March 16, 1898, when a brick as- 
sayed 317144 gold to 634 silver, and $663.95 
was paid for it. The last was July 19, inst. 
This brick weighed 562 ounces, and assayed 
327 gold and 627 silver, and was worth 
$4,000. In all we paid the company $22,- 
953.28. The last lots came quickly. They 
are recorded as on June 1, 7, 10, 20, and 25, 
and July 1 and 19.” 

The ceétectives at the Wall Street branch 
of Chief Detective McClusky’s office said 
last evening that no complaint against the 
Marine Salts Company had been lodged 
there and that they had not been called 
upon to investigate any operation of this 
corporation. 


NASSAU ELECTRIC’S CAPITAL. 


The State Railroad Commission Per- 
mits an Incrense of Stock from 
#6,000,000 to $15,000,000. 


The State Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers has formally approved the increase of 
the capital stock of the Nassau Electric 
Railroad Company from $6,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000. This increase is in pursuance of 
the scheme of reorganization. by which the 
property and affairs of the old Atlantic 
Avenue Railroad Company and the Kings 
County Traction Company in Brooklyn are 
to be brought under the ownership and 


management of the Nassau Electric Com- 
pany. A large block of the stock of the 
Kings County. Traction Company and vari- 
ous other securities of the Atlantic Avenue 
system were bid in at auction a few days 
ago by a representative of E. H. Harriman, 
Chairman of the Reorganization Commit- 
tee, 

The proceeds of the new Nassau Electric 
stock will be used to retire all of the old 
issues and to provide the company with 
suitable working capital. The Nassau 
system now operates more than 126 miles 
or street railway, which constitutes about 
30 per cent. of the street railway facilities 
of Brooklyn and its suburbs. The Nassau 
Company, soon after its organization, suc- 
ceeded to the franchises of the Kings Coun- 
ty Electric, the Coney Island, Fort Hamil- 
ton and Brooklyn, and the Union Street 
Railroads, and subsequently became the 
lessee in perpetuity of the Atlantic Avenue 
line and the Brooklyn, Bath and West End 
Railroad. 

The consolidation of these different organ- 
izations into a single corporation will not 
only simplify matters with regard to man- 
agement, but it will result in a large saving 
in the matter of taxation. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


Usb OF DRIVEN WELLS.—The Merrick 
Water Company, whose business is the 
collecting and selling of water, brought 
suit against the City of Brooklyn to en- 
join it from sinking eighty wells for its 
water supply on its ground lying north of 
plaintiff’s land, on the ground that these 
wells would divert its water supply, which 
it obtained from ponds filled by the water 
of a subterranean stream flowing beneath 
its lands. It was shown that the sinking 


of these wells and the pumping from them, 
at the time of the trial before a referee, 
had lowered the company’s wells from seven 
to 8 feet. A judgment given in favor of 
the plaintif€ has been reversed by the Sec- 
ond Appellate Division, in an opinion by 
Justice Hatch. The referee based his de- 
cision upon the case of Walter R. Smith 
against the City of Brooklyn, where it was 
he'd that the erection in Queens County, at 
a distance from Brooklyn, upon land pur- 
chased by the city, whose soil admitted of 
the ready percolation of water, of city 
water works, the effect of which was to 
lower the spring level of the surrounding 
country and to dry up a stream nearly half 
a mile distant, which was fed by streams 
forming, when dammed, a pond valuable to 
the owners of the land, was an unjustifiable 
use by the city of the land acquired by it. 
The Court now holds that that case does 
not apply here, this not being a controversy 
where the beneficial use of the water run- 
ning or being run on the land of one was 
interfered with by another landowner. In 
this case the rights of the two corporations 
were equal, and the use of the water was 
not for the benefit of the land itself. 
+,* 


QUESTION OF CONTEMPT.—Sarah C. Doug- 
lass and others, as executors, who had se- 
cured judgment in 1888 in a suit against 
William B. Halstead and others, prohibit- 
ing thein frcm removing certain fences and 


from allowing the patrons of defendant's 
bathhouses to make use of a private road 
or lane described in the judgment, after- 
ward, about two years ago, had Halstead 
adjudged guilty of contempt of court for 
having violated the injunction order and 
a fine imposed of $200. The Court of Ap- 
peals recently dismissed the defendant’s ap- 
eal from a d2cis.on of the Second Appel- 
ate Division, which, though it reversed so 
much of the orter as adjudged Mr. Hal- 
stead to be in contempt, directed that the 
mutter be sent back to the Special Term 
for a furtner hearing on the merits. The 
Appellate Division held that the burden 
rested upon the plaintiff to show that the 
fences ciaimed to have been interfered with 
were upon their land, and that as the order 
fined Mr. Halstead a gross sum because of 
his alleged violation of two separate provis- 
ions of the injunction order, and it appeared 
that he was guilty of a violation of only one 
of them, the whole order would be reversed, 
and the matter be remitted to the court of 
original jurisdiction for a further hearing. 
* * 

HE ASKED TOO MuUcH.—Daniel F. Keeffe, 
Supervisor of the Town of Queensbury, 
Warren County, N. Y., presented to the 
Town Auditors an item of about $800, being 
1 per cent. for receiving and 1 per cent. for 


paying out moneys belonging to the School 
Fund, the Dog Fund, the Soldiers’ Fund, 
the town audits, anu the Poor Fund of 
such town, and also $100 for “ services in 
advising and directing Overseers of the 
Poor and Consulting with Highway Com- 
missioners and Town Assessors,’”’ &c. When 
the items were rejected, on the ground that 
they were not lawful charges against the 
town, Mr. Keeffe brought the matter before 
the hird Appellate Division, which con- 
firmed the determination of the board, hold- 
ing that such services did not come under 
the head of ‘“ contingent expenses necessa- 
rily incurred for the use and benefit of the 
town.’”’ The Court of Appeals has now af- 
firmed the decision on the opinion below. 


New Ferry Company. 


Articles of incorporation were issued in 
Albany yesterday to the Brooklyn Ferry 
Company, with Directors named as follows: 
Samuel B. Lawrence, John B. Summerfield, 
Cc. E. Williams, Henry C. Everdell, and 
Armitage Matthews. The capitalization of 
this new corporation is $7,500,000. The 
Brooklyn Ferry Company is organized to 
succeed the Brooklyn and New York Ferry 
Company, the control of which was re- 
cently secured by H. B. Hollins & Co. of 
this city. This company operates three 
lines of ferryboats plying between Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn, two lines leaving the 
foot of Grand Street, this borough, and one 
one line leaving the foot of Roosevelt 
Street. After the complete transfer of the 
property has been made there will be some 
changes in methods of management. Perma- 
nent officers will then be elected by the 
new company. 


The Rev. F. B. Russell’s Crusade, 


The Rev. Fred Bruce Russell has begun a 
crusade against the concert halls of Coney 
Island. He has written a letter to the Po- 


lice Commissioners protesting against the 
granting of a new license to Henry Koster, 
the proprietor of one of the Bowery resorts 
in Coney Island, whose license expires on 
Sunday. Russell says he has evidence to 
show that Koster violated the Sunday law 
respecting such places of amusement. If he 
is successful in this case the Rey. Russell 
declares he will wage the war against other 
concert halls in that locality. which, he 
says, are objectionable. :

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ROYAL ARCANUM CHANGES 


Important New Order Relating to 
the Collection and Payment. 
of Its Assessments. 


MONTHLY RATE NOW FIXED 


The Object Is to Provide for the War 
Risk and Also to Establish an 
Emergency Fund for Mor- 
tality from Old Age. 


The Supreme Council of the Royal Arca- 


num, one of the largest secret societies in 
this country, formed for the purpose of 
furnishing life insurance to its members at 
a low rate, has made an important change 
in its laws. The change, which will go into 
effect’on Monday next, relates to the collec- 
tion and payment of assessments, and is 
partially owing to the present war. 

Heretofore assessments have been laid at 
irregular intervals, and the members noti- 
fied of each assessment. Under the new 
law each member shall pay to the collector 
of his Council one regular assessment ac- 
cording to the new scale of rates on or be- 
fore 10 o’clock P. M. on the last day of 
each month. No notice of these regular as- 
sessments is required to be given by the 
collector. Each member is expected to re- 
member the date and amount, and is re- 
quired to pay the regular assessment with- 
cut notice. 

The scale of assessment rates has been 
changed. The rate for age at entry is 
practically the same as heretofore. Twen- 
ty-one assessments per year have been laid, 
and the amount divided by twelve, so as to 
make a monthly payment. This increase 
will cover the current mortality, provide one 
assessment for the war risk, and two as- 
sessments for an emergency fund, which is 
to be securely invested and the income used 
to prevent the laying of extra assessments. 

Following is the new scale of assessment:

lllustration: If a member is now assessed 

at age thirty-three, assessment $1.56, after 
Aug. 1, 1898, his assessment will be $2.74 
er month for full rate; if age forty-five, 

2.58, it will be $4.52 per month. Applicants 
over fifty-five vears old cannot be admitted. 

The full rate referred to in the table 
means that the member’s life is insured for 
$3,000, which his heirs receive at his death. 
If desired, a member need only pay half the 
rate and become insured for $1,500. 

A council may send to members reminders 
of the dates and times of payment, but it 
will be purely voluntary, will not give to » 
member the right to a notice, thereafter, 
nor in any way can it be construed as a 
waiver of the legal requirement that mem- 
bers shall pay the assessments without 
notice. 

A member may pay at one time all the 
regular assessments in a quarter or one- 
half year. A member failing to pay an as- 
sessment before the time fixed for payment 
will stand suspended from the order, and all 
benefits therefrom; and he can be reinstated 
only as provided by the laws of the order. 


New Rates E-plained. 


The explanation of the new rates as given 
in the circular of the Supreme Council is as 


follows: 

The old scale of assessment for age at entry, 
(which has been so popular and has proven to be 
substantially as accurate, in its apportionment 
of the cost at the different ages, as such a scale 
could be made for an. assessment society,) is the 
basis for the revised apportionment of cost. 

The new scale taker effect Aug. 1, 1898, 
it is estimated that about eighteen assessments, 
upon the old seale, will be needed to cover the 
mortality during the ensuing year, to Aug. 1, 
1899. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the members 
of the Supreme Council that an emergency fund 
should be established, to be securely invested, 
and the income used to meet the future mortal- 
ity from old age, without requiring extra as- 
sessments. Two assessments are provided for 
this fund. From ail sections came the opinion 
thar there should be no decrease in the benefit 
on account of old age, and the establishment of 
the mergency Fund is not only in response to 
this sentiment of the membership, but is a con- 
servative improvement in our business features 
in line with the trend of legislation in other 
associations and in many of the States. 

It was the unanimous sentiment of the Su- 
preme Council that the war risk would have 
.o be met. It car. only be met by an increase 
in the amourts paid by members. It was also 
felt that the membership during the war should 
pay the additional cost of carrying this risk. 
To this sentiment every patriotic impulse of the 
membership must respond favorably. One as- 
sessment was provided for this extra risk. 

This makes twenty-one assessments according 
to the present scale. 

It was the unanimous sentiment of the Su- 
preme Council that the payments by members 
should be made monthly instead of at irregular 
periods. ‘ 

Hence the old scale was multiplied by 21 and 
the product divided by 12, which gave the new 
rate for the monthly assessment. In a few 
cases it was necessary to add or deduct a cent 
in order to make the rate divisible by 2 for 
half rate. 

Each member can now know what the annual 
cost of his protection in the Royal Arcanum will 
be for years to come. It is believed that the 
new rate, together with the income from the 
Emergency Fund, is sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of the order for at least another dec- 
ade. The plan of the order is to furnish pro- 
tection at cost, and each member ts to contribute 
his share of the cost as near as it can be 
determined. 

The Royal Arcanum was founded in 1877, 
and at the present time has over 200,000 
members belonging to 1,768 councils, dis- 
tributed nearly all over the United States. 

Its assets on July 1, 1898, were $1,097,- 
791.78 and its liabilities $417,450, leaving a 
balance on hand of $680,341.78.

THE FIRE ASSOCIATION. 
The Philadelphia Caabainy. With- 
draws from W. S. Banta’s Office. 


The Fire Association of Philadelphia has 
stopped writing in the Metropolitan agency 
office of W. S. Banta. Its future disposi- 
tion in New York City is not definitely 
known as yet. It is generally believed that 
the company will establish a branch office 
and appoint a metropolitan manager. sim- 


ilar to the present arrangement of the In- 
surance Company of North America, whose 
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headquarters are in Philadelphia. There 
was a persistent report yesterday that it 
was the intention of the Fire Association 
to enter the New York office of the North 
America. The report, which was impossi- 
ble of confirmation yesterday, seems. to be 
premature, and is evidently based upon the 
fact that the policies of the Philadelphia 
Underwriters’ Agency, which is represent- 
ed by Benion Lockwood, the New York 
manager of the North America, are issued 
jointly by the North America and the Fire 
Association. Mr. Banta yesterday declined 
to make any statement. 

The significance of this step lies, accord- 
ing to a prominent agency manager, in the 
attitude of many small agency companies, 
which have been doing a merely nominal 
business since the disruption of the New 
York Tariff Association. Many of these 
companies have delayed to make a formal 
withdrawal from the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict through indecision. 

The Fire Association was incorporated 
March 27, 1820, and possesses a paid-up 
capital stock of $5v0,000 and a net surplus 
of $1,302,861.70, according to the New York 
State Insurance Report for 1898. Its Pres- 
ident, E. C. Irwin, was. recently elected 
President of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, 


NOTES OF INSURANCE INTERESTS 


The London correspondent of The Chron- 
icle states that Lloyds, London, carried 
$8U0,000 insurance on the French Liner La 
Bourgogne, which covered the boat against 
collision only. 

One of the fire insurance companies, which 
announced its decision to stop writing in 
New York City for the time being soon after 
the tariff break, is looking for the rein- 
surance of its metropolitan business, with a 
view to permanent withdrawal from this 
field. A report that such a deal had been 
successfully closed could not be confirmed 
yesterday. 

The insurance on the property at 738 
Zroadway, which was badly damaged by 
fire on Wednesday night, July 27, was dis- 
tributed as follows: On stock of J. Bern- 
ard’s Sons, Newark, $1,500; Firemen’s of 
Baltimore, $1,500; Phoenix of London, $5,000; 
National of Baltimore, $1,500;  British- 
American of New York, $1,500; British- 
American of Toronto, $1,500; Western of 
Tcronto, $2,500; American of New York, 
$1,000; Imperial, $1,000; German-American, 
$5,000. On fixtures of J. Bernard’s Sons, 
Pheenix of London, $750; Imperial, $750. C. 
R. Young & Co. will adjust the loss. On 
stock and fixtures of Davidson & Blank- 
fort, National, $1,500; Palatine, $1,000; 
Underwriters’, $2500; American of Phila- 
delphia, $1,000; Western of Toronto, $2,500; 
Firemen’s of Baltimore, $1,500; Atlanta 
Home, $4,000. Lyons, Stadholz & Co. will 
adjust loss. On stock of Carl Buschner, 
Lancashire, $3,000; Orient, $2,000; Western 
of Toronto, $2,000; Spring Garden, $1,000. 
H, A. Landgrafft & Co. will adjust the loss. 

The Manhattan Fire Insurance Company 
has encountered an obstaele in the renewal 
of its license in the State of Indiana. The 
suspension of the company from that State 
for ninety days, because of an alleged 
violation of the resident agency law, ex- 
pired on Tuesday, July 26. The taxes for 
the last six months have been paid, and an 
application for readmission has been filed. 
The accompanying statement of the com- 
pany’s condition as of Jul 1, however, 
showed that its assets failed by about 
$17,000 to meet the peculiar demand of the 
Indiana statutes, which require a company 
to possess $200,000, invested in Government 
bonds, State bonds, bonds of some city or 
county of Indiana, or first mortgage liens 
on Indiana real estate. The deficiency is 
technical and does not reflect upon the 
character of the Manhattan’s assets, a 
slight change in the form of which will 
satisfy the Indiana law. The same point 
came up about six months ago in regard to 
the Norwood Insurance Company, which 
applied for admission to that State, and 
was informed that the form of its assets 
would have to be changed. The entire as- 
sets of the Norwood were invested in New 
York City bonds, securities not mentisned 
in the Indiana statute, and therefore tech- 
nically not admissible. 


CANAL MEN DEFEATED. 


Their Action Against the Dock Board 
Dismissed on a Technicality. 


The application of Melvin De Puy and 
Frank Beadle, canalboat owners, for a 
peremptory writ of mandamus to compel 
the Department of Docks of this city to 
accord them the rights and privileges grant- 
ed by the new charter, came up before 
Justice MacLean, in the Supreme Court, yes- 
terday, and was dismissed on technical 
grounds. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Blandy, 
when the motion was called, asked that 
it be dismissed on the ground that the ap- 
plication was made in the form of an ac- 
tion, in which De Puy and Beadle were 
rrade plaintiffs, instead of in the proper 


form of a mandamus proceeding in the 
name of the people. Mr. Blandy also con- 
tended that the Dock Board was not a 
corporate entity. and could not be either 
sued or mandamused, as a mandamus can 
only lie as against an individual or indi- 
viduals who may be compelled to do an act 
or restrained from so doing by the man- 
date of the Court. 

Shephen V. N. Hoye of Brooklyn, counsel 
for De Puy and Beadle, said that these 
objections were frivolous, and should not 
be entertained by the Court, He asked 
Justice MacLean to hear the motion. Jus- 
tice MacLean said that the points raised by 
Mr. Blandy were well taken, and that he 
must accede to his request to dismiss the 
motion, 

The suit was brought in order to test 
the right of the city to lease to the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
Company a shedded pier on he East River, 
at which all canalboats with flour have a 
right to discharge, under the new charter 
and under prior legislation. It was alleged 
by the plaintiffs that they were debarred 
from the exercise of their rights by the 
Dock Board on account of the lease to the 
railroad company. 


The Wilmerding Case Hearing. 


The examination into the mental condi- 
tion of Mrs. Marie F. Wilmerding, who has 
been confined for five months in the insane 
asylum at Bloomingdale, is set down for 10 


A. M. to-morrow. Mrs. Wilmerding’s coun- 
sel, Louis P. Levy, said yesterday that he 
expected the hearing to be before Justice 
Keogh in the Supreme Court at White 
Plains, but at that piace it was said yester- 
day that the hearing would be before Jus- 
tice Goodrich of the Appellate Division at 
Brooklyn. Mr. Levy, on hearing this an- 
nouncement, said that it was possible the 
case might.go over to Brooklyn. He ap- 
plied yesterday to Justice Bischoff, who 
granted the order directing the examination, 
for a writ of certiorari to review the pro- 
ceedings which resulted in the placing of 
his client in Bloomingdale. 


An Alleged Counterfeiter Held, 


Frank Scimeur of 265 Elizabeth Street, 
New York, was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Isaac Romaine in Jer- 
sey City yesterday charged with passing a 
counterfeit $2 silver certificate on Morris 
Craig, who keeps a cigar store at 208 Pa- 
vonia Avenue. When searched fourteen 
other counterfeit $2 notes were found on the 
prisoner. He said he had found them and 
thought they were good money. 

He was locked up in default of $5,000 bail 
to await the action of the United States 
Grand Jury. 


Will of Joseph H. Durkee.

The petition sets 
forth that the testator was lost at sea

tate is valued at about $250,000, nearly all in 
personal property.

NO CLUE TO C. E. MARSTON. 


Neither the Police Nor His Relatives 
Find Any Trace of the Miss- 
ing Broker. 


Neither the police nor the family of 
Charles E. Marston of 112 West Forty- 
fourth Street, the missing broker, had any 
clue up to midnight last night as to where 
he has gone. The police have no theory 
to advance. William H. Marston, the 
brother, and his sister, who lived with him, 
say the only explanation they can make ig 
that the missing man met with an acci- 
dent of some kind on his way home. 

Dr. Charles C. Jolliffe, the family physi- 
cian of the Marstons, told the police he had 


been treating Mr. Marston for a nervous 
dithculty which he explained as an affecta- 
tion or twitching of the muscles of the face. 
This was spoken of at Police Headquarters 
as a premonitory symptom of apoplexy. A 
general alarm was sent out, but the search 
of the hospitals and other localities was 
fruitless. 

The description sent to Police Headquar- 
ters by the family is as follows: 

‘““Mr. Marston is about sixty years of 
age, of slight build, weighing about 120 or 
130 pounds; height about 5 feet 8 inches; 
full beard, nearly white, cut square and 
short on the chin; gray hair, and head bald 
on the top. He had remarkably fine teeth, 
and had a noticeable gold filling in one 
front tooth. He stood erect and stepped 
quickly. When he left home he had on @ 
black sack coat and vest, light trousers, 
plaid necktie, a standing collar, straw hat, 
balbriggan underclothing, and laced shoes. 
He has been missing since 2 o’clock Tues- 
day afternoon.” 

William H. Marston, the brother, said last 
night: ‘‘My brother was not a social man 
or in any way erratic. He was of a retir- 
ing disposition and very methodical, coming 
home regularly and devoting his evenings 
to his books. The reports that I am ill are 
unfounded. I have been obliged to send tel- 
egrams to my daughters, who are away 
from home, to contradict them. The only 
illness I feel is due to anxiety about my 
brother. The story that a strange visitor 
called at the office on Tuesday afternoon, 
and was left alone there while my brother 
went out, I do not credit. It is wholly im- 
probable.”’ 

The office of the Marstons is on the to 
floor of the Produce Exchange Building. It 
has the sign on the door, ‘‘ Hopkins Alaska 
Gold Mining Company.’”’ The name of Will- 
lam H. Marston appears as President and 
C. E. Marston as Secretary and Treasurer. 
They both come of an old and reputable 
family, and have been in the brokerage busi- 
ness in this city for thirty or forty years. 
They are both members of the Union Club. 
William H. is an intimate friend of A. H. 
Stockwell, who married a daughter of A. H. 
Howe, the sewing machine man, and lost 
millions in speculation. 


S. V. R. CRUGER’S WILL. 


The Wife of Trinity’s Dead Controller 
Made Legatee and 
Executrix. 


Col. Stephen Van Rensselaer Cruger’s will 
was filed for probate in the Surrogate’s 
office late yesterday afternoon. The docu- 
ment, which is briefly worded, was executed 
Dec. 4, 1897. By its terms the testator’s 
widow, Julie G. Cruger, receives the entire 
estate, and she is named as sole executrix. 
The will directs that the testator’s debts 
be paid immediately, even if it be found 
necessary to sell some of the real estate to 
satisfy all obligations. 

Col. Cruger died at his country home, in 
Bayville, L. I., June 23, after a very brief 
illness. His business interests were numer- 
ous and extensive. Besides being the Con- 
troller of the Trinity Church Corporation, he 
was the head of the firm of S. V. R. Cruger 
& McVickar, real estate and general brok- 
ers, and he was also trustee for various 
estates, His sudden demise caused no dise 
turbance in the affairs of the Trinity Cor- 
poration, so systematically is its business 
conducted. H. H. Cammann, who succeeded 
Col. Cruger as Acting Controller, found no 
difficulty in taking up the work. The busi- 
ness of the firm of S. V. R. Cruger & Mce 
Vickar continues as usual, with Mr, Mce- 
Vickar in charge. 

Lewis Cass Ledyard of Carter & Ledyard 
is counsel for Col. Cruger’s estate, and he 
has been adjusting the trusteeships with as 
little delay as possible. Some of , these 
trusteeships have already been closed, so 
far as Col. Cruger’s connection with them is 
concerned. No statement of the value of 
Col. Cruger’s estate appears in the peti- 
tion for the probate of the will, but, accord- 
ing to his counsel, the balance sheet shows 
that he died possessed of considerable prop- 
erty. Some of Col, Cruger’s friends say 
that he owned several valuable pieces of 
realty in this city, including some fine resi- 
dence property left him by his mother. 
Estimates of the value of his estate vary, 
some of them exceeding $500,000.

HEIRS SEEK PROPERTY RIGHTS, 


Mertil Luikert and other children of Vice 
tor and Rosalie Luikert yesterday come 
menced action in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, to compel their mother, Rosalie, 
to vlace a trust on real estate in New 
Rochelle, and for the specific performance 
of a contract to make a will. 

The father, Victor, now dead,. lived in 
New Rochelle and left property to his 
widow valued at $100,000. One of the con- 
ditions of the will was that she was to 
hold the property in trust for her children, 
and before her death to make a will be- 
queathing it to them. It is said by the 

laintiffs that during the last year she has 

ecome mentally unbalanced. 

The children assert that after their fath- 
er’s death, Mrs. Luikert evinced a most ex- 
traordinary desire to again marry, and 
hired a professional matchmaker to gain 
her a husband. She offered from $7,000 to 
$12,000 for the prize. After considerable 
search she was successful, and married Ar- 
thur Hill, who became known as the legatee 
under the will of Mrs. Marie Helene Sophie 
Mugford, who bequeathed him $20,000 and a 
residence in Pacific Street, Brooklyn, where 
he now lives, leaving her husband nothing. 
Hill is about thirty years old, and Mrs, 
Luikert is sixty-five. : 

The children say that Hill is obtaining 
an undue influence over his wife, and that 
they are afraid she will leave the property, 
rightfully theirs, to him. 

The case was brought before Justice Sto- 
ver yesterday morning, and a motion to put 
in an amended complaint was granted.
